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President's Message 


Behold, I have set before thee an open door, and no man can shut At,” 

These words of St. John to the angel of the Church in Philadelphia give | 
us the same definite assurance that they did that ancient Church. We can 
truly sense that today there is an open door in the Kingdom for our Church, 
and, as St. Paul states, “a great door and effectual is open unto me.? (Lhe 
significance of this passage is that there are opportunities for us and possi- 
bilities which no man can take away from the Church. With the assurance 
of such an open door there comes to us as a Church a sense of great responsi- 
bility to make use of the present opportunity. Not only as individuals, but 
also as a Church, will we be called to give an account to God for the use of 
every opportunity presented to us. A great many possibilities could be stressed, 
but only a few of these can be emphasized at this time. 


FOREIGN MISSIONS 


One of the great and open doors is the opportunity for work in Foreign 
Missions. Truly, there is a call from fields far and near, “Come over and help 
us.” It may not be an articulate call, but the need of a Savior from sin and 
ot faith in God as Father in Jesus Christ is evident in the world today. Our 
several mission fields could be stressed but China, especially, beckons to us. 
There is an open door to reestablish the work that has been laid down because 
of the war, to gather the scattered flocks under the banner of His love and 
to build on the foundations that have been laid by the servants of the Church 
in the past fifty years. In addition to the regular call of the ministry, both for 
missionaries and pastors, for the teaching, preaching and pastoral service, the 
greater and larger demands call for the reestablishing of a thorough and com- 
prehensive training of a native Christian ministry by our seminary in China. 
There is the problem of providing the necessary pre-seminary training for 
these men. It calls for professors and teachers with the best of training and 
whole-hearted Christian personality. 

Another door open before us is the great field of medical missions. It 
calls for the establishment of Christian hospitals for the care of the sick, to 
exemplify the work of our Lord and Savior who “went about doing good.” 
We need an increased staff of medical missionaries with the best medical 
training that our country can give them. We need men that are equipped 
to assume leadership in the field of medical service and training. We should 
have men, competent and recognized, to take their places even on the staffs of 
the Chinese hospitals as instructors and professors. This program calls for 
men and money and offers opportunity to build strongly and successfully for 
the indigenous Church of the future. 

In addition to supplying the best trained type of medical missionary doc- 
tors, there is need for nurses to care for the sick and to assist in the training 
of large numbers of native women as Christian nurses. 

The rural needs of China offer an opportunity for us to send capable and 
well trained agricultural and Christian rural leaders who will build Christian 
communities, 

China calls for the best of well trained and strong Christian personalities 
to be found among our youth. No man can shut this door. It is ours to make 
use of in so far as we have the purpose and will and that it is our heart’s 
desire and prayer that the Chinese people shall be a saved people. - 

The call to other fields is also self-evident. Though not in as large a degree 
as China, yet Zululand and Madagascar are also open before us. 

The great land to the south, South America, calls for prayer and willing- 
ness to go forward in His name. Your Foreign Mission Board is giving seri- 
ous and earnest consideration and attention to the possibilities in Latin 
America. As we think of Latin America we also think of the Philippines 
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where we have given heed and attention during these trying years, in prayers 
and supplications for that band of missionaries that was in Japanese prison 
camps for so long. On February 4, 1945, this missionary group was liberated 
by the American Army. There is a call to establish our Church in those 
islands if we have the willingness and the heart to go forward in His name. 

At the conclusion of the war with Japan, the missionaries interned in China 
were also released. We thank God that they were freed. Miss Marie Ander- 
son died during the time of internment and Miss Martha Kulberg died after 
being released. : 

To our missionaries who have been in internment as well as the others in 
China, Madagascar, South Africa and South America, we -extend heartfelt 
gratitude for their faithfulness under trial. We pray that God may strengthen 
them and give them much grace for the years that lie ahead. 

There is need of increased giving and generosity for Foreign Mission work 
at this time, not only for rebuilding of destroyed property but for sending 
many new missionaries. This is the day that the Lord has made for the Chris- 
tian Churches to speak the word of peace in the various lands. There is no 
doubt but that the activity and whole-hearted interest of our people in Foreign 
Missions has brought blessing and strengthening of the work in the homeland, 
as probably no other thing could do. Support of Foreign Missions pays rich 
returns at home. 


CHARITIES 


"The Rev. M. A. Dahlen took up his work on January 1, 1946, as full time 
executive secretary for the Board of Charities. His first report is before you. 

In the work of Christian charity and service for Christ we face the question 
of the future of the deaconess program. I was deeply impressed by the great 
work of the deaconess movement in Furopean countries. In Bielefeld, Ger- 
many, caring for thousands of unfortunates at the Bethel Institute, there were 
no less than 2,600 deaconesses. In the Neuendettelsau Missionary Institute 
there were 1,600 deaconesses. In Norway, hundreds of deaconesses are trained 
and sent out to work in hospitals, in children's homes, and in homes for the 
aged and needy. With social welfare aided and supported by our federal and 
state governments, there are opportunities for Christian trained women not 
only in secular lines but as trained and consecrated deaconesses to carry on 
this work. If it is the purpose of our Church to foster and increase the 
deaconess activity, there must be a definite purpose to strengthen this field 
of service. There is abundant opportunity for service by deaconesses in hos- 
pitals as well as in social welfare work. 


CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


Our schools, and not the least our theological seminaries, call for genuine 
understanding of the great and effectual door God has given us in these insti- 
tutions. Every effort should be made to strengthen them in their usefulness, 
to enlarge their possibilities in order that the Church may receive well trained 
men for the Christian ministry and qualified young men and women, deeply 
grounded in Christian life and faith, as leaders and workers in our Church 
wherever they may be placed. ; 

During the last two years our seminary has graduated 183 candidates who 
have completed the full course in an accelerated program through continuing 
the work twelve months of the year. For this we are deeply grateful to our 
seminary faculty. The Saskatoon Seminary has graduated seven candidates 
during the past biennium. 


PARISH EDUCATION 


This subject includes more than preparing books and Sunday school 
material. It reaches into the very hearts of our congregations. The Christian 
training of the child must begin in the home and be developed through Sunday 
school, vacation Bible school and confirmation instruction, until he can say: 
“T know in Whom I have believed.” It is imperative that parents give earnest 
attention to support and cooperation in the work of the Sunday school teacher 
and the pastor. Without this sympathy and understanding, it is difficult to 
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accomplish that which should be attained in Christian youth training. Our 
congregations should have a two-year confirmation instruction program. This 
instruction should normally consist of at least thirty-six weeks each year, with 
two-hour instruction periods. Where it is possible, the Sunday school and the 
confirmation instruction should be supplemented by a vacation Bible school or 
religious school period of possibly four weeks. . The Augsburg Publishing 
House is publishing literature for this type of work, which is of high quality 
and standard as to content and make-up. 


HOME MISSIONS 


Home Missions, which is fundamental in the growth of the Church, is in- 
creasing and extending its activity. The Rev. Philip S. Dybvig, newly selected 
full-time executive director of Home Missions, together with the Board, is 
setting new goals for the advancement and expansion of our Church in. this 
field. He presents his first report to this convention. ‘ 

The open door in Home Missions is self-evident. There need be little 
competition with other Christian groups when we consider the great number 
of unchurched adults and the large number of children in no religious school in 
our country today. Truly, this is our opportunity. It is God’s moment. 

In spite of the many weaknesses in our faithfulness and work in the Chris- 
tian Churches, our civilization has been a Christian civilization. With the 
growth of secular and materialistic thinking, the leaven of Christianity is weak- 
ening in many fields and in many places. The call for peace in the world still 
rests on those definite yet often forgotten foundations of a Christian civiliza- 
tion, where God is recognized as the Lord of all and Christ is adored, who, 
through His life of love, suffering and redemption, has brought into the world 
the leaven that has been changing the hearts and the attitudes of men and na- 
tions. We must not permit that door to be closed but enter in in cooperation 
and support of every movement that emphasizes this truth. 

Our Church has met open doors in the parish ministry. There has béen 

consistent growth in membership in our Church, but more needs to be done. 
The General Secretary reports an increase in membership in 1944 of 26,082 over 
the previous year. The percentage of increase these latter years in our Church 
‘is among the highest in our Lutheran bodies and the other large denomina- 
tions. In every parish there is an open door to go out and seek men and 
women, as well as little children, urging them to come in, that His house may 
be filled. The pastor cannot do this alone. The laity in our congregations 
should be made to realize its responsibility and with the pastor’s leadership 
be directed into just this type of Christian service. We cannot, we must not 
be satisfied with just holding our own. We are not engaged in a defensive war. 
We are engaged in an offensive, aggressive attack on evil, sin and worldliness. 
Men must be brought to a realization of their responsibility to God and their 
need of a Savior. 
We know not how long these doors will be open to us. You and I live 
only in the present. It is today that we must enter through these doors into 
the fields of labor. We hear the compelling call to us in this convention: “Go 
work in thy vineyard.” May God give us the grace, the strength and the light 
of His Holy Spirit to seize the opportunity while it is day. : 

Under the direction of Mr. C. L. Nasby, the Church Extension Fund has 
accumulated a balance that makes it possible to give encouragement and help 
to new fields. Larger amounts are needed for this work than in the years past. 
It is imperative that the Church Extension Fund be increased with gifts from 
individuals and congregations if home mission congregations are to be estab- 
lished and organized. ; 


 MIGRATORY MISSIONS 


Another open door is the care of the many who left their homes to go into 
war industry areas. Through the Division of American Missions of the Na- 
tional Lutheran Council, in which we are cooperating, we have followed the 
members of our Church as they moved from their homes and parishes to dis- 
tant parts of the country. Pastors, parish visitors and workers have organ- 
ized preaching places, Sunday schools, Ladies’ Aids, Bible study groups and 
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other Christian activities for them. From some of these relocations have come 
parishes that have been allotted to the respective Church bodies in the Na- 
tional Lutheran Council. Many will undoubtedly remain in their new homes 
and the Church must be vigorous and ready to establish permanent Church 
homes for them in their new environment. Cooperating with the Division are 
the Home Mission Boards of the respective Church bodies. This is a Lutheran 
World Action project, which, in the years to come, will bring returns to the 
-various Churches. 


PENSIONS 


It is necessary to again call the attention of our congregations to the new 
Pension Plan. Similar plans are now approved and adopted by practically all 
the larger Church denominations in the United States. I wish to express to 
the Board of Pensions, and especially to the Rev. A. E. Iverson, its efficient 
secretary, gratitude, for the conscientious attention given to developing inter- 
est in the plan. I also wish to express my sincere appreciation to the congre- 
gations and pastors for their support of this program, which will mean so 
much to our pastors and congregations. The great majority of our congre- 
gations, as well as nearly all our pastors, are now enrolled in the Pension 
Plan. It is regrettable, however, that there still are a number of congrega- 
tions that have not joined the plan. Such congregations are urged to take 
immediate steps to become members and accept their part in this general plan. 
It will mean a great deal in some cases when pastors are called from parishes 
that use the Pension Plan to calls where no provision is made for this member- 
ship. It is sincerely hoped that before the end of the year all our congregations 
will be enrolled and take part in this common responsibility. 


PUBLICATIONS 


Augsburg Publishing House has experienced probably its most difficult 
period because of limitation of paper and shortage of other materials. It has 
been able to serve our Church efficiently in spite of difficulties. The past year 
the Publishing House did the largest volume of business in its history and 
turned over the greatest amount of its profits to the Pension Fund and to 
the overhead administration of the Church. The Church is deeply grateful to 
Manager R. E. Haugen, his assistants, the workers, and the editors for the 
fine record established. Let us remember that our Publishing House is also 
a missionary arm of the Church in presenting the printed Word. 


FINANCES 


The total amount received for the budget ingathering for 1945 is 
$1,380,244.74, or 137.34% of the basic amount of the voted budget of 
$1,005,000.00. This is a splendid. achievement. The Church extends to every 
pastor and congregation sincere thanks for this deep and abiding interest in 
our God-given activity as a Church body. The benefits of this giving will be 
reflected in increased possibilities for Home and Foreign Missions, Education, 
Charities and all the other activities in which we are interested. To those, who 
by patient effort and zeal have made this possible, Dr. Bergsaker and the 
Stewardship Department of our Church, as well as pastors, members of com- 
mittees, financial secretaries and others, the Church extends deepfelt gratitude 
and appreciation. In addition to the above mentioned amount for the budget, 
the following items can also be noted as having been gathered during the last 
years:

The foregoing items, exclusive of the budget ingathering, plus the Cen-_ 
tennial Thank-Offering of $2,288,365.61 amounts to $5,091,418.86. (Total 
amount pledged in the Centennial Thank-Offering was $2,688,807.87.) This 
could be considered our Jubilee Centennial Offering if the objectives had been 
set up the same as other Church bodies are doing in such large ingatherings.

This makes a total ingathering for the general purposes of the Church of 
$5,790,771.51, outside of the regular budget. 

To this must be added gifts that have come in through legacies and other 
channels to our treasurer. Dr. H. O. Shurson has received a great many such 
gifts through these years of painstaking effort. Through his activity the 
thought of “giving while you’re living” is constantly growing. When we 
realize that this has come about during a period of war, with a great many 
other problems, we can truly say: It is the work of the Lord in the hearts of 
men that has made it possible. 

As we meditate upon these figures and results, the thought comes, as to 
Esther of old, “Who knoweth whether thou art come to the kingdom for such 
a time as this?” God has given us a rich and overflowing measure of material 
resources and of men. Our prayer is that He may pour out His Holy Spirit 
upon us and give us a burning heart for Him and for His kingdom to go for- 
ward in the name of the Lord. 


AUXILIARIES 


To the Women’s Missionary Federation, Lutheran Daughters of the Re- 
formation, Young People’s Luther League, Choral Union and Men’s Brother- 
hood we express sincere appreciation for the devotion and interest with which - 
they are carrying on the work assigned to them. It is truly encouraging to 
find such undivided loyalty in all the organizations of the Church. May God 
richly bless them and those who have been given leadership in these organiza- 
tions. 


BOOK MISSION 


During the past year the Book Mission has issued 1,220,000 tracts and 
booklets. Pastor M. O. Sumstad and his wife have given fine and able service 
in this mission. We need to cultivate more of an understanding of the possi- 
bilities in the use of the printed word. I commend the Book Mission to the 
continued "support of our congregations and urge pastors, hospital mission- 
aries, parish workers, and others to make the greatest possible use of the 
literature available for distribution and personal use. 


OUR COUNTRY 


_ Two years ago we met as a convention in the midst of war in Europe and 
in the Pacific. Last year came the long awaited and long hoped for word that ° 
the enemy was vanquished in Europe and in the Pacific. Services of thanks- 
giving and prayer were held in our Churches. We humbly bow before God 
and give thanks because we have been brought out of this terrible conflict. 
The final victory came at a great price. That which is worth something costs 
something. Words like “freedom” and "liberty”-cannot be uttered lightly 
when we realize the price that has been paid. In addition to the millions who 
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have died either in the war or because of it in other countries, our country 
has paid its price also. At least 250,000 of our young men will not return to 
their homes. Adding the wounded and missing, the casualty list amounts to 
over a million. In many homes in our Church there are fathers and mothers, 
wives and friends, who will not see their dear ones again. Nothing we can 
say or do can take the burden of sorrow and grief from their hearts. To them 
we can only extend sincere sympathy and pray that God in Christ Jesus may 
be their comfort and strength. May it be our earnest endeavor, remembering 
the sacrifices of those who have died, that we strive, under God, toward con- 
ditions in the world that such a tragedy shall not come upon us again. Organ- 
izations and plans pointing toward this great and much wished for objective 
are being perfected. Lasting peace and good will must more and more be 
brought about by the love of God shed abroad in the hearts of men. Through 
that love will come the reflection of love toward our fellowmen. The greatest 
tribute and honor we can give to those in the military forces of our country, 
who have suffered and died, is that we earnestly pray and work for peace 
among the nations of the earth, a peace founded upon justice and good will 
toward all people. ; 

More than twelve million men and women served in the armed forces of 
our country. We express gratitude and appreciation to them for the faithful 
service they have given at such great cost. It must not stop with an expres- 
sion of sentiment, but must be translated into action. We must seek to do 
our part in the individual communities to make it possible for these people 
to return home and find their places in,society. 

- Our sympathy goes out to the thousands who through life will bear the 
marks of battle, and the many who will be confined to hospital beds for a long 
time. It calls us to give sympathetic and loving service, comfort and help in. 
every way. 


CHAPLAINS 


The Veterans Administration is selecting hospital chaplains for the Veterans 
Hospitals in the United States. These chaplains will cooperate with the local 
pastors and representatives of the different Christian Churches to do all in their 
power to assist the men. Chaplain Alf M. Kraabel has been appointed super- 
visor of this type of hospital work in the Midwestern states. There are al- 
ready returning chaplains from our Church who are entering this chaplaincy 
service in the local Veterans Hospitals. These pastors are recognized by us as 
a part of the active ministry of our Church, the same as those who are engaged 
directly in parish work. We are grateful for the opportunity offered to the 
Church to minister to the men as well as to assist their families. 

Now that the war is ended, the chaplains are being released and returned 
to us. The chaplains have rendered good and faithful service as pastors for 
our fighting men. Many letters of gratitude and appreciation have been re- 
ceived from men in the armed forces. Most of the chaplains have been in the 
battle zones and have risked their lives, bringing aid and comfort needed by 
the men under such conditions. Others, in the home bases, have faithfully 
served the men ready to go overseas and given them a parting word of cheer 
and strength from God. 

Chaplain Harry Montgomery was killed in action in Italy on March 3, 1945. 
Chaplain O. P. Stensland died in the Pacific area on April 9, 1945, from a fatal . 
illness contracted in the service. Chaplain Joseph Fjelstad passed away on 
. August 26, 1941, at Alexandria, La., where he served as chaplain. 

The total number of chaplains from our Church was 132. To each one 
of them we express gratitude and appreciation. We promise to assist them, 
according to the policy and practices of our congregations, and help them 
return to their pastoral duties here at home as speedily as it can be effected. 
Every parish, where a vacancy arises, is urged to give serious and earnest 
consideration to the possibility of calling a former chaplain as pastor.

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CENTENNIAL 


This convention marks the end of an era in our Church life, not only of the 
one hundred years since our Church began its organic work, but also of these 
last years of depression and war, which deeply touched the life of our Churches. 
These things are now past. May the experiences of these years give us a 
clearer vision and a stronger hold on spiritual realities so that by the grace of: 
God we will go forward in His name, heeding His call. 

Our pastors and congregations have given evidence of their loyalty and 
eagerness to go forward in the name of the Lord by their increased con- 
tributions and support of the Church. One evidence of this is the Centennial 
Thank-Offering, which by a large margin has passed the goal set. After the 
objectives which were originally placed for the Centennial Appeal have been 
reached and taken care of, we have a surplus of $641,934.16 in this Thank- 
Offering. We are especially mindful of the men who have so faithfully labored 
in this field. We owe siricere thanks and gratitude to Dr. A. J. Bergsaker, the 
Rev. E. C. Haavik, to Dr. H. O. Shurson and to all the others who have will- 
ingly shared in this responsibility. God bless them for their work throughout 
these trying years. It becomes our duty, as good stewards, to make this money 
reach as far as possible in the extension of the Kingdom of Christ, at home 
and in the foreign fields. It requires careful, conscientious consideration, in 
convention and boards, of the possibilities to which this money can be conse- 
crated. We thank God for the generous wholehearted support: that comes 
through the spirit that He has put into the hearts of our people. 

Your convention committee has sent the Minister of Ecclesiastical Affairs 
in Norway an invitation to select a representative to be present at this celebra- 
tion of our Centennial. : 


AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY 


No interdenominational organization unites in such a way the interest of 
all the Christian denominations as the American Bible Society. It prints the 
Word of God without comment or interpretation and reaches out to the utter- 
most parts of the earth with the light of the gospel. Even through difficulties, 
increased by war and other hardships, the Word has gone on with its blessed 
mission. The emergency brought on by the war has increased the need of 
funds in order to place in the hands of chaplains and other religious workers 
the necessary supplies of Bibles, Testaments and portions of the Scriptures 
requested. The National Lutheran Council, of which we are a member, has 
placed the Bible Society on its program for 1946 with an appropriation of 
$100,000.00. More is needed and individuals should give consideration to the 
American Bible Society in their gifts. 


JEWISH MISSIONS 


The Zion Society for Israel has continued its work of bringing the gospel 
of Christ to Israel. Like the Apostle Paul, we should say from the depth of 
our hearts, “My heart’s desire and prayer to God for Israel is, that they might 
be saved.” The great suffering, persecution and hardship which the Jewish 
people have experienced during these years is a call to us Christians to meet 
them with warmhearted sympathy and understanding. They have been driven 
from their homelands and numberless groups have been killed. The greatest 
gift we can give them is that which was the gift of men of their own race to 
the nations of Europe. Next to the Lord Jesus Christ, the Christian Church 
will ever be indebted to that faithful Hebrew of Hebrews, the Apostle Paul, 
who brought the gospel to the continent of Europe. We commend the work 
of the Zion Society to the support, prayers and interest of our people. 

Our Church is sincerely interested and approves of the effort made, under 
the direction of the National Lutheran Council, to consolidate the activities 
for Jewish Missions in the different Churches. It is our earnest hope and 
prayer that out of it may come a program that will increase the effectiveness 


of its missionary activity. 
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LUTHERAN WORLD ACTION 


As we think of the possibilities and opportunities for our Church, we must 
remember also our part and responsibility in rebuilding a shattered and war- 
torn world. Together with sister church bodies and synods we are engaged 
in this task the world over. Lutheran World Action is such a door of oppor- 
tunity. The Churches of Europe and Asia call to us to help in their hour of 
distress and need. In spite of the pressing responsibilities which we have 
assumed for our own. people, there comes the joint responsibility with others 
to rebuild and to strengthen the Christian Church throughout the world. If 
the needy evangelical churches in Europe are not helped, the entire Christian 
Church will be weakened. When one member suffers in that body, of which 
Christ is the head, all suffer. If they grow strong and healthy, all the other 
members are strengthened by it. R 

This calls for our contributing the full amount that we are asked for as our 
share in this great joint effort of all the churches represented in the National 
Lutheran Council. The churches of Europe and’ Asia, as well as the orphaned 
‘missions of the world need our continuous prayer and intercession that they 
be kept in the faith once delivered to the saints. 

In addition to these, there are the needs of the Service Commission, still 
caring for our men and women in the service; the Bible Society, the Home 
Missions in industrial areas that must be continued for some time; spiritual 
care for prisoners of war, and unforeseen emergencies that arise out of the 
war situation. All these things grouped together seem like a staggering task. 
Our Lord and Savior said, “Without Me ye can do nothing.” In His power 
and through His grace and the guidance of the Holy Spirit in our lives we 
can go forward in His name and receive in our very task those blessings 
which He has promised. 


LUTHERAN WORLD CONVENTION 


The Lutheran World Convention, of which our Church is a member, was 
organized in Eisenach in 1923. A partial representation of the Executive 
Committee met in Copenhagen last December. This was its first meeting 
since before the war. Through the Executive Committee, of which there is an 
American section, aid and support is given to the suffering Lutheran churches 
of the world. It is the bond of unity among Lutheran churches wherever they 
are found. It seeks especially_to give aid where the Church is in a minority 
and needs outside support. A great work was accomplished by this organiza- 
tion during the years before we entered the war. Since the beginning of the 
war it has had the entire responsibility of Lutheran orphaned missions the 
world over. It is the only organization that can deal with this problem. 

A meeting of the full Executive Committee is called to meet in Sweden 
in July this year. A large share of the funds gathered by Lutheran World 
Action is entrusted to the Lutheran World Convention Executive Committee, 
American Section, for distribution. Under its direction a million dollars will 
be expended in Norway and in Finland for Church rehabilitation; orphaned 
missions will be aided and help given to other countries in Europe where 
churches, pastors, theological institutions and Christian literature must again 
be reestablished. 

The representatives of the American Section are Dr. Ralph H. Long, Di- 
rector of the National Lutheran Council, Dr. Franklin Clark Fry, President of 
the Peas Lutheran Church, Dr. Abdel R. Wentz of Gettysburg, Pa., and your 
president. 


NATIONAL LUTHERAN COUNCIL 


In the question of cooperation among our different synods, we have a com- 
mon agency that has effectively functioned for us in peace as well as in war, 
namely the National Lutheran Council. It is worthy of our whole-hearted sup- 
port in presenting a united front for common needs both at home and abroad. 

The entire responsibility and service for Lutheran students in non-church 
educational institutions has been taken over by the Council. Through the 
Council our churches present a united front in the many situations where the 
individual churches cannot act alone. 
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AMERICAN LUTHERAN CONFERENCE 


The American Lutheran Conference, of which our Church is a member, will 
hold its regular biennial convention this fall and it is incumbent on us to select 
the delegates that shall represent us at this conference. 

The American Lutheran Conference has brought to its members a deeper 
and a more understanding sense of Christian fellowship and consideration of 
common programs and responsibilities. 

Attention is called especially to “Lutheran Outlook,” published by the Con- 
ference. This magazine is worthy of the support of everyone interested in the 
work and program of the Lutheran Church. Pastors and laymen are urged to 
include this paper with those that come to their homes monthly. It will give. 
a greater understanding and appreciation of our common tasks. : 


WORLD COUNCIL OF CHURCHES 


Attention is called to the resolution presented by the Church Council rec- 
ommending membership of our church body in the World Council of Churches. 
Membership in this Council is open to the non-Roman churches of the world 
Its object is to present a united Christian front in the situations that face the 
churches the world over. It implies no yielding of confessions, practices or 
principles by any of the member bodies but united cooperation in as far as 
each member accepts that responsibility. The Council, with headquarters in 
Geneva, Switzerland, is bending every effort to the rehabilitation in a material 
sense of the churches in need in Europe. Dr. S. C. Michelfelder, the represen- 
‘tative of the Lutheran World Convention, has been loaned to the World . 
Council for the direction of the material aid. The basis is a fellowship of the 
churches which accept Jesus Christ as God and Savior. It has no authority to 
legislate for the participating bodies. It only acts for them as far as it has 
been commissioned to do so. It implies no altar or pulpit fellowship but offers 
the opportunity to cooperate with other Christian churches where it can be 
done according to our principles and our confession. 


THE PLANNING COMMISSION 


At the last convention the convention committee was dirécted to select a 
commission of fifteen men to study and present recommendations to the next 
general convention of possible future plans that should be adopted. This com- 
mission was also directed to recommend a division of the surplus funds of the 
Centennial Appeal. The Commission has had six meetings and many sub-com- 
mittee meetings. It has given serious attention to the mandate entrusted to it. 
The members of our Church are urged to give careful review and study to 
the various recommendations and suggestions in order that the convention 
will be able to act understandingly and for the best interest of the Church on 
this very important report. 

Some of the thoughts emphasized in the Planning Commission’s report have 
been and continue to be the program and object in our work. Lutheran coop- 
eration has been constantly a part of the program and activity in Education, 
Charities, Home Missions and Foreign Missions as far as consistent with our 
principles and our possibilities. 

The Board of Education has given serious thought to the strengthening of 
the effectiveness of our Theological Seminary. This has been under considera- 
tion for some time and will continue to be so. 

The Foreign Mission Board has taken as its mandate the authorization of 
the Church to begin work in West China and also in Latin America. In for- 
eign mission work we have inter-synodical relations in China and South Africa. 
We conduct our theological seminary on a cooperative basis. The Lutheran 
Church of China is composed of all of the synods willing to take part in such 
a program. The publishing of literature and many other activities are being 
conducted cooperatively among the various Lutheran groups. The Board of 
Foreign Missions is anxious and willing to carry on all the possible work of 
cooperation as far as the other Lutheran bodies also join in such endeavors. 

In Lutheran welfare work our Board of Charities has taken an advanced 
stand for an aggressive recruiting and training of qualified workers by offer- 
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ing generous scholarships to men and women for necessary training in this 
important field. A number of young people are availing themselves of this _ 
opportunity and more will do so as they come up through our colleges and 
seminaries. Our Church is officially represented on all boards and institutions 
which our congregations are supporting. In some cases our Church has taken 
the leadership in the establishment of welfare agencies in the various states. 
An example is the gift of the House of Mercy in Minneapolis to the Minne- 
sota Welfare Society from the corporation composed of members of our 
Church. The Board of Charities heartily endorses the statements by the plan- 
ning commission about Lutheran welfare work as that is the identical program 
of the Board of Charities of our Church. The Board of Charities has realized 
that a great deal of our welfare work must be conducted on a cooperative basis 
and has given full support as well as often initiative to this program. 


ORGANIC UNITY 


_ At the last General Convention your president was authorized to select a 
committee to approach other Lutheran bodies of Norwegian American back- 
ground about possibility of union. The resolution authorized the appointment 
of such a committee. Selection of the committee has been postponed, await- 
ing the response from the Lutheran Free Church, which is the largest group 
not a part of our Church, as to its decision to take up such a question at this 
time. As soon as definite information is received from them I shall carry out 
the mandate of the last convention with regard to such a committee. 


NORWEGIAN CONFERENCE 


Attention is called to the resolution of the Church Council that a Norwe- 
gian Conference be established to continue and strengthen the bond of fellow- 
ship between the Church of Norway and our own. 


LITURGICAL COMMISSION 


The appointment of a liturgical commission is submitted to the convention 
by the Church Council. : 


COMMON LUTHERAN HYMNARY 


Approval for continued study of the possibility of a Common Lutheran 
Hymnary for all of our Churches is recommended. Dr. S. A. Berge of Fargo, 
North Dakota, has been our representative on this commission. 


THE LIQUOR SITUATION 


_ Attention is called to the resolution offered by the Church Council on the 
liquor situation. This growing menace urges the serious consideration and 
action of our pastors and congregations on this great danger, not only to the 
Church as such, but to society in general. 


NORWAY 


Our hearts were filled with joy and thanksgiving when word came that the 
land of our fathers had been freed from the oppression which had rested upon 
it for five long years. We are thankful to God that a large part of the country 
was spared destruction and devastation. We are mindful of the suffering in the 
northern part of Norway where the German armies destroyed everything. This 
offers a special opportunity to us to give wholehearted support to the Lutheran 
World Action call. One million dollars has been set aside for the rebuilding 
and rehabilitation of churches and institutions which, without our help, would 
take many, many years to reestablish and restore. The great and united stand — 
of the people of Norway for right and justice, even at a great price, has made 
Norway a token of the democracy and freedom which the world is striving for. 
It cannot be attained without payment of a price and the people of Norway, 
together with their government and king, willingly accepted the sacrifice and 
price. 
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Through American Relief for Norway, Inc., our people have contributed 
material gifts and money every year toward help for Norway. It is with a 
great deal of satisfaction that I can report that nearly 2,000,000 pounds of 
good clothing and 100,000 pairs of shoes for children and, adults have been 
made possible through your gifts and help. During the war years, food, medi- 
cines and other aid totaling approximately $1,000,000 a year were sent to Nor- 
way through neutral sources. To all those who have so willingly and gladly 
given, as well as worked in receiving centers and otherwise assisted, I wish to 
express sincere appreciation and gratitude. 

To the Church of Norway, its bishops, pastors, teachers and members, we 
extend our earnest and sincere wish for God’s richest blessings and grace in 
the years that lie ahead. May it in a sense be said that through tribulation 
they, too, have entered into the kingdom. May the sufferings and the hardships 
that have been theirs strengthen and fortify them in every good work and 
purpose. 


IN MEMORIAM 


As we meet to consider and plan the work of our Church, we are mindful 
of those who have sat with us as delegates and pastors in these convention 
sessions in the past. We remember them as faithful helpers and workers in the 
life of the Church. As we pause to pay tribute to their lives, we thank God 
who gave them of His spirit and His grace to become co-laborers with Him 
in His kingdom.

They no longer are with us but their memory lingers on in our lives, as an 
inspiration for us to work while it is day. We are mindful of the promise of 
our Lord and Savior that those who have been faithful in little shall be placed 
over much. May the reward of the faithful steward in the Kingdom be theirs. 
Blessed be their memory. May they rest in peace and light eternal shine upon 
them.

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Appendix I 


EQUALIZATION OF PASTORS' FARES 


At a meeting of the Committee on Equalization of Pastors’ fares held January 
30, 1946, the rules and regulations governing the equalization of pastors’ fares 
were studied, and it was agreed that these rules should be rewritten; hence the 
following resolutions were presented and passed on by the committee, with the 
recommendation that they be adopted by the General Church Convention of 1946 
and be put in force at this convention. 


I 


_ a, All active pastors belonging to the Norwegian Lutheran Church of Amer- 
ica, in attendance at the convention, who receive their salaries either from 
congregations, the synod, or inter-synodical activities toward which the synod 
is a contributing party, are to participate in the equalization of fares. 

b. Pastors who are presidents or superintendents of institutions supported by 
our church are to participate in the equalization of fares even though they attend 
the convention as delegates from local congregations. 

c. Theological students and laymen in charge of mission fields or organized 
congregations, in attendance at the convention, shall, when recommended by the 
district presidents, participate in the equalization of fares. 


II 


a. The prevailing clergy railroad fare shall be the basis for determining the 
equalization of pastors’ fares, regardless of mode of transportation to and from 
the convention. 

b. When a pastor presents himself for registration he will fill out an equaliza- 
tion report blank as part of the procedure of registration. No credentials are to 
be given until this information has been provided. 

c. Those traveling by automobile or by bus to the nearest railroad point shall 
report shortest one-way car mileage or clergy bus fare—as the case may be—to 
said railroad point; no car mileage under ten miles to be reported. 

d. Pastors who receive transportation passes through Transportation Bureau 
ot other agencies, shall report no expense but shall, in brotherly fairness, pay the 
equalized fare. _ 

e. Presidents and superintendents of institutions of our Church, in attendance 
at the convention, who are not pastors, shall participate in this equalization and 
shall have their fares determined on the same basis as that governing pastors’ | 
fares. 


III 

a. The Equalization Committee shall consist of five members to be appointed 
by the President of the Church. At the close of each convention, the committee 
shall be appointed for the coming convention. Å 

b. The Equalization Committee shall elect a chairman whose duties shall be 
such as regularly appertain to his office; and a director whose duty it shall be 
to execute the decisions and functions of the committee. The director shall be 
granted an allowance of $125.00 per biennium to cover necessary expenses, plus 
travel expenses, in connection with the office. 

c. The treasurer of the Church shall appoint an assistant to function as the 
treasurer of the committee. He shall receive an allowance of $50.00 for expenses 
and services rendered at each convention in connection with the work of the 
Equalization Committee. 


IV 


a. At the conclusion of the convention, the director and treasurer are to sub- 
mit an audited report giving itemized receipts from each, and the amount re- 
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funded on the traveling expense differences. This audited report is to be printed 
as an addendum to the regular convention report. 

b. Pastors who leave the convention without having made settlement of equal- 
ized fares shall be notified and requested to remit in the amount indicated. 


v 


a. The Equalization Committee shall make proper arrangements for printed 
forms and material necessary to the execution of their official duties at the next 
general convention. ; 


VI 


a. The equalization booth shall be conveniently located and be properly 
protected by the police, preferably plain clothes members of the Police Depart- 


ment.

"Se, jeg har satt foran dig en åpnet dør, og ingen kan lukke den til” (Åp. 
, 8). 

Disse ordene til engelen for menigheten i Filadelfia gir oss den samme trygge 
forvissning som de gav til hin oldtidens menighet. For det kan merkes at i Guds 
rikssak idag står en åpnet dør også foran vår kirke. Som Paulus sier: *En stor 
og virksom dør er opplatt for mig” (1 Kor. 16, 9). Bibelordet forsikrer oss altså 
om at kirken har anledninger og muligheter som mennesker ikke kan ta fra den. 
Med den forsikring følger et veldig ansvar om å nytte den nuværende anledning. . 
For ikke alene individer, men også kirken som sådan vil bli krevd til ansvar for 
hver given anledning. Mange er de arbeidsmuligheter som her kunde nevnes, 
men tiden tillater eftertrykk på bare noen få. 


YTRE MISJON 


En av de aller største av de åpne dørene er anledningen av idag til å drive 
ytre misjon. Både fra nær og fjern lyder kallet: "Kom over og hjelp oss!” Dette 
ropet kommer ikke alltid som en selbevisst trang, men over hele verden er tran- 
gen der efter frelse fra synd, efter det livsinnhold som troen på Gud som Fader 
i Jesus Kristus gir. 

På særlig måte kaller China på oss idag. Døren står åpen der inn til gjen- 
reisning av det arbeide som blev utført der før krigen, til å samle de adspredte 
hjorder under Kongens kjærlighets-banner og bygge påny på de grunnmurer 
som kirkens utsendinger la gjennem de siste femti år. Her trenges ikke bare 
teologisk utdannede utsendinger for det lokale arbeide som misjonsprester og 
lærere i kristne skoler, men her trenges i særlig grad gjenopptagelse og utvidelse 
av arbeidet med å gi den kinesiske kirke en vel utrustet innfødt prestestand. 
Dermed er forbundet opprettelsen av skoler for en bedre fordannelse for dem 
som skal oppta det teologiske studium. For denne dobbelte oppgave trenges 
Jærerkrefter med den best mulige utrustning både i utdannelse og livssyn. 

En annen åpnet dør der ute leder inn til utvidet lægemisjon. Her trenges 
flere kristelige sykehus for å aktualisere budskapet fra Ham som gikk omkring 
og gjorde godt blandt folket. Dertil trenges mange flere lægemisjonærer, med 
den beste utdannelse som vårt lands medisinske fakulteter kan gi. Menn som 
kan føre an i Chinas lægevidenskap, menn kompetente til å overta professor- 
stillinger i landets voksende helseprogram. For å nå dette mål trenges både 
menn og penger, men målet: å bygge en sterk og levende kirke i China, er verd 
en hver oppofrelse. 

Det sier sig selv at ved siden av lægemisjonærer trenges stadig fler og fler 
sykepleiersker, både for den direkte sykepleie og for træning av innfødte kristne 
pleiersker. 

Landbrukssituasjonen i China er slik at der bør sendes ut kristne agronomer 
skikket til å føre an i utviklingen av et forbedret landbruk i kristelig pregede 
bygder. 

Således kan det sees at dørene i China står vidt åpne for kristen ungdom med 
god utdannelse og med Kristi sinn. Intet menneske formår å lukke disse dørene. 
Men ansvaret for å gå inn gjennem dem ligger hos alle dem iblandt oss som har 
lyst og evne til å være med i arbeidet for å gjøre det kinesiske folk til et kristent 
folk. : 

Også på våre andre misjonsmarker: Madagaskar og Syd-Afrika, står foran oss 
åpne dører, selv om de måskje ikke er så iøynefallende som i China. 

Syd-Amerika, den store verdensdel sørom vår, stiller krav til oss om forbønn 
og om iver til å gå på i dens evangelisering. Vårt misjonsstyre har til stadighet 
sin oppmerksomhet henvendt på arbeidsmuligheter i de latinsk-amerikanske land. 
Samtidig tenker vi også på Filippinene som var samlingspunktet for megen bønn 
iblandt oss i løpet av de årene da en gruppe av våre misjonærer satt som japa- 
nesernes fanger der. Frigjørelsen kom for dem 4 februar 1945 ved den amerikan- 
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I 


ske hærmakt. Ennu er det anledning til å plante en luthersk kirke på disse øyer 
om vi har tro og hjerte for å gå på i Mesterens navn. 

Da krigen med Japan endte med seier for oss, blev våre internerte misjonærer 
satt fri. Det takker vi Gud for. Miss Marie Anderson fikk hjemlov før befrielsen 
kom, Miss Martha Kulberg kort efter. 

Til våre misjonærer, både til dem som var internert og til de øvrige, i China, 
Madagaskar, Syd-Afrika og Syd-Amerika, retter vi en varm takk for deres 
troskap under prøvsomme tider. Vi ber Gud styrke dem med megen nåde for den 
tid som ligger foran oss. 

Det trenges øket offervilje og øket ytelse til vårt misjonsvirke, ikke bare for 
å gjenreise det ødelagte på markene og bemanne påny de stasjoner vi har, men 
* for å sende nye arbeidere ut til utvidet virke. Dette er dagen som Herren har 
gitt sin kristne menighet, dagen for iherdigere forkynnelse av fredens budskap 
i mange land. Det kan ingen tvil være om at vårt folks interesse og arbeide for 
ytre misjon har styrket og signet arbeidet i hjemlandet, som gjerne intet annet 
hadde kunnet gjøre. Et rikt misjonsarbeide gir en rik overskudds-velsignelse 
til hjemmekirken. 


VELFERDSARBEIDET 


Pastor M. A. Dahlen begynte 1 januar 1946 sitt virke som eksekutivsekretær 
for kirkens velferdsarbeide. Hans rapport vedlegges. 

I den kristelige tjenestes gjerning står vi overfor spørsmålet om diakonisse- 
sakens framtid. Under min Europa-reise blev jeg veldig imponert av diakonisse- 
virksomheten der. I Bielefeld, Tyskland, hvor tusener av ulykkelige og lidende 
sérges for ved Bethelinstituttet, virker ikke færre enn 2,600 diakonisser. I Neuen- 
dettelsau finnes 1,600. I Norge finnes mange hundre diakonisser, som tjener i 
sykehus, barnehjem og andre velferdsanstalter. Nu da "social welfare” støttes 
bade av våre og vår fellesregjering, står store anledninger til kristen tjeneste 
åpen for innøvede kvinnelige velferdsarbeidere, ikke bare i sekulært virke, men 
også som diakonisser. Hvis det virkelig er vår kirkes hensikt å fostre og fremme 
diakonissesaken, bør en avgjort aksjon settes i gang for å rekruttere arbeidere i 
denne tjeneste, især siden anledningene for diakonissetjeneste stadig økes både 
i sykepleie og annet velferdsarbeide. 


SKOLEARBEIDET 


I forbindelse med våre høyere skoler, spesielt ved våre teologiske fakulteter, 
er stillet på særegen måte foran oss en stor og virksom dør. Alt hvad gjøres kan, 
bør gjøres for å øke våre skolers effektivitet og øke deres muligheter for tjeneste 
i kirken ved å skaffe menighetene dyktige, åndsfylte prester og andre arbeidere 
. som i liv og lære tjener Herren og hans kirke. 

I løpet av de to siste år har gått ut fra Luther Seminar i St. Paul ikke færre 
enn 183 kandidater som har tatt det fullstendige kursus, men gjort det på kortere 
tid enn vanlig, derved at feriene er blitt sløyfet i følge regjeringens såkalte 
“accelerated program.” Vi star i gjeld til de teologiske professorer for at de 
således har tatt på sig et øket arbeidspress. Luther Seminar i Saskatoon, Canada, 
har i samme tidsperiode uteksaminert 7 kandidatr. 


SKOLEARBEIDET I MENIGHETENE 


Det virke som kalles "parish education” omfatter meget mer enn arbeidet 
med å utgi lærebøker og annet læremateriell for søndagsskolen. Det griper inn 
i merlighetenes mest grunnleggende virke. Den kristelige opplæring må skje 
gjennem hjemme-undervisning, søndagsskole, religionsskole i ferietiden, kon- 
firmantforberedelse og bibelklasser for voksen ungdom. Målet er å lede hvert 
individ til erkjennelsen: "Jeg vet på hvem jeg tror.” Det er av aller største 
betydning at foreldre for alvor samarbeider med religionslærerne og menighets- 
presten. Mangler dette samarbeide, blir det ytterst vanskelig å oppnå målet for 
menighetens kristelige opplæringsarbeide. I alle menigheter burde regelen være 
et to-årig kursus for konfirmasjon, og hvert leseår burde ha ca. 36 skoleuker 
med to timers undervisning per uke for hvert kull. Hvor forholdene tillater det 
burde søndagsskolen suppleres med religionsundervisning under ca. 4 uker av 
ferietiden eller noe tilsvarende. De lærebøker som Augsburg Publishing House 
De EE for denne slags undervisning, egner sig aldeles fortreffelig for dette 

yemed.

HJEMMEMISJONEN 


Hjemmemisjonen — arbeidet med å grunnlegge nye menigheter — er selv- 
sagt av avgjørende betydning for kirkens vekst og trivsel. Dette arbeide går 
stadig fremover. Denne virksomhets styre og dets direktør, pastor Philip S. 
Dybvig, har satt sig langsiktige mål. Direktørens rapport vedlegges som bilag. 

Den åpne dør i hjemmemisjonen bør kunne ses av alle. Konkurranse med 
andre kristengrupper er så å si utelukket når en erindrer sig det store antall 
mennesker i vårt land, både voksne og barn, som ingen forbindelse har med 
kirke og kristelig undervisning. Sannelig, her står vi ansikt til ansikt med en 
utfordrende anledning. Dette er Guds time. 

På tross av manglende troskap i arbeidet hos de kristne kirker kan det dog sies 
at vårt lands sivilisasjon stort sett har vært en kristen sivilisasjon. Men verds- 
lighet og materialistisk livssyn har øket, og dermed er den kristelige surdeigs 
kraft blitt mindre på mange steder og områder. Verdensfredens sjangser av- 
henger fremdeles av den anerkjennelse som alment ydes de avgjorte, men ofte 
forglemte sannheter der ligger til grunn for en kristen sivilisasjon. Hvor Gud 
erkjennes som alles Herre, og hvor Kristi gjerning som gjenløser ses på som 
den makt der alene kan omskape hjerter og sinn hos individer og folk, der har 
freden de beste sjangser. Vi må ikke la denne dør inn til folkelykke stenges, 
men gjøre bruk av den ved samvirke med enhver bevegelse som anerkjenner 
denne grunnleggende sannhet. 

Også i menighetsvirket merkes en åpnet dør. Således har det vært en jevn ~ 
stigning i vår kirkes medlemsantall. Men enda mer bør gjøres. Fellessekretærens 
rapport viser en forøkelse på 26,082 for året 1944. Prosenten for vår kirkes vekst 
har i de senere år vært blandt de høyeste både innenfor vårt lands lutherdom 
og blandt andre større kirkesamfund. I hver menighet står en dør åpen for 
hver og en som vil gå ut for å nøde menn, kvinner og barn å gå inn i Guds 
hus. Selvsagt kan ikke presten alene utføre dette arbeide. Menighetsfolket må 
få øynene mere opplatt for sitt ansvar og under prestens ledelse gå inn for 
denne tjeneste. Vi må ikke slå oss til ro med at der ikke er tilbakegang. 
Vår kamp må være mer enn en forsvarskamp. Vi må ta offensiven og frimodig 
angripe synd og last og verdslighet. Det gjelder å få folk til å bli var sitt ansvar 
overfor Gud og sin trang til frelse i Kristus. 

Vi vet ikke hvor lenge dørene blir stående åpne. Bare nutiden er vår. Det 
er idag dørene må gjøres bruk av. Dette vårt kirkemøte roper manende til oss: 
Arbeid idag i vingården! Gud gi oss nåde og styrke, sin Hellige Ånds lys, til å 
gripe og bruke anledningene mens det er dag! 

Under C. L. Nasbys ledelse har vår kirkes lånekasse, Church Extension Fund, 
nu fått til en balanse som gjør det mulig å komme nye arbeidsfelter til hjelp. 
Men stadig større beløp trenges for denne sak. Derfor gjelder det å komme 
lånekassen i hu med gaver både fra individer og menigheter. Det må skje om 
nye menigheter skal kunne grunnlegges. 


«MIGRATORY MISSIONS” 


En annen åpen dør finnes blandt de mange som har strømmet til nye indu- 
strisentrer. Gjennem samvirke med National Lutheran Council's Division of 
American Missions har vi vært i stand til å følge de av våre menighetsfolk som 
har fulgt med denne strøm. Prester og andre menighetsarbeidere har på disse 
nye steder ordnet prekeplasser, kvinneforeninger, søndagsskoler, bibelklasser, osv. 
På noen av disse steder har menigheter kunnet organiseres, med tilslutning til 
et eller annet av de kirkesamfund som utgjør National Lutheran Council. Også 
andre steder viser muligheter for menighetsdannelse, og vi bør stadig stå rede 
til å skaffe folk på sådanne steder kirkehjem. I dette arbeide samvirker hjem- 
memisjonsstyrene i de forskjellige kirkesamfund. Dette er et foretak inspirert 
av Lutheran World Action, og i kommende år vil det vise sig å bære frukt 
for kirken. 


PRESTENES PENSJON 
Det er nødvendig igjen å omtale for menighetene vår nye pensjons-ordning. 
Lignende ordninger er nu antatt av praktisk talt alle de større kirkesamfund i 
landet. Jeg vil herved få sagt en hjertelig takk til pensjonsstyret og spesielt til * 
dets dyktige sekretær, pastor A. E. Iverson, for samvittighetsfullt utført arbeide 
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med å øke interessen for pensjonssaken. Videre vil jeg rette en takk til me- 
nigheter og prester for all støtte gitt til en sak av så stor betydning for kirken. 
Det store flertall av våre menigheter og næsten alle prester står nu tilsluttet 
pensjonskassen; men dessverre 'er det ennu ikke så helt få menigheter som står 
utenom. Det henstilles til disse menigheter å ta denne sak opp med det aller 
første og således overta sin del i dette viktige fellesforetagende. Betydningén 
av dette vil spesielt merkes når menigheter uten forbindelse med pensjonskas- 
sen kaller prester som har kall hvor pensjonssaken er ordnet. Det er å håpe at 
alle menigheter innen årets utgang har påtatt sig sin del av dette felles ansvar. 


FORLAGSARBEIDET 


Augsburg Publishing House har i disse senere år kjempet med meget store 
vanskeligheter på grunn av mangelfull tilførsel på papir og andre varer av be- 
tydning for trykking. Men tross disse vansker har forlaget fortsatt å tjene 
‘kirken på effektiv måte. Det kan nevnes at i løpet av siste fiskalår hadde forret- 
ningen en større avsetning enn noensinne og var således i stand til å yte et 
større overskudds-bidrag enn før til pensjonskassen og til kirkens driftsomkost- 
ninger. Kirken står i takknemlighetsgjeld til forlagsdirektør Haugan og hans 
medarbeidere, til hele personalet og til redaktørene for vel utført arbeide. La det 
huskes at forlaget er kirkens arm i misjonsarbidet ved hjelp av det trykte ord. 


FINANSENE 


Det samlede beløp til budgett-innsamlingen for året 1945 er $1,380,244.74; det 
vil si 37.74 prosent over det fastsatte budgett. Et storslagent resultat. Kirken 
takker herved hver menighet og hver prest for dette bevis på levende interesse 
for Guds rikes sak. Betydningen av denne ytelse vil vise sig i økede muligheter 
for både indre og ytre misjon, for skolenes gjerning, for velferdsarbeidet og for 
_ alt kirkelig virke. Til alle som ved tålmodig arbeide og iver har gjort dette 
resultat mulig: dr. Bergsaker og hele stewardship-avdelingen, menighetsprester, 
finanskomiteer og sekretærer, retter kirken en påskjønnelsens takk.

Til inntektene bør regnes de legatter og lignende gaver som er kommet inn 
til kasserer-kontoret. Takket være dr. H. O. Shursons trofaste arbeide er mange 
slike gaver kommet vår kirke til gode. Hans motto: “Gi mens du lever” (giving 
while living) slår an. Når vi husker at dette har funnet sted midt under krigens 
tider med sine mange krav og oppgaver, må vi si: Det er alene Herrens verk 
i menneskehjerter som har gjort det mulig. 

_ Idet vi tenker på disse gledelige resultater, minnes vi uvilkårlig de ord som 
i sin tid blev talt til dronning Ester: "Hvem vet om du ikke nettopp for en 
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tid som denne er kommet til verdigheten?” Den rike tilgang både på midler og 
arbeidere er Herrens gave. Vår bønn er at han måtte utgyde sin Ånd over oss 
Og gi oss hjerter som brenner for ham og for hans rikes framgang i Herrens 
Jesu navn. 


ORGANISASJONENE 


En hjertelig takk rettes herved til Kvinnenes Misjonsforbund, Lutheran 
Daughters of the Reformation, Ungdomsforbundet og korforbundet samt Manns- 
foreningsforbundet for den iver og interesse som disse organisasjoner har lagt i 
arbeidet.

BOKMISJONEN 


I løpet av avvikte år utgav Bokmisjonen 1,220,000 traktater og småskrifter. 
Pastor M. O. Sumstad og frue har utført et stort arbeide i denne virksomhet. 
Det trenges en mere almindelig forståelse av betydningen av utstrakt bruk av 
det trykte ord. Jeg vil gjerne få anbefale Bokmisjonen på det beste og oppmuntre 
til mere og fortsatt støtte fra menighetenes side, samtidig som jeg tilskynder 
menighets- og hospitals-prester, menighetsarbeidere og andre til å gjøre størst 
mulig bruk av Bokmisjonens traktater og småskrifter. 


VÅRT LAND 


Da vi for to år siden var samlet til kirkemøte, raset enda krigen både i Europa 
og i Stillehavs-området. Men ifjor kom endelig de efterlengtede budskap om at 
fienden var beseiret på begge fronter. Vi møttes da i våre kirker til takk og bønn. 

Også idag bøyer vi oss for Gud og gir ham vår takk for at vi blev ført seirende 
ut av denne forferdelige kamp. Seieren blev dyrt kjøpt. Men det som har 
virkelig verdi, koster alltid meget. Ordet frihet betyr intet lettkjøpt; det beviser 
den pris vi har måttet betale. Millionvis av menneskeliv gikk med i krigen eller 
i krigens følger i andre land, og vårt land blev heller ikke spart. Minst en kvart 
million av våre unge krigere kom ikke tilbake, og legger vi til tallet på sårede 
og savnede, kommer tapslisten opp i over en million. 

I mange hjem også i våre menigheter sitter sørgende fedre og mødre, hustruer 
og barn og søsken. Vi vet at våre ord ikke kan løfte sorgens og savnets byrde 
fra hjertene. Men vi vil gjerne få bevidne dem vår inderligste medkjensle, og 
vi ber Gud i Kristus Jesus være deres trøst og styrke. Idet vi kommer i hu de 

falnes store offer, la det bli alles alvorlige oppgave i Guds navn å virke for slike 
- verdensforhold at ikke en lignende ulykke må hjemsøke oss igjen. : 

Foretak planlegges og organiseres for 4 forebygge verdenskatastrofer og for 
å fremme den efterlengtede verdensfred. Men la det fram for alt huskes at varig 
fred og godvilje er mulig bare i den grad som Guds kjærlighet får tak i men- 
neskenes hjerter. For det er den kjærlighet som skaper kjærlighet til næsten. 
Den største hyldest og ære vi kan gi dem som har satt livet inn i kampen for 
landet, er at vi for fullt alvor ber om og arbeider for folkefred, en rettferdighe- 
tens og godviljens fred mellem folkene. A 

Over tolv millioner menn og kvinner gjorde tjeneste i vårt lands stridsstyrker. 
Til dem retter vi en varm takk for tro tjeneste og for stort offer. Men vår 
takk må ikke bli bare i ord; den må vise sig i gjerning. Således må vi gjøre alt 
vi kan i våre egne nabolag for å hjelpe de hjemvendte til igjen å finne sin plass 
i samfundslivet. Og overfor dem. som for livet kommer til å bære merker fra 
kampen, dem som for kortere eller lengre tid blir invalider, må vi gi forståelse 
og tjeneste og all mulig hjelp. 


FELTPRESTENE 


“The Veterans’ Administration” holder på med å utpeke og ansette prester 
ved de mange såkalte “veterans’ hospitals.” Meningen er at disse hospitalsprester 
skal samarbeide med stedlige prester og andre kristelige arbeidere for å fremme 
invalidenes sjelesorg og velferd. En feltprest av vår kirke, Alf M. Kraabel, er 
blitt ansatt som leder for denne tjeneste i våre midtvestre stater, og en del 
andre av våre feltprester ansettes som “chaplains” ved den nevnte type av 
hospitaler. Disse prester regnes med, i likhet med våre menighetsprester, som

stående i aktiv préstetjeneste i vår kirke. Og kirken er takknemlig for denne 
anledning til å få del i betjeningen av disse våre hjemvendte krigsfolk og i hjel- 
pearbeidet overfor deres kjære. 

Men, siden krigen nu er endt, demitteres de aller fleste av feltprestene, som 
således kan oppta sitt tidligere virke. Feltprestene har gjennemgående utført et 
godt arbeide blandt krigsfolket. Mange brev full av lovord fra de militære vid- 
ner herom. De fleste av feltprestene har vært. med ved fronten, hvor de under 
arbeidet med å yte de kjempende både sjelelig og legemlig hjelp satte livet 
direkte i fare. Men også de som har tjent i øvelsesleirene her hjemme, har tjent 
trolig ved å sette mot i dem som skulde avsted, ved å rette deres blikk på de evige 
verdier i Guds hellige ord. ; 

Feltpresten Harry Montgomery falt under kampen i Italia.3 mars 1945. Felt- 
prest O. P. Stensland døde 9 april 1945 ute på Stillehavs-området som følge av 
sykdom pådratt sig under tjenesten. Og feltprest Joseph Fjeldstad døde av syk- 
dom 26 aug. mens han var prest i leiren ved Alexandria, La. Gud signe deres 
minne! K 

I alt var det 132 av våre prester som gjorde tjeneste enten som felt- eller 
marine-prester, Til hver og en av de 129 gjenlevende uttaler vi var inderlige takk 
Og vi lover, i forbindelse med menighetenes medvirke, å hjelpe dem med å få 
gjenopptatt sin gjerning som menighetsprester så snart som mulig. Det hen- 
stilles til hvert vakant prestekall å ta broderlig hensyn til disse prester når ny 
-sjelesørger skal ansettes. ,

Kirken uttrykker herved sin påskjønnelse av det arbeide som prester ansatt 
ved de såkalte "Lutheran Service Centers” har utført på fortjenstfull vis. Noen 
av disse centrer må fortsette sitt arbeide enda en tid for å tjene nye rekrutter 
så vel som krigsfolk på gjennemreise for demobilisering. Kirkens sak er blitt 
trolig fremmet ved det arbeide som “service centers” i forbindelse med lokal- 
menigheter har fått gjøre for ungdom i krigstjeneste. 

Vi skylder stor takk til dr. N. M. Ylvisaker, som i egenskap av direktør for 
National Lutheran Council's Service Commission har nedlagt et stort arbeide 
på dette felt. Det har vunnet anerkjennelse i vide kretser. 

Forat denne gjerning kan fortsettes inntil den er fullført, blir det nødvendig 
at kirken holder ved å støtte den ved rikelige ytelser til Lutheran World Action, 
som omfatter blandt meget annet også dette betydningsfulle virke. 
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KIRKENS HUNDREARSFEST 


Dette vårt kirkemøte står i flere henseender som en avslutning på et markert 
avsnitt 1 vår kirkehistorie. Det første sekel av vår kirkes virke er nu godt og 
vel omme. Og en prøvelsens tid, først med økonomiske kriseforhold og så med 
verdenskrig, er også omme. Måtte lærdommen fra fedrenes erfaringer og fra 
våre egne erfaringer i den gjennemlevde tunge tid gi oss et klarere syn på og et 
fastere grep om de evige åndsverdier, slik at vi ved Guds nåde kan gå på 1 
Kristi navn i hans gjerning. 

Både menigheter og prester har gitt bevis på sin lojalitet og sitt pågangsmot 
ved .økede bidrag til kirkens arbeide. Ett av disse bevis er å merke i den om- 
stendighet at takk-offeret ytet i anledning av hundreårsfesten fikk et betraktelig 
overskudd. Efterat de mål som opprinnelig blev satt, er nådd og tatt vare 
på, står nemlig igjen $641,934.16. For dette skylder vi stor takk til dr. A. J. 
Bergsaker og hans medarbeidere i innsamlingen, til pastor E. C. Haavik, til 
kasserer dr. H. O. Shurson, og alle andre som med troskap og dyktighet har 
tjent i denne sak. Gud signe dem for hvad de har fått utføre i vanskelige tider! 

Det er vår plikt som gode husholdere å sørge for at disse penger rekker til 
så langt som bare mulig i arbeidet for Guds rikes sak både hjemme og ute. 
Denne plikt krever forsiktig og samvittighetsfull planlegning av våre styrer og 
av våre kirkemøter, slik at pengene kan anvendes rettelig efter givernes hensikt 
og bestemmelse. Og den tilskynder oss til takk til Gud for det tjenestens sinnelag 
som han ved sin Ånd har virket i vårt folks hjerter. : 

Kirkemgtets programkomite har anmodet Den norske Kirkes Kirke- og Un- 
dervisnings-departement om 4 la sig representere ved den hundrearsfest som vi 
akter å feire i forbindelse med dette kirkemøte. 


DET AMERIKANSKE BIBELSELSKAP 


Ingen mellem-kirkelig organisasjon samler om sig de forskjellige kristne kir- 
kers interesse i samme grad som Det amerikanske Bibelselskap. Det trykker 
Guds ord uten kommentar og tolkning, og sender ved hjelp av det trykte ord 
evangeliets lys til jordens fjerneste egne. På tross av vansker som krigen har 
øket, har bibelspredningen fortsatt sitt velsignede virke. Krigstidens forhold har 
øket kravet på økonomisk støtte; det gjelder nemlig om å forsyne feltprester og 

- andre kristne arbeidere med de fornødne opplag av bibler, testamenter og bibel- 
deler. The National Lutheran Council, som jo vi står tilsluttet, har for 1946 
bevilget $100,000 til bibelselskapet. Men siden enda mer trenges, bør, enkeltper- 
soner komme selskapet i hu med privatgaver. 


JØDEMISJON 


Zionsforeningen for Israel har trofast fortsatt arbeidet med å gi Israel evan- 
geliet. I likhet med apostelen Paulus skulde vi alle si av hjertet: "Mitt hjertes 
ønske og min bønn til Gud for Israel er at de må bli frelst.” Den forferdelige 
forfølgelse med uhørte lidelser som jødene har vært utsatt for i årevis, skulde 
drive oss kristne til å tenke på og omgås dem med varm deltagelse og for- 
ståelse. De er ikke alene blitt drevet fra hjemmene sine, men i millionvis er de 
blitt drept på grusom vis. Den største gave vi kan gi dem er den’ gaven som 
jøder i sin tid kom med til Europas folk. Næst Herren Jesus selv er det intet 
menneske kristenheten skylder mer enn hebreeren Paulus, han som i Guds 
hånd blev redskap til å gi Europa evangeliet. — Vi anbefaler at vårt menighets- 
folk støtter Zionsforeningen for Israels arbeide med midler, forbønn og våken 
interesse. ; 

Vår kirke følger med interesse og tilslutning de forsøk som gjøres i forbindelse 
med National Lutheran Council for å sammenknytte de forskjellige lutherske 
kirkesamfunds jødemisjons-virksomhet. Det er vårt håp og vår bønn at utfallet 
må bli et arbeidsprogram som vil fremme dette misjonsvirke. 


LUTHERAN WORLD ACTION (den lutherske nødhjelp) 


I forbindelse med vår kirkes muligheter og anledninger bør huskes vår andel 
i og vårt ansvar for gjenreisningen av en krigsherjet verden. I, dette verdens- 
omspennende arbeide står vi sammen med våre søster-kirker. Denne dør inn i 
hjelpetjeneste kalles Lutheran World Action. Den nød som hersker i de fleste 
av Europas og Asias kirker, er i sig selv et rop om hjelp. Således stilles vi ansikt 
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til ansikt ikke bare med de store krav her hjemme, men også med plikten til 
sammen med andre å gjenreise og styrke det kristne samfund verden rundt. 
For det er selvsagt at hele kristenheten slappes og mattes om ikke Europas 
nødstedte evangeliske kirker får støtte. Når ett lem på Kristi legeme lider, da 
lider alle. Om de styrkes, går styrke fra den ene til den andre. i 

Skal dette skje, må vi yte fullt-ut det som er anført som vår andel i det store 
fellesarbeide for Det lutherskeNasjonalråds samtlige lemmer. Men foruten 
økonomisk støtte trenger Europas og Asias kirker og de nødstedte misjoner 
også vår fortsatte forbønn at de må bli i den tro som en gang er overgitt de 
hellige. 

Foruten denne hjelpeaksjon omstutter Lutheran World Action den såkalte 
“Service Commission,” hvis oppgave å tjene våre unge i forsvarstjenesten enda 
ikke er fullendt; støtte til bibelselskapet; hjemmemisjons-arbeidet på nye indu- 
stristeder, som må fortsettes enda en tid; sjælesorg blandt krigsfanger; og andre 
forhold som efterkrigstiden måtte skape. Alt dette sammenlagt kan synes nær- 
mest uoverkommelig. La oss huske at vår Frelser sa: "Uten mig kan I intet 
gjøre.” Men i hans kraft og nåde, med den Hellige Ånds ledelse, kan vi ikke 
alene gå på, men også i utførelsen av arbeidet få kjenne den velsignelsens kraft 
som han har lovet. 


DET LUTHERSKE VERDENSKONVENT 


Det lutherske Verdenskonvent, til hvilket også vår kirke hører, blev stiftet i 
1923 i Eisenach, Tyskland. Forleden desember møtte i Kjøbenhavn en del av 
dets eksekutivkomite, for første gang siden krigens opphør. Ved hjelp av 
eksekutivkomiteen, som har en amerikansk avdeling, kan støtte gis de forskjel- 
lige nødstedte lutherske kirker verden rundt. Konventet er såleds et sambånd 
mellem lutherske kirker. Det har som sin særoppgave å komme minoritetskirker 
og kirker i unntagelsesforhold til hjelp. Det fikk utføre et stort arbeide i tiden, 
mellem de to verdenskrigene, og under den annen verdenskrig har det hatt an- 
svaret for de såkalte foreldreløse” lutherske hedningmisjoner. Det må sies 4 
være det eneste organ som kan fungere i slike ekstraordinære tilfelle. 

Et møte av den fullstendige eksekutivkomite er berammet for juli måned i år 
i Sverige. En betraktelig del av de midler som samles i Lutheran World Action 
kampagnen, overdras Den amerikanske Komite av Verdenskonventet til utde- 
ling. Denne komite har bestemt én million dollars til kirkegjenreisning i Norge 
og en annen million til lignende øyemed i Finnland. Dessuten får de nødstedte 
misjoner sin del, og hjélp vil bli gitt andre europeiske land forat kirker og 
prester, teologiske fakulteter og kristelige bokforlag igjen kan bringes i funksjon.

Nasjonalråds direktør; dr. Franklin C. Fry, United Lutheran Church’s president;

NATIONAL LUTHERAN COUNCIL (Det lutherske Nasjonalråd) 


For å fremme samarbeidet mellem vårt lands forskjellige lutherske kirkesam- 
fund har vi et arbeidsråd som har fungert med utmerkelse både i freds- og i 
krigstider, nemlig The National Lutheran Council. Det fortjener vår udelte 
støtte som fellesorgan for fellesoppgaver både hjemme og ute. 

Hele ansvaret for det kristelige arbeide blandt lutherske studenter ved kon- 
fesjonsløse læreanstalter er i det senere blitt overtatt av Nasjonalrådet. Således 
ee et fellesvirke pa steder hvor de enkelte kirkesamfund ikke kunde 
slippe til. i 

å AMERICAN LUTHERAN CONFERENCE 


The American Lutheran Conference, et forbund som vår kirke står tilsluttet, 
holder stevne annet hvert år; næste møte skal holdes i Iløpet av kommende høst. 
Vårt kirkemøte må derfor velge deputerte fra vår kirke til dette stevne. 

Gjennem denne konferanse har de kirkesamfund som utgjør den, nådd fram 
til en dypere følelse av kristelig samhørighet og til et nærmere samråd om felles 
oppgaver og felles ansvar. 

Oppmerksomheten henledes på konferansens organ "The Lutheran Outlook.” 
Dette månedsskrift fortjener å støttes av alle og enhver som er interessert i den 
lutherske kirkes arbeide og oppgave. Både prester og legfolk bør ta dette blad 
He i regelmessige lektyre, for ved lesningen å få et utvidet syn for lutherske 
ellesmal. 
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THE WORLD COUNCIL OF CHURCHES (Kirkenes Verdensråd) 


Det bør merkes at Kirkerådet i sin rapport anbefaler at vår kirke blir medlem 
av Kirkenes Verdensråd (The World Council of Churches), det kirkelige felles- 
råd for alle ikke-romersk-katolske kirkesamfund verden rundt. Hovedformålet 
med dette råd er å opptrede som en samlet kristen-front i de forskjellige situ- 
asjoner som verdensstillingen skaper for den kristne kirke. Medlemskap betyr 
ikke at de forskjellige kirkers konfesjoner, prinsipper og sedvaner skal oppgis, 
men kun felles opptreden og samvirke i den grad som hvert medlem påtar sig 
ansvar. Rådet, som har sitt hovedsete i Geneye, Sveits, retter for tiden hele sin 
oppmerksomhet på materiell gjenreisning av nødstedte kirker i Europa. Det 
lutherske Verdenskonvents representant i Geneve, dr. S. C: Michelfelder, er i 
denne tid blitt overdratt Kirkenes Verdensråd som direktør for arbeidet med 
direkte nødhjelp. 

Fellesskapet i verdensrådet er på basis av anerkjennelse av Jesus Kristus som 
Gud og Frelser. Rådet har ingen myndighet til lovgivning for de tilsluttede 
kirker, men kan fungere for kirkene kun i den utstrekning som disse gir det 
myndighet. Medlemskap medfører ikke kirkelig fellesskap i trossaker (altar and 
pulpit fellowship), men gir anledning til samvirke med andre samfund i saker 
hvor dette kan skje på grunnlag av-hvert enkelt medlems konfesjon og prinsip- 
per. 


THE PLANNING COMMISSION 


Kirkemøtet i 1944 gav fellesmøte-komiteen myndighet til å utnevne en kom- 
misjon på 15 medlemmer til å granske vår kirkelige situasjon og til å utarbeide 
forslag til møtet i 1946 om mulige omordninger i vår kirkelige forfatning og 
virkeform. Dessuten fikk den i oppdrag å foreslå anvendelse av vårt jubelfonds 
overskudd. Denne kommisjon, som har møtt i plenum seks ganger, og flere gan- 
ger i sub-komite-møter, har tatt sitt mandat med tilbørlig alvor. Kirkens med- 
lemskap bør sette sig nøye inn i de anbefalinger og forslag som kommisjonen 
gir i sin rapport, for at kirkemøtet kan ta stilling til forslagene med forståelse og 
på en måte som tjener kirkens beste. 

Flere av de saker som anbefales av kommisjonen, har stått og står på kirkens 
arbeidsprogram. Således har samarbeide med andre lutheranere stadig stått på 
dagsordenen i skolearbeidet, velferdsvirket, i hjemme- og ute-misjonen så langt 
som våre prinsipper og muligheter har tillatt det. 

Skoledireksjonen har søkt å styrke vårt teologiske fakultets arbeidskår. Tid 
og omtanke er blitt gitt denne sak, og dette vil fortsatt bli tilfelle. 

Hedningmisjonsstyret har sett på det som sitt mandat å oppta arbeide i vestre 
China og i det latinske Amerika. På misjonsfeltene har vi intersynodale forbin- 
delser i China og i Syd-Afrika, spesielt hvad utdannelse av innfødte prester 
angår. Chinas lutherske Kirke består av alle de lutherske misjoner som er villig 
til å samarbeide. I forlagsarbeidet og på andre områder finner også samarbeide 
sted mellem misjonene. Vårt hedningmisjonsstyre vil mer enn gjerne fremme 
dette samvirke i den grad som andre lutherske grupper gjør dette mulig. 

I velferdsarbeidet har styret (Board of Charities) fulgt et aggressivt program 
i rekruttering og opplæring av kvalifiserte funksjonærer, ved å tilby aspiranter 
for dette krevende arbeide liberale stipendier. Ikke så få unge gjør bruk av 
* disse anledninger, og der vil bli flere av disse i fremtiden blandt: college- og 
seminar-studenter. I alle styrer for institusjoner støttet av vårt menighetsfolk 
er vår kirke representert. I visse stater har vår kirke tatt leder-rollen i organise- 
ringen av velferdsforeninger. Eksempelvis kan nevnes ovedragelsen til The 
Minnesota Lutheran Welfare Society av redningshjemmet i Minneapolis fra en 
“corporation” som bestod av medlemmer av vår kirke. Vårt velferdsstyre slutter 
sig varmt til The Planning Commission's uttalelse om velferdsvirket, siden 
denne arbeidslinje er nettopp styrets egen. Styret har nemlig innsett at en stor 
del av vårt velferdsarbeide må drives på samarbeidets grunn, og det har fullt ut 
støttet, og ofte gitt initiativet til, det arbeidsprogram. 


FORENINGSBESTREBELSER 


Fellesmøtet i 1944 autoriserte kirkens president til å utnevne en komite til 
drøftelse med andre norsk-amerikanske lutherske kirkesamfund av spørsmålet 
om forening. Utnevnelsen av komiteen er blitt utsatt i påvente av svar fra Den 
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lutherske Frikirke, som er den største av vedkommende samfund, om den var 
villig til å oppta saken til drøftelse. Så snart avgjort svar innløper, vil mandatet 
fra fellesmøtet i 1944 bli tatt til følge i utnevnelsen av en sådan komite. 


NORSK KONFERANSE 


Oppmerksomheten henledes på en resolusjon av Kirkerådet om opprettelsen 
av en norsk konferanse for å fortsette og styrke vår forbindelse med Den 
norske Kirke. 

LITURGISK KOMMISJON 


Utnevnelse av en liturgisk kommisjon henstilles til kirkemøtet av Kirkerådet. 


FELLES-LUTHERSK ENGELSK SALMEBOK 


Det anbefales at fellesmøtet autoriserer fortsettelsen av forsøkene på å få til 
en felles engelsk salmebok for de forskjellige lutherske kirkesamfund. Dr. S. A. 
Berge, Fargo, N. D., har representert vår kirke på den kommisjon som har ar- 
beidet med saken. 

RUSDRIKK-SITUASJONEN 


Møtet bes merke sig Kirkerådets resolusjon i anledning av rusdrikk-situasjo- 
nen. Dette stadig tiltagende onde bør tas under alvorlig overveielse av både 
prester og menighetsfolk, da det utgjør en stor fare både for kirken og for hele 
vårt politiske samfund. 


NORGE 


Våre hjerter fyltes av glede og takk til Gud da meldingen kom om at våre 
fedres land var blitt befridd fra den undertrykkelse som hadde hvilt på det i 
over fem lange år. Især takker vi Gud at store deler av landet blev spart for al- 
mindelig ødeleggelse. Men samtidig minnes vi med sorg den lidelse og ødeleg- 
gelse som tyskerne påførte landets aller nordligste del. I forbindelse med denne 
ulykke kommer til oss så meget sterkere kallet til helhjertet ytelse til Lutheran 
World Action, idet en million dollars av denne innsamling er blitt bestemt til 
Nord-Norges kirkelige gjenreisningsarbeide. Uten hjelp fra oss vilde det utvil- 
somt ta mange år å få dette arbeide gjort.

I løpet av krigsårene blev sendt til Norge via nøytrale land mat, medisin 
og annen relief til en verdi av ca. en million dollars per år. Til alle som med et 
villig sinn gav, og som arbeidet så trofast i relief-virket, retter jeg herved en 
varm takk. 

Til Norges kirke, dens biskoper, prester, lærere og andre lemmer, sender vi 
våre varmeste Ønsker om Guds rike velsignelse og nade for de år som kommer. 
Måtte det kunde sies at gjennem den svære trengsel har kirken fått rikere inn- 
gang i sin Herres rike! Og måtte alle det norske kristenfolks lidelser og prøver 
ha styrket dem til all god gjerning for Gud og fedreland!

Resolutions Based on President's Message 


1. FOREIGN MISSIONS 


The Church expresses sincere thanks to God who has made it possible to 
carry on the work in our Foreign Mission fields during the many difficulties 
of the war years. Especially do we note with thanks to God that He has given 
our Chinese leaders and Christians the faith and courage to carry on the work 
of the Church even where conditions have made it necessary for the mission- 
aries to withdraw from their stations. We see in this faithfulness of our 
Chinese brothers and sisters the promise of great progress for the cause of 
Christ in the years which lie ahead. 

We thank God for the courageous faith of missionaries who have carried 
on in the midst of great hardship, privation and danger. Not least do we 
thank Him for preserving and restoring to us the missionaries who during the 
gr were kept as prisoners of the Japanese in the Phillippine Islands and in 

ina. : 

To missionaries whose furloughs in many cases are long overdue, and who 
now are enabled to come home, we extend a cordial welcome, and trust that 
their sojourn among us will insure them much needed rest, and strengthen 
them in body and soul for further work in their respective fields. 

To the families of missionaries who have remained in this country while 
the husbands and fathers have been in the foreign. field, the Church expresses 
sincere appreciation for the willingness with which they have endured their 
separation, and prays that God may reward them for their sacrifice. 

To the missionaries for the-time being remaining at their posts, to older 
missionaries now returning to their fields, and to new missionaries now going 
out for the first time, the Church wishes to give the assurance that they will 
be followed by our prayers that God protect them, strengthen them, and make 
them useful instruments for the extension of His Kingdom. 

In view ofthe tremendous urgency of the present world situation and the 
countless doors of opportunity which, we believe, will open to us in the post- 
war period; and in view of the great need for rehabilitation and reconstruc- 
tion, especially in China, we urge our congregations as never before to be 
fervent in prayer, and truly generous in their giving to Foreign Missions. May 
the fact that a large number of qualified young men and women now stand 
ready to go to our foreign fields be an added incentive to generous and sacri- 
ficial giving. Let it not be said of us that men ‘and women called of God to 
give their lives in foreign missionary service were prevented from going be- 
cause the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America lacked vision and the will 


to send them. 
2. CHARITIES 


1. The Church takes cognizance of the fact that Rev. M. A. Dahlen, after 
a period of special preparation, has taken over his duties as Executive Secre- 
tary of the Board of Charities, prays for God’s blessing upon him in his work, 
and bespeaks for him the cordial cooperation of our congregations, as well as 
of all who in any way are directly connected with the work of charity and 

elfare. i 
a 2. Whereas the Board of Trustees of the Lutheran Deaconess Home and 
Hospital, Chicago, Illinois, has requested the Church Council to consider the 
question whether the responsibility for the direction and expansion of the 
diaconate should be assumed directly by the Church as a major activity; 

Be It Resolved, That the Church elect a committee of five to study the 
question submitted by the Board of Trustees of the Lutheran Deaconess Home 
and Hospital; the President of the Church, and the Executive Secretary of the 
Board of Charities to be members of said committee. 

3. The Church notes what our General President has to say about the 
future of the deaconess program and about the great work of the deaconess 
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movement in European countries. It is our conviction that the Deaconess 
movement ought to be greatly strengthened among us, and that Christian 
young women who have the necessary qualifications ought to be encouraged 
to prepare for this type of Christian service. With that in view we urge our 
pastors and congregations, and our academies and colleges, to be on the look- 
out for qualified women and to encourage them to offer themselves for the 
diaconate. 
3. HIGHER CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


The Church thanks God who has made it possible for our Theological Semi- 
naries and our senior and junior colleges to carry on their work in the midst of 
all the difficulties and dangers of the war years. 

-Convinced that we need these schools and that they have a great contribu- 
tion to make toward the strengthening of the Church, the christianizing of so- 
ciety, and the extension of God’s Kingdom in the world, we earnestly plead 
with all our congregations and members to give prayerful and sacrificial sup- 
port to our whole program of Christian education. 

We thank God for that generosity with which so many of our people have 
responded to the financial appeals of our schools, thus enabling them to erect 
buildings and provide equipment with which to meet the opportunities and 
needs of the postwar period. 

Convinced that it is the Christian character of our institutions of learning, 
which alone warrants the sacrifices made to establish and maintain these 
schools, the Church emphasizes the importance. of making the department of 
Christianity in each one of them as strong as possible, not only as one depart- 
ment among others, but as the department which gives its character to the 
school and all its work. 

Because we believe that in every field of learning our colleges are fully able 
to do as good work as the secular colleges, and because of the positively Chris- 
tian character of our colleges, the Church urges its young people in quest of a 
higher education to enroll at our own colleges. - 

The Church thanks God that funds are now available for the erection of the 
long-needed library, class room and administration building at Luther Theo- 
logical Seminary. 

Because of the fortunate location of our Seminary, and realizing the need of 
facilities for resident post graduate theological study for pastors and others, 
the Church encourages the Seminary faculty to plan such extension of its work 
in accordance with report submitted to this Convention by the Board of Edu- 
cation. ‘ 


4. PARISH EDUCATION 


_ The Church expresses gratitude for the work of the Board of Parish Educa- 
tion in providing new and improved lesson material for our Sunday schools 
Bible classes and teacher training classes. We recommend the use of this 
material in our churches. In order that the work in our Sunday schools may 
be raised to a higher level, it is important that the teachers in our Sunday 
schools be trained for their work. We urge increasing emphasis upon this 
most important activity and advocate use of the teacher training material 
which has been provided by the Board of Parish Education. 

While Sunday schools are important and should be brought up to the high- 
est possible standard and level ‘of efficiency, it is the conviction of the Church 
that only a minimum of Christian nurture can be given in the Sunday schools 
for which reason the Sunday schools should be supplemented by vacation Bible 
schools and week-day instruction. The Church urges its congregations wher- 
ever possible to make provision for week-day religious instruction through 
Saturday schools or on “released time.” 

_ The Church again emphasizes that the course of instruction for confirma- 
tion should extend over two years with at least 36 periods each year, and that 
each period should be of at least two hours’ duration. 

The Church looks upon the instruction of confirmands as one of the pastor’s 
most important duties and believes that this work requires regular, earnest 
and prayerful preparation on the pastor’s part. Its aim must be not only to 
impart knowledge but to make the Word of God come to fruition in the lives 
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of the young, that they may be established in the faith and helped to lead con- 
sistent Christian lives. 

The Church is also of the opinion that the funds at the disposal of the 
Board of Parish Education have been inadequate and urges that more adequate 
funds be provided for this important activity. 


5. HOME MISSIONS 


The Church expresses appreciation of the fact that it has been found pos- 
sible to go forward in Home Missions in the spirit of the resolutions adopted 
by the 1944 convention. We pray God to guide our new Director of Home 
Missions, the Rey. Philip S. Dybvig, the area missionaries and all who labor 
in the field of Home Missions. 

The Church expresses grateful appreciation to Mr. C. L. Nasby who as 
Superintendent of Church Extension during the past ten years has adminis- 
tered our Church Extension Fund with great efficiency, making of this fund 
truly the right arm of Home Missions in the work of establishing new churches 
in needy fields. . 

Convinced that we at the present time face a new day of opportunity and 
responsibility in Home Missions, we urge our pastors, congregations and mem- 
bers to study the possibilities for Home Mission expansion in their own 
environs, to call possible fields to the attention of their circuit or district 
Home Mission committees, to pray fervently for men and means, and to give 
liberally that we may do what God expects of us in order that the Gospel may 
be brought to as many as possible of the unchurched millions of our country. 

As progress in Home Missions depends not only upon discovering fields and 
having men to send out as missionary pastors, but also upon funds with which 
to help new congregations acquire parsonages and churches, the Church urges 
its congregations and individual members by bequests, legacies, and other gifts 
from individuals, societies and congregations to build up a large Church Exten- 
sion Fund from which needed loans can be provided for new Home Mission 

rojects. 
: The Church also requests the Board of Home Missions, as far as possible, to 
make the salaries of Home Mission pastors adequate. 


6.. MIGRATORY MISSIONS 


The Church acknowledges its responsibility for those who left their homes 
to participate in the war industries. It pledges continued cooperation through 
missions of the National Lutheran Council, to the end that the work of the 
Kingdom may progress during the resettlement period for both those who stay 
to form new parishes and those who find it necessary or desirable to return 
to former parishes or to seek new homes as economic pressure or need may 
dictate. 

7. PENSIONS 


Whereas the new Pension Plan is proving highly successful; and 

Whereas more and more congregations are accepting it and taking part; 

Be It Resolved, That the Church expresses gratitude and appreciation to the 
Board of Pensions and the Executive Secretary, Pastor A. E. Iverson, and 
expresses the hope that all our congregations and pastors may soon become 
members. 


8. PUBLICATIONS 


The Church recognizes with thanks to God the excellent record which Augs- 
burg Publishing House has continued to maintain in the midst of the diffi- 
culties caused by the limitation of paper and other shortage of materials during 
the war. We note that Augsburg Publishing House during the past year has 
done the largest volume of business in its history and has of its profits turned 
over to the Pension Fund and the administration of the Church a larger sum 
than ever before. We express thanks and appreciation to the manager, Dr. 
Randolph E. Haugan, his assistants, the editors of our papers, and all who have 
helped to establish this fine record. We remind ourselves that our Publishing 
House is a missionary arm of the Church and urge our people to patronize 
and support this institution of their own. 
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9. FINANCES. 


The Church is grateful to God for the manner in which He has blessed us 
in a financial way the past few years. We recognize that the benefits of this 
increased giving will be reflected in greater possibilities for Home and Foreign 
Missions, Education and Charities and all other activities in which we are 
interested, The Church extends deepfelt gratitude and appreciation to all who 
have helped to make this possible. : 

We note that in response to special appeals, listed in the President's report, 
approximately the sum of $2,803,053.25 has been. received from our people. We 
also note that besides this amount, there has been received for the Centennial 
Thank-Offering an amount of $2,288,365.61 (total amount pledged in the Cen- 
tennial Thank-Offering was $2,688,807.87). Adding this amount to the income | 
from the special appeals, it may be said that the Centennial Thank-Offering 
totals $5,091,418.86. : 

In addition to the above amount, there has been received and paid in for 
Lutheran World Action during the last biennium the following:

This makes the total ingathering for general purposes of the Church, outside of 
the regular budget, $5,790,771.51. 

Weare also happy that for the year 1945 the ingathering for the budget was 
$1,380,244.74, which amount is $375,244.74 more than the basic total voted 
budget of $1,005,000.00, or 137.34%. 

We also note that to this must be added gifts that have come in through 
legacies and other channels to our treasurer during this time. 


10. AUXILIARIES 


The Church owes deep gratitude to its auxiliary organizations, the Women’s 
Missionary Federation, the Lutheran Daughters of the Reformation, the 
Young People’s Luther League, the Choral Union, and the Brotherhood for 
their tireless and fruitful devotion to the cause of the Kingdom. These ac- 
tivities and results bear inspiring witness to the loyalty and interest in the work 
of the Church. May God richly bless the continued activities of the various 
auxiliaries. 


11. BOOK MISSION 


Whereas the Book Mission has during the past year issued 1,220,000 tracts 
and booklets, and 

Whereas Pastor M. O. Sumstad and his wife have given fine and able service 
in this endeavor, and 

Whereas we need to cultivate a greater understanding of the use of the 
printed Word, 

The Church commends the Book Mission to the continued support of our 
congregations, and urges pastors, hospital missionaries, parish workers and 
others to make the greatest possible use of the literature available through 
this mission. 


12. OUR COUNTRY 


The Norwegian Lutheran Church in convention assembled returns thanks to 
Almighty God for the victorious end of World War II. We are not unaware 
that the outcome might have been different. 

We are grateful for the valiant efforts of our men and women who served so 
bravely and nobly. We rejoice with parents and others who have seen our 
men and women return safely and we express deep sympathy with the many 
whose dear ones laid down their lives or came back crippled or otherwise 
broken in body and mind. We pray our Heavenly Father to be near to and 
strengthen all who have suffered or are casualties of the war, and remind one 
another of our duty to help the returning service men and women to find that 
place in church and society in which they may best serve God and men. 
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Mindful of the terrific cost of the victory which has come to us and our 
Allies, let us also remember the collossal task that confronts us and our Allies if 
permanent good is to come out of this victory, and our sacrifices not be in 
vain, : 

We look with alarm upon the aftermath of the war with its growing crime 
wave and juvenile delinquency, and the many problems within the nation and 
in our relation to other nations. We realize that these problems must be solved 
if we are not to be plunged into another war much more destructive than the 
one just concluded. ; 

Ås citizens and Christians, we must be on our guard against movements 
which, if they prevail, will fasten upon our nation the very evils against which 
we fought. We pray God to give a spirit of wisdom and unselfishness to the 
President of our country and all others in authority, and to give to them the 
will to seek that solution to all our national and international problems which 
will establish good will and justice within our land and make us a good neigh- 
bor to the other nations of the world. 

We deeply deplore all race and class prejudices among us, and exhort one 
another, not only to cultivate a spirit of brotherhood and good will toward all, . 
but also to do all in our power to counteract and remedy these evils. We also 
pray that in the family of nations our country may be sincerely and deeply 
concerned about establishing such relations as will foster peace. 

We affirm as our definite conviction that the only hope for peace and, se- 
curity within the nation, as well as in the world at large, must be based upon 
the tested principle of God’s Word, and therefore admonish one another to 
repentance for all sins of omission as well as commission, and to the utmost 
earnestness in proclaiming in deed as well as word the Law of God which re- 
veals our sins and need of salvation, as well as the Gospel through which alone 
comes forgiveness and new life. 


13. OUR CHAPLAINS 


The Church extends sincere thanks to the chaplains who did such splendid 
work among the men and women of our armed forces. Their self-sacrificing 
service and faithfulness deserve our deep appreciation. 

To the many chaplains who have returned we extend a hearty welcome, and 
express our desire to do everything possible to enable them to find their prope 
place in the service of God’s Kingdom. : - 

To the many chaplains who may still be needed overseas or in the camps in 
this country we send our greetings and pray that God will give them the wis- 
dom, courage and strength to carry on in His service. pe 

Finally, we urge all vacant parishes in our Church to give due consideration 
in the matter of calls to our returned and returning chaplains. 


14. CENTENNIAL 


The Church gives thanks to God that this work has brought such great 
blessing to the cause of the Kingdom. We recognize the sacrificial effort of 
all who have had a part in bringing to fruition the hopes and prayers of our 

eople. - 

p We recognize the end of an era in our church life. The elimination of 
burdensome indebtedness has opened new vistas for aggressive progress in the 
unfolding of our Church. Visions of new forms of usefulness may now be 
realized, thanks to the generosity of the constituencies of our parishes. Sur- 
pluses created by this effort bring new responsibilities. Through the wise use 
of these surpluses the Church in its diversified activities should be strength- 
ened, and we pray that wisdom may be given all who have to do with the 
allocation and expenditure of these surplus funds. 


15. AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY 


The Church commends the American Bible Society for its great work in 
translating, publishing and distributing the Bible and in promoting the reading 
of the Scriptures. We pledge our continued support and urge individuals in 
the Church to remember the Society with generous contributions. 
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16. JEWISH MISSIONS 


The Church commends the effort of the Zion Society for Israel and enlists 
the prayerful support of our people. The Church acknowledges thankfully the 
fact of the great service of the faithful Hebrew, the Apostle Paul, who brought 
the Gospel to continental Europe, from which so many of us and our fore- 
fathers have come. : : 

Conscious of our debt to a people who gave us our Christ and His Apostle 
to the Gentiles, let us prayerfully extend our warm-hearted sympathy and 
understanding, and such resources as may be made available to the Jewish 
people who have suffered so much through privation during the great European 
conflicts. 


17. LUTHERAN WORLD ACTION 


The Church is mindful of the distress which has come upon vast areas of 
the world through the desolations of war. We thank God for the opportunity 
which comes to us to help rebuild this shattered world through the Lutheran 
World Action appeal. We pledge our distressed brethren in the faith in other 
lands and our sister Lutheran bodies in our own country continued our support 
as long as help is needed. We accept this as our God-given responsibility and 
call upon all congregations and pastors to recognize the prior claim of this appeal 
and to put forth their utmost effort in its behalf. We must support the appeal 
enthusiastically, generously and prayerfully, lest the Lutheran Church with its 
world-wide missions suffers a reverse from which it may never fully recover. 


18. LUTHERAN WORLD CONVENTION 


We are deeply impressed with the work of the Lutheran World Convention 
and especially of our representatives in America in continuously contacting 
and bringing the aid of our American churches to the orphaned missions and to 
the spiritual upbuilding of the Church in regions where the destruction of war 
and its ravages have taken such great toll. 

We recognize the election. of our president, Dr. J. A. Aasgaard, to Dr. 
Boe’s position as alternate in the American Section of the Executive Com- 
mitte. We express our appreciation for his willingness to undertake the visit 
to the war-stricken countries last winter. We also approve of his attendance 
at the meeting of the Executive Committee of the Lutheran World Convention 
called for the latter part of July this year. May God hold His protecting hand 
over our president and guide and direct him as well as the other members of 
the committee in their counselling and decisions in these responsible and diffi- 
cult problems. 

We pledge our whole-hearted sympathy, prayer and cooperation in the 
undertakings of the Lutheran World Convention, and not the least in our sup- 
port of Lutheran World Action, which will make possible the continued support 
of the orphaned missions and funds for the reestablishing and rebuilding of the 
Changs in Europe and other parts of the world where this is our responsi- 

ility. 


19. NATIONAL LUTHERAN COUNCIL 


For more than a quarter of a century the National Lutheran Council has 
rendered significant service to the participating bodies. The Council grew out 
of a felt need at the time of the first World War. Through the years the par- 
ticipating churches have discovered one area after another in which their inter- 
ests could be served best through this common agency. We express full con- 
fidence in the Council and our approval of its expanding program. We cherish 
the hope that the day will come when it will be the agency and the common 
voice of all Lutheran bodies on this continent. 

Resolved, That the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America approves and 
hereby does approve the National Lutheran Council’s resolution that it be 
incorporated under Section 15 of Article II of the Religious Corporation Law of 
the State of New York. 
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20. AMERICAN LUTHERAN CONFERENCE 


_ The Church rejoices in the fellowship which it has had with the brethren 
in the American Lutheran Conference. It believes that the Conference under 
God has made a distinct contribution to the cause of Lutheran unity. It 
pledges its cooperation and support so long as there is work for the Confer- 
ence to do. 

The Church heartily recommends LUTHERAN OUTLOOK, the official 
organ of the American Lutheran Conference. This well edited monthly maga- 
zine is worthy of a large circulation both among pastors and laymen. 


21. WORLD COUNCIL OF CHURCHES 


Whereas the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America has been invited to 
join the World Council of Churches; 

Whereas the Council is a fellowship of churches which accept our Lord 
Jesus Christ as God and Savior; 

Whereas the Council is not a federation but a fellowship of churches with 
no authority to legislate for the participating bodies and can act for these only 
as far as all or any of them have commissioned it to do so; 

Whereas membership in the Council carries with it no implication of altar 
and pulpit fellowship; 

Whereas, though we know that full unity has not been achieved among the 
Christian churches, we believe there is a unity in allegience to Christ which 
cries out for a more adequate expression; 

Whereas the nature of the church demands that it make manifest the unity 
in Christ of all who believe in Him; 

Whereas there is a great need for Christians to stand together against the 
fierce onslaught of the forces of unbelief and ungodliness that challenge the 
principles and menace the life of the Church; 

Whereas membership in the Council will give an opportunity to bring our 
distinctive Lutheran witness to bear on the life and work of the Church 
throughout the world and be mutually beneficial to us and to others; 

Whereas our Lutheran brethren in northern Europe already are active in 
the formation of the Council and several Lutheran bodies in our own country 
have taken steps looking towards membership in the Council; and 

Whereas some of the relief for our distressed brethren in Europe through 
our Lutheran World Action funds must be distributed through the agency of 
the Council; 

Therefore, Be It Resolved, That the Norwegian Lutheran Church of Amer- 
ica accepts membership in the World Council of Churches and authorizes its 
Church Council and the Board of Trustees to implement this action. 


22. NORWEGIAN CONFERENCE 


Our Church is mindful of the great heritage received from the Church of 
Norway in language, devotional literature, hymnology, liturgy and sacred tra- 
dition. Appreciative of this heritage and desiring that bonds of Christian fel- 
lowship may be continued and strengthened between the Church of Norway 
and our own; 

Be It Resolved, That our Church establish a Norwegian Conference; and 

Be It Further Resolved, That the president of our Church be authorized 
and requested to call a conference of interested members, laity and clergy, for 
the purpose of considering and determining ways and means of making such 
an organization effective and to report the recommendations to the next bien- 
nial convention. 

23. COMMON LUTHERAN HYMNARY 


We affirm our interest in the movement toward a common hymnbook for 
American Lutheran synods, and recommend that efforts along that line be

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25. THE LIQUOR SITUATION 


The Norwegian Lutheran Church in convention assembled looks upon the 
liquor traffic in our country as a growing menace, fraught with danger alike 
to the souls and bodies of men, and as a threat to the spiritual as well as the 
economic life of our country. It is no less dangerous because of the insidious 
advertising which attempts to make drinking attractive and respectable, pre- 
senting it as a part of the new American way of living. We ask our pastors 
to instruct especially the young in regard to the danger even of moderate 
indulgence in alcoholic beverages and to keep both old and young mindful of 
the fact that no drunkard shall inherit the Kingdom of God. We exhort the 
members of our congregations to avoid all encouragement, active or passive, 
of a traffic which degrades men and women, ruins their bodies and souls, 
breaks up homes, and in other ways brings upon men misery for time and eter- 
‘nity. We urge them to organize for the suppression of the liquor traffic as an 
enemy of society and nation. 


26. NORWAY 


We thank God for that liberty and freedom which has again come to the 
land of our fathers in the cessation of hostilities last year. We are thankful 
that large parts of the country were spared from destruction and devastation. 

Weare mindful of the valiant and courageous resistance that all of the Nor- 
wegian people, with a very small exception, made against the enemy that 
sought to destroy everything Norway has stood for, spiritually and materially. 

We thank God for the leadership given by courageous and understanding 
men and women in church and state, who willingly sacrificed for their beloved 
land. It is an inspiration to the democracies of the world, with its token of 
freedom of the spirit and will to fight for liberty and justice to the very end, 
cost what it may. May God in His grace guide and direct them in the years 
that lie ahead, so that with a united effort all which they love and hold dear 
in their hearts and lives may be rebuilt and re-established. 

We express appreciation to American Relief for Norway, Inc., for its labors 
during these years of bringing relief to the land of our fathers. It has been 
the representative and agent of our people in America. 

We are again mindful that $1,000,000 has been set aside for spiritual re- 
habilitation and relief of northern Norway. No more sincere token of our 
affection and appreciation can be shown than a wholehearted support of the 
Lutheran World Action appeal. 


27. IN MEMORIAM 


Since the Church met in convention two years ago, 65 of our pastors have 
been called from the Church militant to the Church triumphant. For their 
years of faithful and loving service in the Church, for their fellowship, and for 
the inspiration of their example, we thank God and rejoice in the assurance 
that “they who have turned many unto righteousness shall shine as stars for- 
ever and ever.”

29. REPRESENTATIVE TO THE VATICAN 


The Norwegian Lutheran Church of America in convention assembled hereby 
voices its protest against the appointment of Mr. Myron C. Taylor as “personal 
representative of the President” to the Vatican. 

We were in full agreement with those who protested when President Roose- 
velt sent Mr. Taylor to the Vatican as, theoretically at least, his (Mr. Roose- 
velt’s) personal representative. Now this arrangement has entered a more 
aggravated phase in that Mr. Taylor has been sent back to Rome on a new basis, 
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not as Mr. Truman’s personal representative, but as the representative of the 
President, thus giving him the same status as any other ambassador, but with 
this difference that the appointment lacks the Senate's confirmation and the 
approval demanded by the Constitution. 

We consider this arrangement contrary to the principle of separation of 
Church and State and a violation of the American practice of toleration of all 
religious faiths without preferential treatment or official recognition of any. 

For these reasons we protest and earnestly and urgently request that Mr. 
Taylor be recalled. 


30. UNFINISHED BUSINESS 
CHANGE OF NAME 
Amendment to the Articles of Incorporation and the Constitution 


Whereas the General Convention of 1944 passed a resolution that the cor- 
porate name be changed from “The Norwegian Lutheran Church of America” ' 
to “The Evangelical Lutheran Church,” which resolution reads as follows:

thereof the words, ‘The Evangelical Lutheran Church.’ 

_ “Amendment to Constitution of The Norwegian Lutheran Church of Amer- 
ica: 

“Resolved, That the name of this corporation be changed from ‘The Nor- 
wegian Lutheran Church of America’ to "The Evangelical Lutheran Church,’ 
and that Section 1, Chapter I, of the Constitution of The Norwegian Lutheran 
Church of America be amended to conform with such change by striking out 
from said paragraph the words ‘The Norwegian Lutheran Church of America,’ 
and substituting in place thereof the words "The Evangelical Lutheran Church.’ ”

Whereas, in accordance with the provisions of the constitution, it is required 
that this proposed amendment must be passed and approved by two successive 
general conventions: 

Therefore, be it resolved, That the name of this corporation be changed from 
“The Norwegian Lutheran Church of America” to “The Evangelical Lutheran 
Church,” and that Sections Second, Fourth, and Twelfth of the Articles of In- 
corporation of The Norwegian Lutheran Church of America be amended to 
conform with said change by striking out from said paragraphs the words “The 
Norwegian Lutheran Church of America,” and wherever said words appear, 
substituting in place thereof the words "The Evangelical Lutheran Church.” 

Amendment to Constitution of The Norwegian Lutheran Church of America. 

Resolved, That the name of this corporation be changed from “The Norwe- 
gian Lutheran Church of America” to “The Evangelical Lutheran Church,” and 
that Section 1, Chapter I, of the Constitution of The Norwegian Lutheran Church 
of America be amended to conform with said change by striking out from said 
paragraph the words “The Norwegian Lutheran Church of America,” and sub- 
stituting in place thereof the words “The Evangelical Lutheran Church.” 

Be it further Resolved, That the Board of Trustees is hereby authorized and 
empowered to take all legal steps necessary to carry into effect all of the 
provisions of these resolutions.

To The Norwegian Lutheran Church of America: 
Grace and Peace! 


PARISH RECORDS 


According to the parish reports covering the year 1944, our church had a 
membership. of 633,950 baptized and 454,071 confirmed members, a gain over 
the previous year of 26,082 souls and 23,167 confirmed. For the year 1943, the 
gain was 17,539 souls and 25,071 confirmed. All reports covering the period 
January 1 to December 31, 1945, did not reach our office in time to tabulate the 
membership or any other statistics as of 1945. It is our hope, however, that the 
parish reports for 1945 will show that our church is an ever expanding and ever 
growing church. 

Many pastors moving to new parishes complain that they find either no parish 
record at all or records in such condition that it is practically impossible to 
make out a decent report. It seems to us that every one should realize the value 
and importance of accurate records for his congregations. Interest in the work 
of the Kingdom should make this our real concern. 

Any business organization considers it important to have an accurate book- 
keeping system. Such system shows the growth, development and activity of 
the business. It is at least-equally important that up-to-date and accurate records 
are kept in the congregation. It is essential that we prove to be good stewards 
also in this phase of the work. 

The number sending in their parish reports is increasing from year to year 
and the reports give evidence of more concern and accuracy. The reports did 
not come in 100% the past year. For 1944 there were 32 pastors and 260 
congregations that failed to report. 


STATISTICAL. PROGRAM 


The parish reports covering the year 1945, from January lst to December 
31st, will be printed in full this year. This was decided by the General Convention 


in 1930. The entire report of every congregation will be printed. 


In the 1930 Annual Report, page 295, we read the following resolution adopted 
by the convention: 

“The Committee on Statistics has submitted the following report which 
the Committee on the Annual Report submits to the cdnvention with its 
recommendation that it be adopted: 

“1, That the resolution providing for publishing complete statistics every 
three years be rescinded. 

“2. That complete statistics be published for every tenth year, (i. e., for 
1935 in 1936 and for 1945 in 1946), so as to coincide with the U. S. Census. 
This includes the material published in the 1929 report.” Adopted. 

The parish reports should be printed in full more often; therefore, It is recom- 
mended that the resolution adopted in 1930 to publish complete statistics every 
tenth year be rescinded and that complete statistics be published every fourth 
year (even numbered years), with the understanding, however, that they be 
printed, if necessary, to coincide with the U. S. Census. 


MEMBERSHIP TRANSFER AND CONTACT DEPARTMENT 

Our people are constantly on the move. Do we follow them to the new com- 
munities, to the new cities, with our prayers and concern for their spiritual 
welfare? Thousands of our members are lost to our church every year because 
this follow-up work is being neglected. Great efforts are made to establish 
new Home Mission fields and to intensify this branch of our work. This is very 
commendable. Why not also at the same time put forth our best efforts to 
retain for our church members who move away from their home congregations? 
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How can it be done? Report the names and new addresses to the Membership 
Transfer and Contact Department, 408 5th Ave. S., Minneapolis 15, Minnesota. 
We hope that every pastor and every congregation will comply with this request. 
We are deeply interested in a growing church. Our membership should reach 
the million mark in the near future. : 

This Membership and Contact Department can report very encouraging results 
of its efforts. This department will become a wonderful agency for a growing 
church if you will be faithful in reporting to us the members moving away from 
your congregation. Let us give it much publicity. 


CLERGY ROSTER 


We would request pastors to notify the office of the General Secretary when 
there is any change in their addresses. We would also urge pastors to notify 
the Secretary of the acceptance of a call and give the date of moving to the 
new field. It is important that the clergy roster be accurate and up-to-date. 

Any change of address to be printed in the Annual Report must reach the 
office of the General Secretary before July 1st. Any change for the Complimentary 
Almanac, not later than September Ist.

Resolutions Based on Preceding Report 


1. PARISH RECORDS 


a) The Norwegian Lutheran Church of America has reason to thank God for 
the gains and accomplishments that He has granted our church in the past 
year. But for even greater gains and efficiency in His service, we must constantly 
urge upon our people a growing cooperation and consecration in the program 
and procedure of the ‘church. We therefore recommend most earnestly the facts 
and recommendations outlined in Dr. Bergsaker’s report. 

b) We call attention especially to the last paragraph in Dr. Bergsaker’s report 
on Parish Records: 4 

“The Parish Reports should be printed in full more often; therefore, it is 
recommended that the resolution adopted in 1930 to publish complete 
statistics every tenth year be rescinded and the complete statistics be pub- 
lished every fourth year (even numbered years), with the understanding, 

however, that they be printed, if necessary, to coincide with the U. S. 

Census.” 


2. MEMBERSHIP TRANSFER AND CONTACT DEPARTMENT 


The church recommends to pastors and others that they stress the important 
matter of membership transfer, as outlined in the General Secretary's report. 
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Report of the Planning Commission 


At its convention in 1944, the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America adopted 
the following resolution: phe : 

“Whereas, we recognize the existence of critical emergency conditions, out of which 
«may arise situations and needs which must be given immediate consideration; and 

“Whereas, conditions and practices in our synod are such as to compel thorough 
study and long-range planning; and ad 

“Whereas, surplus Centennial Appeal funds will probably ultimately be divided 
among departments and institutions of our Church; 

“BE IT THEREFORE RESOLVED: 

“1. That a Planning Commission of fifteen men, none of whom shall be a member 
of any synod or institutional board or an officer of synod, shall be appointed by the 
Convention Committee, the General President, First Vice-President and General Secre- 
tary, by June 30, 1944; that this Commission be instructed to study the entire situa- 
tion and needs of our Church and report at the next biennial convention. 

«2. That all Centennial funds received in excess of the balance on hand January 31, 
1944, be held in reserve until the next general convention. 

«3. That the Planning Commission, the Board of Trustees, the General Synod Presi- 
dent, and the district presidents be authorized to advance to institutions and boards | 
such funds as they may deem wise, based substantially on Dr. Eastvold’s pro-rata 
division: Foreign Missions 25%, Home Missions 25%, Education 30%, Charities 15%, 
a revolving fund of 5%, as the emergency demands. 

“4. That the Planning Commission be instructed to submit to the next general 
convention specific recommendations relative to the disposition of all Centennial Appeal 
surplus funds. 

«5. That the Board of Trustees be authorized to make necessary provisions for 
expenses relative to the work of the Planning Commission.” 

Pursuant to this resolution, the Convention Committee appointed the following as 
members of this commission:

President J. A. Aasgaard convened the Commission on October 20, 1944. The Rev. 
A. S. Tanner was elected chairman, Hon. Lewis Larson, vice-chairman, and the 
Rev. T. H. Rossing, secretary. 

Six meetings of the Commission have been held, and the Commission now submits 
the following report: 


CHURCH AFFAIRS 
I. Church Council 


Since the Church Council and the Board of Trustees are the only boards officially 
designated in the Articles of Incorporation and the Constitution of the Church, the 
Planning Commission draws the conclusion that when the Church was organized 
the founders wished to place a special responsibility for the welfare of the whole 
Church in all department on these boards. In order to carry out these functions under 
present conditions, we recommend the following changes: 

1. We deem it advisable to enlarge the Church Council to include one pastor serving 
a congregation from each district, in addition to the present membership. The Church 
Council, in order to be a co-ordinating body for all the activities of the Church, should 
have a more representative membership than at present. Because of his nearness to 
congregational life, the addition of a pastor from each district as member of the 
Church Council would serve to better convey to that body the spirit and thought of 
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the congregation. Hence, the Commission recommends the adoption of the following 
resolution: 


BE IT RESOLVED: 
yte Chapter V, paragraph 20, b, of the Constitution of the Church, be amended 
o read: | 

“A Church Council consisting of the president of the Church, the presidents of the 
districts, together with one pastor from each district regularly serving a parish, and 
one layman from each district.” : 

2. and 3. A body having such a mandate from the Church as given to. the Church 
Council should have at least two regular meetings each year. Especially does this 
become necessary when the additional function of serving with the Board of Trustees 
as an agency for co-ordinating the work of all departments of the Church becomes 
part of its work. Hence, the Commission recommends the adoption of the following 
resolution: 

2. BEIT RESOLVED: 

The Chapter V, paragraph 21, of the Constitution of the Church be amended to 
read: 

“The Church Council shall meet in regular session twice a year. Additional meetings 
shall be called by the President when he considers it necessary or when requested 
in writing by at least five of the other members.” 

3. The Commission further recommends: That the Church Council convene yearly 
with the Board of Trustees not later than March 15 of each year. This body shall 
co-ordinate the activities of the departments of the Church. 

Every board or department through its executive secretary and every auxiliary or- 
ganization through its president shall report to this co-ordinating body yearly its ac- 
tivities and its financial needs for a two-year period. 

The recommendations of this co-ordinating body concerning financial needs, includ- 
ing special appeals, skall be presented to the general convention for action. 

The Church Council and the Board of Trustees shall advise and counsel with the 
department heads in their activities to develop greater effectiveness in our Church, to 
eliminate overlapping activities, and to relate activities for the best interest of the 
Church as a whole. 

It shall further be the duty of this co-ordinating body to see to it that the resolutions 
of the Church are carried into effect. 

4. Chapter V, paragraph 22-c, of the Constitution reads as follows: (The Church 
Council shall) theo. Ami , 

“Supervise the educational=institutions of the Church in accordance with their 
respective constitutions and the decisions of the Church.” 

Since this function will be taken care of as far as necessary for this board in the 
previous resolution, and since the direct supervision of educational institutions is pri- 
marily a function of the Board of Education, therefore, the Commission recommends 
the adoption of the following resolution: 

BE IT RESOLVED: 


That Chapter V, paragraph 22-c be siricken from the Constitution of the Church, 
and that sections d, e, and f be re-lettered c, d, and e, respectively. 


II. Office of District President and Vice-President 


? a 

1. Recognizing that the office of district president is primarily a shepherding office 
and should, therefore, be filled in a manner that will emphasize the divine call and 
avoid any feeling of restriction in choice, the Commission recommends the adoption 
of the following resolution: 


BE IT RESOLVED: : 

That Chapter III, paragraph 9, of the District Constitution be amended to read: 

“The district president shall be a pastor, and shall be elected from among the clergy 
either within or without the district.” p 

2. and 3. In conformity with the above-mentioned principles regarding the office of 
district president, and seeking to avoid any feeling of undue obligation for election 
by virtue of other office, the Commission feels that the office of district vice-president 
should be abolished. Hence the Commission recommends the adoption of the follow- 
ing resolution: 
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2. BEIT RESOLVED: | Å el Pe cleat Sy 

That Chapter III, paragraph 8-a, of the District Constitution be amended to read: 

“The District Convention shall elect the following officers: A president for a term 
of six years; a secretary, a treasurer, a lay-member of the Church Council, a pastor 
serving a congregation lo serve as member of the Church Council, as well as alternates 
for the four latter, for a term of two years. All are elected by ballot, and a majority 
vote is necessary for clection. The district president is salaried as such and gives all 
his time to the work.” N 

3. BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED: 

That Chapter III, paragraph 11, of the District Constitution shall be amended to 
read: ; 

“In case of death or incapacity of any district president, the Church Council shall 
appoint an active pastor from within the district to serve as temporary presiding 
officer for the next District Convention, regular or special.” 

4. Chapter III, paragraph 12-b, of the District Constitution makes the following 
provisions : 

“That a visitator to assist the president of the district shall be elected by the district 
for a term of two years in each circuit. His duties shall be to visit the congregations, 
dedicate churches, etc. He shall serve without salary. His traveling expenses shall be 
defrayed by the congregations receiving services.” 

This provision has in some way fallen into disuse throughout our Church. This 
is to be regretted. Therefore, the Commission recommends : 

That the Church re-emphasise this paragraph and require each district to put it 
into operation. 


III. District Re-alignment 


Due to the large number of assignments before the Commission, and due to the 
fact that we feel that the matter of district re-alignment deserves special study, the 
Commission recommends: ; 

That a special committee of one member from each district, which member shall 
not be a district official, be elected at the 1946 Convention to study the question of the 
re-alignment of the districts of our Church and the expansion of the work of the 
circuits, with a view of increasing the efficiency of the districts and circuits and 
equalizing the responsibilities of the district presidents, and that this commuttee report 
at the next biennial convention. . 


IV. Eligibility and Term of Office 


With the many able men that we have in our Church, it is the opinion of the Plan- 
ning Commission that a more frequent change in membership of boards will serve to 
contribute fresh ideas; therefore the Commission recommends: 

1. That the term of office for all elected official board members of the Norwegian 
Lutheran Church of America and its districts, except the Church Council and the 
Board of Trustees, shall be four years, with staggered terms. 

2. That no member of any board including the elected members of the Church 
Council and the Board of Trustees, shall be elected to serve more than two terms 
consecutively. 

_ The work of the Church has grown to such dimensions that it requires the direc- * 
tion of many minds. Therefore, the Commission recommends: 7 Å pt 

3. That, exclusive of the Church Council and the Board of Trustees,..only elected 
members of the synodical boards shall be eligible to hold office on the boards. 


V. Manner of Electing General President and District Presidents 


Our Church seeks to express her will in a democratic way. The necessity of this 
procedure is vital to the Church in its selection of general president and district 
presidents. Therefore, the Planning Commission recommends: 

That the election of the general president and the district presidents be carried out 
according to the following plan: 

The election shall proceed by ballot without nomination and without debate, and 
shall be held at the start of a session. f 

On the first ballot, all of the votes cast shall be necessary to elect; on the second 
ballot three-fourths of the votes cast shall be necessary to elect; on the third ballot 
two-thirds of the votes cast shall be necessary to elect; on the fourth, or succeeding 
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ballots, a majority vote shall elect. On the fourth ballot the nominees shall be limited 

to the two receiving the highest number of votes on the third ballot; and no vote 
cast for any other shall be counted. No other election shall be in order while the 
election of the president or district president is pending. 


VI. Church House 


At a previous convention, a resolution was passed authorizing the Board of Trustees 
to purchase a building for a Church House at an expenditure of $25,000. This resolu- 
tion has never been put into effect, and the need for church office is greater than ever. 
Therefore, the Planning Commission recommends: 

That the Church provide an independent Church House for the housing of the 
administrative offices and the offices of its auxiliary organizations, and that the Board 
of Trustees be authorized to provide whatever funds are needed, after the general 
convention has taken the necessary steps of designating a building committee und 
approving their plans. 

VII. Canadian Treasury 


Our congregations and church people in Canada feel keenly the handicaps of the 
international boundary in transmitting funds. Also, our Canadian District is incor- 
porated as the Norwegian Lutheran Church of Canada. Therefore, the Planning Com- 
mission feels that the establishment of a treasury in Canada will be of benefit to the 
Church and its work. Hence, the Commission recommends: Å 
ER the Church provide for the establishment of a treasury of our Church in 

anada. 


VIII. Publicity and Radio 


Recognizing the need of radio extension and publicity development in the N.L.C.A,, 
and in view of the fact that no new offices have beer: created, the Commission rec- 
ommends : i 

That a Department of Publicity and Radio be established in the N.L.C.A., and that 
funds be allocated from the Centenniai surplus for the establishment of such a depart- 
ment. It is further recommended that the Church Council place the nomination of 
the director of this department before the convention for election and fix his salary, 
which shall be pro-rated among the activities of the Church. This director shall be 
under the direction of the Board of Trustees. 


IX. Lutheran Co-operation 


Lutheran World Action has come to the Lutheran Church for a time like this. 
It prophetically suggests the directions of our future course of action as a synod. The 
Planning Commission feels that in all our work as a synod, we should increasingly 
explore areas of co-operation with the other Lutheran synods. The world’s greatest 
need, the imperative demand this need places upon the Lutheran Church to make its 
witness felt, demands that we strengthen, under God, our arm by inter-synodical 
unity of action among Lutherans in America and the world over. The Commission 
recommends : ears 

That in Christian Education, Charities, Home Missions, and Foreign Missions, we 
shall not wait for this co-operation to suggest itself, but seck it out and cultivate it. 


CHRISTIAN EDUCATION. 


I. Board of Education 

1. The Board of Education is the co-ordinating body in our higher education pro- 
gram. It is to cultivate higher education in our Church. Its membership, therefore, 
must be an informed group, versed in the many angles of higher education. A larger 
body would make possible division of effort in fact-finding and securing added sources 
of information and judgment. It is vital in the field of higher education that the Board 
shall fill an increasingly important place. The Commission recommends : 

That the membership of the Board of Education be increased to eleven members, 
ten of which are to be elected by the convention; and the president of the Norwegian 
Lutheran Church of America, to serve as ex-officio member. å 

2. Qur schools have been noteworthy servants of the Church and have made vital 
contributions to our church life. We desire to preserve and strengthen this condition. 
Higher education in our Church is constantly exposed to influences and directives 
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beyond the control of the Church, standards which only indirectly serve the spiritual 
life of the congregations. These forces from without the Church, if not kept under 
constant surveillance, may lessen and eventually wean our schools away from their 
function as solely servants of the Kingdom of God. ; 

Further, the costs of higher education are mounting; the problem of balancing 
educational budgets will grow in size. We must increasingly see our work in higher 
education, not in terms of one school, but in terms of all of them, no single one in- 
dispensable, but solely measured in terms of our need as a Church, | 

These facts demand that the co-ordinating and directive head of this program, the 
Board of Education, should know intimately and be informed about needs, educa- 
tional trends, costs, budgets, and the manifold parts of our higher educational pro- 
gram. 

To the Planning Commission it seems that the constant presence, counsel, and 
vital information that the school presidents can give the board members, and the 
vision of the Church's singular need that the board members can constantly keep 
before the school presidents, makes it imperative that the school presidents be a vital 
part of the Board of Education without vote. Thus, these two elements in our higher 
education set-up may supplement and implement each other. The Commission rec- 
ommends : 

That the president of Luther Theological Seminary, the presidents of all senior 
colleges, junior colleges, and academies in the United States, owned or subsidized by 
the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, be advisory members of the Board of 
Education with voice, but without vote. * y 

3. From the foregoing recommendations it is apparent that it is the belief of the 
Planning Commission that the Board of Education should be the supervisory body of 
all higher education in the Church. The Commission recommends : 

That it shall be the duty of the Board of Education to develop and maintain a 
comprehensive and coherent program of Christian higher education in the Church; 
and, in general, exercise such functions as may be necessary and practical in unifying 
and making effective such program in the service of Christ and His Church, and in 
poset es at all times the closest possible relationship with the congregations of the 

urch. 


II. Luther Theological Seminary 


1. Luther Theological Seminary in St. Paul is the heart of the Norwegian Lutheran 
Church of America. In all the years of the Seminary’s history no special effort has 
been made, or special funds provided, that our Seminary might be strengthened for 
its work. Further, all advanced study by pastors in our Church must be done largely 
at Reformed seminaries. 

God has blessed us with an unexpected sum of money in the Centennial surplus. 
This money is a gift of gratitude for one hundreds years of life and work in America. 
This fund, therefore, seems to demand a fitting Centennial memorial which might 
uniquely express itself in the increased strength of spirit and mind for the future life 
of the Church. The Seminary, of all our institutions, seems best fitted to meet this 
need in this more effective training of the future pastors of our Church. The Commis- 
sion recommends: 

That the Church shall strengthen the facilities of Luther Theological Seminary, and 
provide opportumities for advanced study, and that this be commenced as soon as 
practicable, and that funds from the Centennial surplus shall be set aside for this pur- 
pose. 


III. Ownership and Control of Schools 


1. Augustana College at Sioux Falls, South Dakota, and Concordia College at 
Moorhead, Minnesota, are at the present time owned by their respective corporations 
St. Olaf College, Northfield, Minnesota, and Luther College, Decorah, Iowa, are owned 
by the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America. However, the Church does give 
financial support to all colleges on a proportionate basis and is morally responsible for 
all. Since that is the case, it would be better for the Church to have the right of owner- 
_ ship, and it would be better for Augustana and Concordia to be owned by the Church. 
The Church's rules and regulations would apply to all senior colleges, without excep- 


tion, and the colleges would also feel that they are on an equal basis. The Commis- 
sion recommends: 
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That the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America take immediate steps to acquire 
the ownership of Augustana and Concordia, and that at the time of transfer any 
existing indebtedness be cleared up by the respective college corporations. 

Note: The Commission considered adding also Pacific Lutheran College in this 
provision, but owing to the inter-synodical control and operation, did not see how 
this could be done. 

2. The Church in Canada is working toward the goal of becoming an independent 
Canadian Church. A Canadian Seminary is already functioning. It would seem neces- 
sary that the other institutions in the educational set-up of the Canadian Church 
should be owned and administered by the church people of Canada, in order that they 
may shape these institutions to serve the needs of their church life. The Commission 
recommends : 

That the Norwegian Lutheran Church of Canada take immediate steps to acquire 
ownership of Camrose College. 


IV. General Administration of Schools 


1. Our schools serve our Church as they serve our congregations. The pastor is 
perhaps better aware than anyone else of the needs of the congregation. It is vital 
that each college board constantly, in all its decisions, keep the needs and life of the 
congregation in mind. The goal of our schools must be to develop young people whose 
minds are trained and whose hearts are surrendered to Christ, in order that thus 
trained and motivated, they may serve Christ in His Church in the congregation. 

The Planning Commission believes that pastors actively serving congregations will 
be constantly aware of the congregation's needs, and that as members of college 
boards, they can mirror that need and spirit to the college. The Commission recom- 
mends: 

That in order to be entitled to the support of the Norwegian Lutheron Church of 
America, at least one third of the members of the board of any school receiving such 
support, shall be pastors serving congregations within the Church. 

2. The constant flow of new thought, enthusiasm, and talent into the membership 
of the Board of Trustees of each of the schools, plus the opportunities of a greater 
use of the variety of gifts among a greater number of people of our Church, com- 
mends the recommendation for limiting the tenure in office and thus increasing the 
number of individuals who may be permitted to give their gifts and spirit in this 
larger service. The Commission recommends: 

That no member of the board of any school owned or subsidized by the Norwegian 
Lutheran Church of America, shall serve more than two terms consecutively on 
the board. 

3. Shall the Board of Education, with increasing effectiveness serve our Church, 
it is imperative that the board be intimately informed about the work, life, and needs 
of our church schools. Representation from the Board of Education for limited terms 
on the college boards would provide this vital contact. . 

However, none of our colleges should, from their own elected board membership, 
have representation on the Board of Education. The board must see all our schools, 
the needs of all of them, and avoid all bias towards one particular school and a feeling - 
of responsibility towards any school in particular. The Commission recommends: 

a. That the Board of Education be empowered to nominate one of its elected. mem- 
bers to the boards of each of the following: Luther, St. Olaf, Concordia, Augustana, 
Pacific Lutheran College, Augustana Academy, Waldorf, and Clifton, for a limited 
term of two years, and that the respective college and academy corporations make 
provision for the election of such designated members; and that no other member of 
of the Board of Education be on the local college board. 

b. That the school corporations shall not elect to their boards men who are mem- 
bers of the Board of Trustees of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, or 
members of the Board of Education of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, 
except as nominated by the Board of Education. : 

4. The Board of Education must at all times be well informed as to the present 
policies and future plans of every one of the colleges and academies. The executive 
secretary of the board is a full time employee of the Board of Education and is in 
a position to gather such information. In order to avoid any misunderstanding, he 
should be given authority to attend all college board meetings. The Commission rec- 


ommends : 
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That the boards and corporations of the schools owned or subsidized by the Church 
be requested to make provision for the election of the executive secretary of education 
as advisory member of each local school or college board. 


V. Secondary Education 


1. The remaining academy in our Church within the United States has shown a 
consistent growth and is compelled to turn down many applications for entrance. 
The increasing number of young people who fall away from the Church after con- 
firmation is appalling to many parents and has given them a greater desire to send 
their children to high schools where Christianity is taught. The demand is increasing, 
and we may have academies springing up without co-ordinated ‘planning. The Com- 
mission recommends: erst 

That the Board of Education make a study of the whole field of the Christian 
high school and present its findings and recommendations to the convention of the 
Church. 


VI. Parish Education 


1. No one will question the statement that pastors serving congregations with active 
Sunday schools are closest to the needs and demands of parish education. It is, there- 
fore, only proper that they be well represented upon the board which has charge of 
parish education. 

The Commission finds that there is a constant advance in the methods and tech- 
niques of education and that many of these are unexplored in the field of Christian 
parish education. We believe that the present funds of our Board of Parish Education 
are inadequate for the proper development and exploration of this work and that an 
aliotment should be made from the Centennial surplus for this purpose. The Commis- 
sion. recommends : 

a. That at least four of the elected members of the Board of Parish Education be 
pastors serving congregations. . 

b. That the Board of Parish Education study the advanced methods and techniques 
of education with a view to applying them to Christian parish education, and that 
funds be provided from the Centennial surplus for such development. 


HOME MISSIONS 
I 


Realizing that we as‘ a Church have a great contribution to make to American 
Lutheranism through the emphasis that has been ours down through the years, and 
recognizing that the Church of tomorrow is going to demand an even greater pro- 
gram of evangelism than that of today; and further realizing that our present pro- 
gram of evangelism is inadequate for our present day needs, and that our efforts 
to bring the spoken and written Word of God to the hearts of our people becomes 
even more urgent in the light of the times in which we live, the Commission rec- 
ommends : 

1. That the program of evangelism be separated from the Home Mission Depart- 
ment, and that a separate Commission on Evangelism be established. 

2. Name. That a Commission on Evangelism be created and the present Book Mis- 
sion be combined with the Commission. 

3. Constituency. That the Commission on Evangelism consist of: 

a. Seven members elected by the General Convention. 

b. The president and secretary of the Church, together with one representative 

from each department and auxiliary organization (WMF, LDR, Luther 
re League, and Brotherhood), shall be advisory members of the Commission. 
. Duties. 

a. To supervise the program of evangelism in the Church. 

b. To call and supervise the director of evangelism. 

c. To call and direct the evangelists of the Church. 

d. To absorb the duties now held by the Book Mission, such as editing, publish- 
ing, and distributing tracts, and acting also as å clearing house for literature 
of departments and auxiliary organisations. 

5. Finances: That the evangelistic program be financed: 
a. By encouraging the congregations of the Church to continue their contribu- 
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tions to the evangelistic and tract program through special offerings and the 
like, and that these funds be placed at the disposal of the Commission. 

b. That additional funds needed for this work be pro-rated among the depart- 
ments of the Church. 


Lt 


Down through the years the Board of Trustees of the Norwegian Lutheran Church 
of America has made a splendid account of its stewardship in the handling of church 
funds. We are pleased to note that the board is now making available, for parsonage 
loans, funds held for investment. The Commission recommends: 

That the Board of Trustees of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, through 
the Investment Department, in the diversification of its investments, and in accord- 
ance with sound, established investment practices, makes available investment funds 
for loans to congregations to be used for parish houses, parsonages, and churches for 
expanding the work of the Kingdom. 


FOREIGN MISSIONS 


1. The Great Commissicn of our Lord and Savior Jesus Christ has in the minds 
of. Christians of today taken on new meaning and has received new emphasis in the 
thinking of every congregation. Therefore, our Church should look forward to an 
expanding program of foreign missions in the years before us. It is our duty to 
oe and facilitate such a forward-looking program. The Commission recom- 
mends : 

That the Church commut itself to an expanding and more intensive program of 
foreign missions. 

2. The Church at its Convention in 1942 (see Annual Report, 1942, page 109), 
adopted the following resolution: 

"In view of such rapid and critical changes in international affairs as are affecting 
our mission fields, the Church authorizes its Board of Foreign Missions, if feasible, 
to begin work in other fields such as West China or Latin America, that we may 
not retrench in our allotted work of evangelizing the world.” 

This resolution seems ambiguous as to the future policy of opening new fields. The 
Commission recommends: 

That whenever new fields are to be opened, such action must be approved by the 
Church meeting in convention. 

3. It is the aim of our foreign mission work to establish autonomous Churches as 
far as possible. The Commission recommends: 

That we re-emphasize the policy of the Church to establish autonomous Churches 
on the Madagascar and South Africa fields. 

4. On the foreign mission fields there are both lay and ordained workers. The 
Church provides for special training in missions for ordained workers, but not for 
lay-workers. The Commission recommends : 

That the Church authorize a program of training for lay mission workers and that 
this matter be referred to the Board of Education and the Board of Foreign Missions 
with power to act. 

5. The experience of Lutheran World Action in foreign mission work emphasized 
the need of inter-Lutheran activity in this field, and the experiences out on the foreign 
fields indicate the necessity of such action. The Commission recommends: 

That the Church emphasize the need for inter-synodical cooperation in foreign mis- 
sion work. 

CHARITIES 


I. Lutheran Welfare 


Because of the rapid growth and increased scope and efficiency of public social 
security and welfare services, there is a tendency to question the need of continuing 
organized charity work on the part of the Church. This is a false conclusion. Even 
though the need for actual physical care and support may be lessened, the work of 
mercy and charity, with emphasis upon spiritual care which the Church only can 
supply, is more important than ever. The Church must never shirk its God-given 
duty and privilege of ministering to the souls of our less fortunate ones, young and 
old, in this sorely troubled world. ro 

There are many varieties and wide diversities within the charities program of the 
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Church, and it has become increasingly necessary to co-ordinate welfare services within 
certain geographical areas, and for Lutheran groups to cooperate to avoid overlap- 
ping and confusion. There must also be co-ordination among all agencies, public and 
private, to do the best possible work. To attain this, the Commission recommends: å 

1. That the Department of Charities of the Church work in close cooperation with 
other Lutheran groups and with the Division of Welfare of the National Lutheran 
Council. i : 

2. That the Department maintain a close contact with all other agencies, public 
and private, inter-synodical and extra-synodical, for mutual improvement and increased 
efficiency. å Å 

3. That an aggressive recruiting and training program be developed to tram qualified 
workers, both lay and professional. 

4. That standards being developed by national, state, and local agencies be accepted 
as minimum goals, and that standards for Lutheran Welfare programs be developed 
cooperatively by the various Lutheran bodies through the National Lutheran Council. 

5. That the Church be officially represented upon governing Boards of institutions 
and agencies, not owned or operated by the Church, where such groups represent the 
Church in the child welfare field or other welfare work, or seck support in our con- 
gregations. 

II. Sunset Homes 


Because of the rapid growth of Social Security programs which provide old age 
assistance and pensions for the aged, there is an increasing demand for the right kind 
of Homes to care for them. Privately conducted “Homes” of various kinds are spring- 
ing up in many places, often giving pitifully inadequate physical care and making no 
provision whatever for spiritual care. 

The Church has a growing opportunity to serve the aged and should seek to give 
the best physical care possible, in addition to spiritual care and comfort, both in our 
present Homes and in others to be established when opportunity arises. 

Most of our present Homes have been established in buildings not planned for use 
as homes for aged and infirm people, hence are not fire-proof nor equipped properly 
with infirmary or hospital facilities to care for the sick, the infirm, and the senile, 
and usually with only double rooms, buildings several stories in height and with long 
and difficult stairs. The Planning Commission recommends: 

1. That our present Homes for the Aged be remodeled and improved to meet as 
far as possible modern concepts of physical safety and convenience. 
ee That, as far as possible, uniform rules of admittance be established for all our 

omes. 

3. When new Homes are established by the Church directly, the following rules 
should be observed: 

a. They should be erected under the supervision of the Department of Charities, 

only after careful surveys have been made. 

b. They should be established in or near a town or city. 

c. Only new buildings should be used, especially built as homes for the aged and 

infirm, with mainly single rooms; not to exceed two stories in height; with hos- 
pital, infirmary, and recreational facilities. 


III. Children’s Homes 


Since the consolidation of Wild Rice and Lake Park Homes by action of the 
Church Convention in 1934, the Church has six Children’s Homes. The Beloit Home 
is temporarily closed but is to be re-established soon in Ames, Iowa. The five Homes 
in operation were caring for 106 boys and 71 girls on July 1, 1945. Since the popula- 
tion in the Homes has gradually decreased over a period of years, there may be 
a question in the minds of many of our people as to whether or not it is necessary 
to continue this work. Some years ago there was considerable agitation looking 
towards closing all children’s homes or so-called orphanages’ and concentrating all 
efforts on finding a family home for every normal child, letting the state take care 
of subnormal, abnormal, and delinquent children. Experience has shown that, in spite 
of the fine work that has been done in the home-finding field and in other child welfare 
fields, there is still room for a few well-managed and properly equipped Children’s 
Homes in the Church. The reasons need not be mentioned here. It is the opinion of 
the Planning Commission that the six Homes should be continued, but that no new

institutions should be added unless and until the time comes when the Church may 
decide to do specialized work for problem children or certain types of defective cases. 
As to our present Homes, the Commission finds: 

_ 1. The Martin Luther Home at Stoughton, Wisconsin, is well equipped with build- 
ings and has no special needs along that line at present. 

2. The Homme Home at Wittenberg has already had a campaign for funds for new 
buildings ; they should be erected as soon as possible. 

3. Parkland Home at Everett, Washington, occupies the former Columbia College 
buildings and, while they are getting quite old and were not originally built for a 
Children’s Home, they will no doubt do reasonably well for many years to come. 

4. As stated above, the Beloit Home is being re-located at Ames, Iowa, and we 
heartily approve the plan of the Board of Charities to make this a modern plant in 
every respect. 

5. The Bethesda Home at Beresford has a fine building for the aged, but the chil- 
dren’s building is very old and poorly constructed for the purpose. It is a fire hazard, 
and children should not be housed there any longer than absolutely necessary. It is 
the opinion of the Commission that Bethesda should be made exclusively a Home for 
old people, and that the Children’s Home should be moved to one of the larger cities 
in South Dakota. 

6. After the buildings at Wild Rice burned, the Board of Charities and Board of 
Trustees named a special committee to consider future plans. That committee recom- 
mended consolidation of the two Homes and continuation of the work at Lake Park 
temporarily, the permanent location to be at Twin Valley. The 1932 Convention 
elected a special committee of three to consider the entire problem and, in conjunction 
with the Board of Charities and Board of Trustees, to present a definite plan and 
recommendation. The committee, after much investigation and study, made a report 
to the 1934 convention. This report had the approval of the Board of Charities and 
Board of Trustees before it was submitted. It was adopted almost unanimously by 
the convention and reads as follows: 

“1, The committee endorses recommendations a) and c) made by the joint com- 
mittee of the Board of Charities and Board of Trustees in 1931 as follows: 

a) That the Wild Rice Children’s Home and Lake Park Children’s Home be con- 

solidated ; 

c) That until the necessary building funds are available, the work of the consoli- 

dated Home, be carried on at Lake Park. 

“2 The committee recommends that as soon as it is deemed advisable to erect a 
new building, or buildings, for the consolidated Home, that the Home be moved to 
Fargo, North Dakota. 

“32 ‘The committee recommends that the property belonging to the Wild Rice Chil- 
dren’s Home near Twin Valley, Minnesota, be sold as soon as a reasonable price 
can be obtained and that the proceeds of the sale, together with the present building 
fund owned by the Wild Rice Home, be used for the construction of a building, or 
buildings at Fargo. : 

“4 That the new plant be developed along modern, fire-proof lines, on a modified 
cottage plan. ae 

“5. That provision be made in the new plans for receiving-home facilities for the 
Lutheran home-finding work in North Dakota. ; 

“6, That the farm and necessary portion of the present plant at Lake Park be main- 
tained as an integral part of the consolidated institution for use as the farming opera- 
‘tion of the Home, as a summer home or camp for the children, and for such other 
use in the operation of the institution as the Board of Charities shall find advisable, 
or as the Board of Control of the State of Minnesota may require. 5 

Up to this time the Board of Charities has not carried out the resolutions of the 
Convention, presumably because of some local dissatisfaction with the decision of the 
(Convention. 

If it should be deemed advisable now, in view of the increased demand for homes 
ffor the aged, to establish such a home at Twin Valley, the original plan might be 
modified if it can be done: without interfering with the consolidation and re-location 
wf the two Children’s Ho: mes. 1 RONG 

It goes without saying that children should no longer be housed in the buildings 
at Lake Park, The 1944 Annual Report states: “This institution is rapidly becoming 
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antiquated and it is becoming increasingly difficult to meet state requirements.” That 
report also emphasizes what the special committee found in 1934, namely, that most 
of the children served at Lake Park are from North Dakota. It states that, "Two 
years ago at one time, there were only 19 children in the Home and 18 of them were 
residents of North Dakota.” At the time the special committee made its report, 
there were 53 children under care and 42 of them were from North Dakota. The 
Planning Commission recommends: : ' 

1. That the proposed new buildings for the Homme Home at Wittenberg, Wiscon- 
sin, be erected as soon as possible, and that consideration be given to the question of 
building auxiliary cottages in other locations. , 

2. That the action of the Board of Charities in re-locating the Beloit Home at 
Ames, Iowa, be approved, and that the new plant be constructed along approved, 
modern lines. 

3. That the Bethesda Children’s Home at Beresford, South Dakota, be relocated 
in or near one of the larger cities in South Dakota, and that the plant at Beresford 
be developed into a first class Sunset Home; that the matter of a new location for 
the Children's Home be referred to the Board of Charities with power to act. 

4. That the Board of Charities be directed to carry out the plan heretofore adopted 
by the Church for the Wild Rice-Lake Park institution. 


IV. Veterans” Hospitals 


The National Lutheran Council has supported legislation in Congress for the estab- 
lishment of a separate Chaplains’ Corps in the Veterans’ Administration, with the 
Chief of Chaplains in charge and chaplains appointed to minister in each of the hos- 
pitals under the jurisdiction of the Veterans’ Administration. 

The legislation includes a provision to the effect that at these hospitals the chap- 
lain in charge shall be responsible for having a pastor of the faith of the individual 
hospitalized service man or woman called to minister especially to him or her, in case 
of personal need, or upon request. The Commission recommends: 

1. That we endorse the plan providing for chaplain’s service in Veterans’ Hospitals, 
offer the cooperation of our Church, and pray that God’s blessing may rest upon it. 

2. That Luther Theological Seminary be urged to make provision for added oppor- 
tunity for students to receive training for this particular type of pastoral work. 


CENTENNIAL SURPLUS 


A major function of the Planning Commission, according to the resolution creating 
it, is to make recommendations for the allotment of the Centennial surplus. The Com- 
mission feels a very deep sense of responsibility in attempting to allocate funds given 
so generously by our people for the Lord’s work and the extension of His Kingdom. 
Many appeals for worthy and necessary causes were submitted. Obviously, only a 
few could be granted. 

The Commission found that approximately $625,000 remained to be disposed of. 
Of this amount, about $40,000 was designated by the donors for Foreign Missions 
and about $40,000 for Home Missions. The Commission felt that Luther Theological 
Seminary should be granted a sufficient sum to make the proposed building architec- 
turally in keeping with the purpose and spirit of the institution, to remodel the present 
building, and otherwise to improve the campus, and to enhance the opportunities for 
_ the advanced study of theology; also that the Luther Theological Seminary at Saska- 
toon, Sask., Canada, should be granted funds for a suitable building. 

The Pension Department could well use much more than is allocated, but the Com- 
mission believes that, with the present fund, the proposed allotment, and some increase 
in income from the budget, it will be possible to increase payments to pensioners to 
a fairly decent amount. 

Cuncordia College has not heretofore shared in the Centennial fund, and the Com- 
mission believes it is only fair to allot a modest amount to this school. This should 
give impetus to an effort to clean up a debt of many years’ standing. | 

The Commission felt that a small amount should be allotted to the Department 
of Parish Education, and to Radio and Publicity development. The reasons have been 
indicated earlier in this report. The Commission recommends: 

That allotment of $625,000 of the Centennial surplus be made and that the balance 
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and additional income be laced in a reserve fund until otherwise disposed of by the 
General Convention of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America. 
That the following amounts be allocated:

BOARD OF EDUCATION 
for 1945 


“Except the Lord build the house they labor in vain that build it.” 

It has at times been intimated that our college administrations and their 
boards of trustees are primarily interested in building great educational insti- 
tutions. The fact is that their all-absorbing interest is to be efficient builders 
of the Church of God. ep 

It is true that the college administrations are trying to operate educational 
institutions of such character and standards that the young people who attend 
nen. Shall never feel that they have in any way been short-changed educa- 
tionally. 

Oa the other hand, the Board of Education and the college administrations 
constantly have in mind that our educational institutions are agencies of the 
Church maintained for the primary purpose of building the Church of Jesus 
Christ. They are keenly aware that each one of these institutions must be ad- 
ministered in accordance with the Word of God and under the guidance of His 
Holy Spirit. 

Never is it forgotten that these institutions are what they are today because 
God put it into the hearts of our fathers also in this way to build His Church. 
Nor is the conviction permitted to weaken and die that the strength of our 
schools lies in their faithfulness to the ideals upon which they were founded 
and in their ability increasingly to serve our Church. 

Mindful of the purpose of the Church to build the Kingdom of God also 
through Christian higher education, our college presidents find themselves 
confronted by continuous problems. If an institution is to be Christian it must 
have a faculty of men and women who not only profess Christianity, but whose 
everyday life constantly and naturally exerts a Christian influence on their 
associates. To fill every position on a college staff with such Christian per- 
sonalities is more difficult than ever; not because there is a lower percentage 
of Christian educators and scholars than usual, but because there is a shortage 
all around of well qualified teachers and, secondly, because our colleges find it 
most difficult to compete with other colleges and with industry in the payment 
of salaries. 

Another problem, which has lately become most acute, is the selection for 
admission of those young people who will be good students and who will help 
make the college a truly Christian institution, 

American youth today has its heart set on going to college. There are not 
enough colleges to absorb them all. Our own institutions will be hard put to 
it to serve the youth of our own Church. 

A special obligation is felt over against the returned and returning service 
men and women. They will no doubt be given special consideration with re- 
spect to admissions. 

Not least among the problems confronting our college presidents is that of 
discovering how to conduct a dynamically Christian institution in a world 
where secularism and religious indifference is the order of the day. It cannot 
be denied that American education, especially on the college and university 
level, has been in the forefront of secularizing influences. For a Church to 
maintain in such surroundings and among such associates and influences col- 
leges that stand for orthodox Christianity, dedicated first of all to the service 
of the Church and its Master, is indeed a problem of real magnitude. Yet this 
is what our Church expects of our college presidents and their boards. And it 
is this task toward which they are bending their energies. 

In-addition to all this, there rests on the presidents and boards of the vari- 
ous institutions the responsibility of making the wisest possible use of. the 
funds collected for building purposes. Today every one of our educational 
institutions is confronted with major building operations. Substantial sums of 
money have been collected, plans have been proposed, contracts are being 
drawn, some have already been let. In most instances it has become a race 
between the increasing cost of building construction, on the one hand, and the 
imperative demand for expanded facilities, on the other. More specifically, the

most urgent requirements are for more dormitories, more classrooms and lab- 
oratory space and in some instances new or expanded library facilities. 

Heavy, indeed, is the burden resting on the shoulders of the administrations 
and the boards of our schools. Let us sustain them with our prayers and with 
generous financial support. Let us believe in their high and genuine Christian 
purpose and avoid undue criticism, the casting of aspersions on endeavors, in- 


jurious gossip and idle talk.

Meetings of the Board 


During the year 1945, the Board held five regular and special meetings. The 
regular annual meeting held in February was a two-day meeting. 


A special meeting in July was a joint meeting of the Board with the Board 
of Trustees, the Luther Seminary Building Committee, and faculty representa- 
tives from the Seminary. This meeting was called for the express purpose of 
considering the proposed building plans for the new seminary library. Matters 
of a more routine nature were also taken care of by the Board of Education. 

A special meeting in September was a joint meeting with the theological 
faculty and the district presidents. The purpose of this meeting was to con- 


sider the re-establishment of the internship. Action in this matter had b 
: Å : een 
authorized by the convention of 1944. 


The fourth meeting of the Board, which was held in October, was a joint 
meeting with the Planning Commission, at which matters pertaining to the 
educational program and institutions of the Church were discussed at length 

A second regular meeting, the fifth in the total series, was held in November. 


Matters Considered at Board Meetings 


Among the more important matters dealt with by the Board of Education 
at its regular and special meetings may be listed the following: 


1, Luther Seminary. In matters pertaining to Luther Seminary, President 
Gullixson has invariably presented the matters that were to be considered. 


His recommendations have been received and, in most instances, acted upon in 
accordance with his views. 


a. Changes in the curriculum pertaining particularl : 
ments. Sp y to language require- 


b. Development of post-graduate courses. : 
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c. Plans and proposals for the development of the physical plant at the 
Seminary, including such items as the new library building, the reconditioning 
of the old building, the taking over of the mission cottages, the removal of 
one professor’s residence to make room for the library building, and the land- 
scaping of the grounds. 

d. The special problem of the theological students who have to work their 
way through school. On this point the Board of Education passed the follow- 
ing resolution: 

Resolved, That the Board request the theological faculty seriously to 
consider the advisability of requiring a longer period of residence work on 
the part of students who find it necessary to earn a living while studying 
at the Seminary. 


.e@. Consideration of the plans and exterior sketches for the proposed 
library building. 

2. Special session with the college presidents at two of the Board meetings. 
At these meetings the discussion dealt primarily with the following matters: 

a. Post-war problems of administration, including the possible purchase 
of post-war surplus commodities. 

b. The problem of granting credits for military service or for special edu- 
cational work done while in the armed forces of the country. This discussion 
resulted in the calling of a later meeting of the registrars of the colleges to 
consider the possibility of setting up a system of granting credits which would 
be reasonably uniform for all the colleges. That meeting also dealt with the 
question of uniform reports on enrollments‘ at the colleges. The registrars 
agreed upon a uniform form which is now being used. 

c. The finances have not been solved because the war is over. It was evi- 
dent from the statements or reports of the colleges, as well as of the special 
report made by the Church auditor, Mr. Charles Nasby, to the Board of Educa- 
tion, that the colleges have succeeded beyond expectation not only in balancing 
their budgets but, in many instances, in improving their financial condition. 
This has been accomplished by a system of wise economy and conservative 
spending and investment. 

d. Enrollments. During the war the enrollment of men at our colleges 
was at an all-time low. They were almost gone from the campuses. The 
enrollment of women was-reasonable but not especially large, owing to the fact 
that so many were engaged in war industries of various kinds. However, when 
the war came to an end, the enrollments at all our educational institutions 
immediately began to rise. G. I.’s began to filter back into the ranks of the 
students. Others, too, came in. The accompanying detailed report on enroll- 
ments will reveal the fact that there has been a very swift rise in enrollments 
throughout the latter part of the first semester and particularly at the begin- 
ning of the second semester. The enrollments at our colleges are now up to 
normal or, in some instances, above normal. 

e. Professors’ salaries. There is some encouragement for the Board in 
hearing from our college presidents that professors’ salaries have been 1n- 
creased somewhat. Nevertheless, the uniformly low salaries paid at our colleges 
make it especially difficult at this time to obtain the services of well-qualified 
teachers in all fields. As we read about the many demands which are being 
made by labor, both skilled and unskilled, not to speak of the opportunities for 
excellent income in many other vocations and professions, we readily under- 
stand why it is difficult to retain the services of the best men and women on 
our college faculties. Skilled laborers, working on a schedule of forty hours a 
week in many different fields, are receiving salaries or wages far in excess of 
top-notch professors at our institutions. ae 

During the period of the war, many college teachers were called into the 
service of the government in specialized fields. Their salaries were high. In 
many instances these men were invited to continue in government service or in 
industry after the end of the war. It speaks well of their high ideals and their 
deep interest in the cause of the Christian Church to know that many of them 
are returning to their old positions and to their old inadequate salaries, salaries 
which in many instances are less than half, and sometimes only a third or a 
fourth as large as the salaries that have been offered them in industry or 
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which they might have continued to receive had they decided to remain in 
government service. Today one of the most difficult and pressing problems of 
our college presidents is to find Christian Lutheran men and women qualified 
educationally and spiritually to take their places on our college faculties. 

f. The training of parish workers at our colleges has for some time been 
engaging the attention of Christianity teachers at our colleges. It is a well- 
known fact that the demand for Christian parish workers by congregations 
of our Church has been growing apace. 

g. Closer counselling between the Board of Education and the college 
presidents. It has been the practice for many years, in preparing for the meet- 
ings of the Board of Education, to send out notices to the presidents of our 
educational institutions inviting them to submit to the Board any matters 
which they would like to have considered, stating that such presentation might 
be made in writing or in personal consultation with the Board. Furthermore, 
the college presidents have been regularly invited at least once a year to spend 
at least a half a day in consultation with the Board of Education. The desire 
has sometimes been expressed that such consultations might be carried on 
more frequently. 

3. Special matters. 

a. Early in the year 1945, President Morton Nilssen of Waldorf College 
presented to the Board of Education a proposed plan for the expansion of 
Waldorf College into a four-year junior college. This means an educational 
unit, embracing the two upper years of high school and the first two years of 
college. The plan was presented to the Board in detail. President Nilssen 
reported. that it had the approval of the educational authorities of the state of 
Iowa, the State University of Iowa, and tentatively also of the North Central 
Association of Junior Colleges. Having informed itself in the matter, the 
Board of Education passed the following resolution: 


Resolved, That the Board of Education views with favor the proposed 
plan or experiment of expanding Waldorf into a four-year junior college. 

It is understood that this does not in any way obligate the Board to increase 

_ its regular appropriation to the institution. 

It should furthermore be reported that Waldorf College has been carrying 
on a quiet campaign in its territory for funds to expand its physical plant suffi- 
ciently to take care of a limited increase in enrollment and also for the purpose 
of providing enlarged chapel facilities. The annual report of President Nilssen 
indicates that the financial appeal is meeting with success. 

b. Matters pertaining to Augustana Academy have been presented to the 
Board and considered by it at several meetings this year. The Executive Com- 
mittee has also had some of these matters under consideration. The question 
has revolved largely around a proposed campaign to raise funds for new build- 
ings. This matter was discussed and passed on to a subcommittee which was 
to confer with Doctor Bergsaker and the Board of Trustees of the Church. 
The Board of Trustees has granted to Augustana Academy the privilege of 
launching a campaign for one hundred thousand dollars for their proposed 
building projects. 

c. Clifton College. During the spring of 1945, representatives of the Board 
of Education visited Clifton College to confer with its Board of Trustees and 
its administration with regard to the prospects of rebuilding the plant which 
was largely destroyed by fire in 1942. The result of the conferences was to 
the effect that, the Board of Trustees concurring, the Board of Education 
would endorse a financial campaign in the Texas Circuit for the purpose of 
raising a minimum of forty thousand dollars in cash for the rebuilding of one 
or two smaller dormitories and possibly a commons building on the campus 
of Clifton College. If this campaign was successful, the Board of Education 
promised to give additional financial aid to the college in order that its plant 
as a whole might be put in better condition, its library and laboratory facili- 
ties improved, and provision be made for a somewhat increased scale of salaries 
for its professors. 

It may be reported that on March 26 the Chairman of the Clifton Coll 
Board, the Rev. Walter Sigstad, reported that the compaign to PAD, eat 
netted $36,400 in cash and more than $10,000 in pledges. It appears quite 
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definite that the compaign will succeed and that plans may be made for the 
erection of at least one dormitory to accommodate the influx of G. I.’s. The 
accompanying enrollment report shows that the enrollment of Clifton College 
has more than doubled since the beginning of the present school year. 

It may not be out of order to mention, as an evidence of the great interest 
and loyalty of the membership of our Church in Texas, that the membership 
of the entire circuit is 2,805, the confirmed membership being 2,158. It is 
this small group that at the present time is raising a building fund of anywhere 
between forty and fifty thousand dollars. At the same time, they have not 
forgotten their synodical obligations. Their contribution to the general budget 
of the Church for the year 1945 was $4,775.19, a little better than 106% of 
their allocation. 

d. Camrose College. The limited constituency of Camrose College, con- 
centrated particularly in and around Camrose, Edmonton and Calgary, has 
been campaigning for funds to build an addition to their present building. 
The present building is utterly inadequate, has been so for a long time. Accord- 
ing to Doctor Bergsaker’s office, their efforts have been quite successful: They 
have raised in the neighborhood of $55,000 so far. However, with the present 
high building costs, they will not be able to provide the facilities that they have 
had in mind, which embrace gymnasium and classroom and dormitory space. 
Their problem seems to be a duplication of that which obtains at many other 
institutions at the present time. 

For the information of the members of our Church, it should be stated that 
Camrose College has only one building. This is a four-story frame structure, 
built many years ago. The need for improved equipment is great and genuine. 


Luther Seminary 


Attention is called to the fact that this year calls for the election of presi- 
dent and vice-president of Luther Seminary. The term of the president is for 
four years, that of the vice-president for two years. 

On Feb. 22, 1946, a joint meeting of the Church Council, the Theological 
Faculty and the Board of Education was held in Dr. Aasgaard’s office. The 
primary purpose of the meeting was to consider nominations to professorships 
at Luther Seminary. 

Dr. Aasgaard read the following letter from the Rev. A. N. Rogness: 


The Norwegian Lutheran Church of America: 

The conditions which impelled me to tell the 1944 Convention that it 
would be difficult for me to accept a call to the Seminary still prevail. Grate- 
ful as I am for the trust which the call implies, and mindful of its high 
opportunity for service, I am of the conviction that it is my duty to de- 
cline it. 

February 20, 1946 (Signed) Alvin N. Rogness 


The meeting passed the following resolution: ; ; 

Resolved, That the joint meeting of the Church Council, the Theological 
Faculty and the Board of Education report to the General Convention that 
Pastor Rogness has declined the call to the Seminary, and, furthermore, that 
at this time no nomination be presented for the position to which Pastor Rog- 
ness was called. Passed. 

On recommendation of Dr. Gullixson the joint meeting 

Resolved, That Dr. Robert Boyd be nominated to a professorship in the 
field of Old Testament at Luther Theological Seminary. Passed. 

Dr. Gullixson outlined plans for expansion and improvement at Luther 
Seminary. These include first of all the development of the post-graduate 
school and the erection of the proposed new library building, the recondition- 
ing of the old building, the moving of one of the professor’s residences to 
make room for the library building, the landscaping of the grounds, and the 
acquiring of the mission cottages. ; | 

The joint meeting unanimously approved the motion that ‘the group goes 
on record as endorsing the program of expansion at Luther Seminary as out- 
lined by Dr. Gullixson.”

Income for Christian Education 


It is with profound gratitude that all those who are endeavoring to carry 
on the general work of the Church observe the increase in the income in every 
department of the Church this year. Doctor A. J. Bergsaker, whose untiring 
efforts are largely responsible under God for the increase in income, reports 
that the proceeds for the general budget of the Church for 1945 amount to 
$1,380,244.74. Of this amount, $328,894.54 has been designated for Christian 
Higher Education. Of this general sum, $250,562.61 has been allocated to ten 
educational institutions. $13,266 was contributed to the Student Service De- 
partment of the American Lutheran Conference. $1,500 was appropriated to 
three Lutheran hospitals, where a special emphasis is laid upon instruction in 
the Word of God. The sum of $1,450 represents scholarship grants to young: 
ministers who are qualified and who had the desire to do graduate work. 

Because of the increased income of the Church, it has been possible this 
year again to give to our educational institutions a special grant in addition 
to their regular annual appropriations. This brings the appropriations for the 
individual educational institutions for 1945 up to the following figures: Luther 
Seminary, $54,112.61; St. Olaf College, $60,000; Luther College, $36,000; Con- 
cordia College, $30,000; Augustana College, $30,000; Pacific Lutheran College, 
$19,000; Waldorf College, $10,000; Clifton College, $3,500; Camrose College, 
$3,500; Augustana Academy, $3,000. It is the hope and prayer of every insti- 
tutional president and their co-workers that the income of the Church for 
Christian education may continue to increase. This is not a selfish desire, but 
with the increased enrollment which is at hand and which undoubtedly will 
continue to go up for a few years, the institutions are greatly in need of added 
facilities and equipment of all kinds. It is by building strong educational in- 
stitutions, colleges and academies, with a positive Christian emphasis that we 
may hope to build a virile Church, a Church that will continue to extend its 
borders into all parts.of the world. 


Enrollments 


A comparison between the enrollments for this year as they appear in the 
tabulated form shows that there has been a very rapid increase over the low 
figures of three years ago when the enrollments for the institutions stood at 
the following figures:

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This student enrollment increase has by no means reached its peak as yet. 
Already it is evident from inquiries and advance registrations that the enroll- 
ments in the fall of 1946 will be far in advance of the enrollments this year. 
This is both good and bad. It confronts our schools with one of the most 
difficult problems, namely, that of determining who shall be admitted and who 
shall-be refused admission. Naturally, the presidents of our educational insti- 
tutions feel that preference should be given to students who are members of 
our own Church body. In the second category, probably, would be put other 
Lutheran students; in the third classification, students from the city in which 
the college is located who come from other denominations; and, as a fourth 
category, non-Lutheran students from beyond the college community. 

Our college presidents have been and are continuing to plead with the 
people of our Church, especially the families that have boys and girls who 
ought to go to college, to make application for next fall without delay. Other- 
wise they are pretty sure to be disappointed. ; 

In times like these, when education is at a premium, every family ought to 
consider carefully the qualifications of the boys and girls they want to send 
to college. There are many fine boys and girls who without difficulty will 
make their way in life, but.who are not qualified intellectually for college work. 
Many of these will have finished high school with credit; some of them may 

: go on and complete a junior college course. But it has been demonstrated 
throughout a great many years and at large numbers of institutions that there 
is a heavy percentage of those who register in the freshman year who are not 
of college caliber, to use a phrase frequently heard among college people. 
This is not a reflection on the character or even the general ability of the stu- 
dent, but a certain intellectual caliber is required of anyone who is to ‘com- 
plete a college course with credit and be capable thereafter to make use of it 
in such a manner that he will serve himself, his Church, and his country. 

The following summary of student enrollment and teaching staffs will be 
of interest: 

Two theological seminaries with 122 students, 12 teachers 
Five senior colleges with 3,469 students, 267 teachers 
*Two junior colleges with 287 students, 31 teachers 
Three academies with 390 students, 28 teachers 


Financial Support of Our Educational Institutions 


As indicated previously in this report, the Church in 1945 appropriated to 
its twelve educational institutions the sum of $250,562.61. Our program of 
higher education for the biennium 1947 and ’48 calls for similar sums to be 
distributed to our institutions. While these sums appear large, it must not be 
forgotten that the maintenance and operation of these institutions inevitably 
will cost much more today than they did ten years ago. The inflated prices in 
materials and labors of all kinds affect the operation of our institutions very 
seriously. 

It will also be remembered that during the hard years of the early ’30’s and 
almost up to the beginning of the war in 39, our college teachers had been 
receiving salaries that were utterly out of line with the income that men in 
this profession ought to have and which they do receive at so many institu- 
tions. At the present time there are 338 teachers carrying on instruction at our 
educational institutions. Even today a large number of these are receiving 
salaries so low that it is virtually impossible for them to meet their living ex- 
penses without seeking income from some outside source. This, however, 
should not be. It is very undesirable that the faculty members should be so 
poorly provided for that they cannot give their undivided attention to their col- 
lege work. 

Lutheran Students at State Schools 

The statement has frequently been made that the number of Lutheran stu- 
dents at state schools throughout the United States is more than twice as 
great as the number of those who are enrolled in Lutheran institutions. That 
statement is undoubtedly true. To minister to this large group of students 


*Includes both upper and lower divisions. 
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attending college and university at some 1,700 different institutions is a very 
difficult problem. The National Lutheran Council has taken over the direction 
of that work. Doctor Morris Wee is the Executive Secretary directing the 
work in that service. A combined budget for all the Lutheran bodies cooper- 
ating in the National Lutheran Council calls for the expenditure of $42,914 for 
1946 and $47,904 for 1947.

Building Projects 


It is a well-known fact that building projects have been planned at all of 
our educational institutions. Some of these are already under way. In other 
instances ground has been broken. In most cases, however, building opera- 
tions are stalled, partly because materials are not available for building pur- 
poses except in certain instances and, furthermore, because the funds collect- 
ed for a certain building would be inadequate under present high-priced build- 
ing conditions. 

To some observers, it has seemed that the building projects are too many 
and too elaborate. However, anyone who will take time to visit our institu- 
tions or any one of them will discover that there is not a building project 
planned or under way that is not desperately needed. In most instances it is 
the housing situation that is so difficult. Not one of our colleges or academies 
or seminaries has sufficient dormitory space for even a minimum enrollment 
under present circumstances. There is every prospect that when schools open 
next September, every one of our institutions will find that its regular dormi- 
_ tory facilities will accommodate less than fifty per cent of the student body 
in residence or the student body which the institutions might have had were 
they in a position to receive them. 

But it is not only dormitory facilities that are lacking in most instances. 
We have been operating our schools, quite generally, with inadequate class- 
room facilities, with a minimum quarter for administrative offices. Only three 
of our twelve schools have modern, adequate library facilities, namely, Luther, 
St. Olaf, and Pacific Lutheran College. The seminaries, as well as the other 
senior colleges and the junior colleges, are sériously handicapped in their work 
for lack of library facilities. Only three of our institutions have good gymna- 
siums. In one case, that good gymnasium is utterly inadequate with the pres- 
ent enrollment of students. Only one of our colleges can be said to be truly 
well equipped with science laboratories. Only one has a music hall. 

To date, not a single one of our colleges has a chapel in the sense that 
Christian colleges in general speak of college chapels, and our colleges are 
Christian colleges. Their need of chapels is a real spiritual need. 

It is a matter of great satisfaction to the Board of Education that funds 
have been collected for a chapel, the first in our Church, to be built on the St. 
Olaf campus. May God speed the day when there shall be an adequate and 
dignified chapel on the campus of each one of our schools, the small ones as 
well as the large ones. 

With respect to the building funds which are at hand at most of our insti- 
tutions, perhaps it should be stated that they are being handled with the great- 
est care lest anything be lost. They have quite uniformly been invested in gov- 
en bonds which, humanly speaking, should be the safest type of invest- 
ment. 

It may also be well to repeat once more that it has become the general 
practice among colleges, including our own, to invest endowment funds in 
dormitory facilities. This is not only a safe investment for the money, but it 
is an investment that brings a reasonable legitimate return on the investment. 
Furthermore, in most instances where endowment funds are invested, that in- 
vestment alone is being amortized in order that the same funds may later be 
used for similar purposes. 
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Veterans’ Education 


The government's plan for the education of veterans of World War II is 
well known to citizens and service men all over the country. It is perhaps the 
most generous and wise plan that has ever been offered to the service men of 
any war. It was inevitable, as it is desirable, that hundreds of thousands of 
service men and women should avail themselves of this opportunity to continue 
their education or to take up, for the first time, advanced education. That vet- 
erans who before the war had matriculated at one or another of our institu- 
tions should return to these, was to be expected. It is gratifying to observe 
what a large number of men who had begun their college education before the 
war have now returned, or are returning as fast as they can, to their chosen 
institutions. 


Training and Placing of Parish Workers 


Early in the year 1945, an informal conference was held in the Education 
Office concerning the training and placing of parish workers throughout our 
Church. The meeting was made up of a group of parish workers from various 
parts of our Church, a number of religion teachers from our colleges, and rep- 
resentatives from several departments of the Church. 

Much time was spent in the discussion of the type of curriculum that should 
be set up at our colleges for those who desire to prepare themselves for posi- 
tions as parish workers in congregations of our Church. Since that time our 
colleges have worked out the necessary courses and plans for the training of 
parish workers. The Board of Education and the Board of Parish Education 
have also taken action authorizing the establishment of a placement bureau 
for parish workers in the Executive Office of the Department of Christian 
Education. 


Commission on Higher Education 


Owing to the travel restrictions prevailing throughout the war, the annual 
Lutheran Faculties’ Conference for 1945 was canceled. It may be reported, 
however, at this time, that the Commission has met and set up a program for 
the Lutheran Faculties’ Conference which will be held this year on the fourth 
and fifth of October at Augustana College, Sioux Falls, South Dakota. The 
Executive Committee of the American Lutheran Conference has encouraged 
the Commission on Higher Education to resume these annual meetings of the 
Lutheran Faculties’ Conference. 

Furthermore, the Executive Committee of the American Lutheran Confer- 
ence in January, 1945, requested the Commission on Higher Education to con- 
duct preliminary studies relative to the establishment of a Lutheran univer- 
sity and a post-graduate school of theology. This assignment the Commis- 
sion accepted. The proposal was discussed at two successive meetings in 1945, 
one held on March the Ist and the other on May the 10th. These studies and 
discussions led the Commission to the conclusion that “at the present time an 
all-Lutheran university or an all-Lutheran graduate school does not seem prac- 
ticable.” It added, however, that it thought the possibilities for establishment 
of a Lutheran graduate school should be thoroughly studied. Å 

The Executive Committee of the American Lutheran Conference, through 
its president, Doctor H. L. Yochum, also referred to our Commission for study 
the proposition of establishing a senior or junior college of the Lutheran 
Church in California. The final results of that study have not as yet been re- 
ported. 

One other matter has engaged the attention of the Commission on Higher 
Education. For the past several years it has arranged for a series of brief 
articles or sketches by various writers, under the title, "From College Win- 
dows,” or something similar. These have been distributed to the editors of 
all Lutheran papers in this country. They have had a wide circulation and 
have been well received. The present writer is the Rev. A. N. Rogness. 

The chairman of the Commission on Higher Education is J. C. K. Preus. 
The secretary of the Commission is H. LeVander, St. Paul, Minnesota. 
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Scholarships 


The Luther League scholarships for the year 1945 and ”46 went to the fol- 
lowing juniors at Luther Seminary: Percy Larson from Luther College; Nor- 
man Johnshoy of Concordia College; Wallace Asper of St. Olaf College. These 
scholarships are in the amount of fifty dollars each. 4 

Following are the recipients of the scholarships for advanced work in the 
field of theology: The Reverend Harlan Foss of Milwaukee, Wisconsin, who 
studied at Princeton Theological Seminary during the summer of 1945. The 
following have been studying at Princeton Theological Seminary during the 
greater part of the school year 1945-46: Mr. William H. K. Narum, Moor- 
head, Minnesota; Reverend Gerhard L. Belgum, Minneapolis, Minnesota; Rev- 
erend Ansgar E. Sovik, Northfield, Minnesota. Mr. Belgum and Mr. Sovik 
both served as chaplains throughout the greater part of the World War II, 
the former in the European theater, the latter in the South Pacific. 

For graduate study at Princeton Theological Seminary beginning next fall, 
scholarship grants have been made to the following: Reverend N. C. Renslo, 
Alberta, Minnesota; Reverend Joel M. Njus, Auburn, California; Reverend 
Lloyd Refsell, Chokio, Minnesota; Reverend Erling Wold, Fort Worth, Texas. 


Promotion and Publicity 


Much time and thought are given to the matter of promotion and publicity 
by the Executive Office. How can the membership of our Church become bet- 
ter informed? How can their interest and concern for Christian Higher Edu- 
cation be stimulated? How can they be persuaded to send their ablest sons 
and daughters to our own colleges? How can they become convinced that 
these institutions must be strong and vigorous if they are to serve well the 
high purpose for which they were established? How can their love for these 
institutions and their work be so quickened that they will not only remember 
them diligently in their prayers, not only support them with the usual gifts, 
but remember them with bequests, endowments, and foundations and scholar- 
ship funds? These are questions with which the Executive Office is continu- 
ally grappling. 

It will be of interest to note that. during the year 1945 there appeared in the 
Lutheran Herald no less than two hundred and seventy-two columns of ma- 
terials dealing more or less directly with matters that may be classified under 
the general heading as pertaining to Christian Higher Education. Parentheti- 
cally, it may be remarked that during the same year eighty-five columns of 
material pertaining to Parish Education appeared in the Lutheran Herald. 

Special interest always attaches to the annual issue of the Herald, appear- 
ing, as a rule, in the month of April or March, which is devoted almost exclu- 
sively to Christian Higher Education. An effort is made in this particular 
issue so to present the cause of Christian Higher Education that the young 
people who are prospective students at our colleges will be attracted, and their 
elders be persuaded that these are the institutions to which their sons and 
daughters ought to go in order that their education may not only be good but 
that it may be Christian. 

In addition to this, it may be remarked that frequent articles on various 
phases of higher education appear in other publications of the Church such 
as Lutheraneren, Our Father’s Business, News Bulletin of the WMF, the 
Luther League quarterly, and other more local publications. 

Radio broadcasts over WCAL have also been a vital part of the promo- 
tional program of the executive office. Every Wednesday morning throughout 
the year, on the regular Church program at 10:15, the Education Office presents 
a program in the interest of Christian higher education or parish education. 
The programs vary greatly. Addresses are frequently presented by men or 
women who serve on the staff of one or another of our colleges or of our semi- 
nary. Pastors and lay people from different parts of the Church are invited, 
from time to time, to appear on this program. Students from our colleges 
and from our theological seminary participate in these programs. Occasional 
college news roundups keep the people informed on what is taking place at 
our colleges. These programs, which originate in the Minneapolis studios of 
WCAL of St. Olaf College, are also transmitted over KWLC at Luther Col- 
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lege, Decorah, Iowa. By means of this combination, a very large percentage 
of the membership of our Church, especially throughout the Middle West, 
reached by these and all other Church hour programs.

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Whereas the Augustana Synod and the American Lutheran Church continue 
year after year to cooperate and to give generous financial support to the main- 
tenance and development of Pacific Lutheran College; and 

Whereas these bodies are sending a constantly increasing number of stu- 
dents to this institution; therefore be it 

Resolved, That the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America expresses its 
deep appreciation to them and pledges itself to cooperate with them to the 
utmost in the development of a college in the West which shall be a credit to 
the entire Lutheran Church.

Resolved, That the Church expresses to these men its deep appreciation and 
encourages them for the love of Christ to continue to serve as guides and coun- 
selors to the many Lutheran young people receiving their education at institu- 
tions where religion has no place in the curriculum or the institution-sponsored 
activities.

Resolved, That Dr. Robert Boyd be elected to a professorship in the field 
of Old Testament at Luther Theological Seminary. 

Resolved, That the N. L. C. A. in convention assembled express to Dr. 
Gullixson and to the members of the Theological Faculty its appreciation of 
their strenuous work during the wartime accelerated program. 

Resolved, That the General Convention endorse the following resolutions 
adopted by the Board of Education on November 13, 1945:

PROPOSED 
CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS OF 
LUTHER THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY 


St. Paul, Minnesota 


‘Preamble 


Since the Lord demands that the ministry of the Word shall only be com- 
mitted to such Christians as in conformity with 2 Tim. 2:2 are “faithful men, 
who shall be able to teach others,” therefore the... (name of Church) 
recognizes as one of its aims to establish, maintain and manage a theological 
seminary, and adopts the following Constitution and By-Laws for the govern- 
ing of this institution. 

CONSTITUTION 
Article I—Name and Object 


1. The name of this institution is Luther Theological Seminary. 

2. Luther Theological Seminary is owned, maintained and operated by the 
wees ot (name of Church)... for the purpose of training pastors and mission- 
aries for its congregations and missions, and to provide adequate opportunities 
for qualified Lutheran pastors and missionaries to pursue advanced theological 
studies. 

Article II—Government 

The Seminary shall be governed by the Church through the Church Council, 
the Board of Education, the Board of Trustees, and the president and faculty 
of the Seminary in accordance with the provisions of this Constitution, the 
By-Laws of the Seminary, and such rules and regulations as the Church may 
adopt from time to time. 


Article III—Professors 


1. The permanent theological professors of this institution shall be elected 
by the Church in accordance with the provisions of the constitutions of the 
Church and the Seminary. ; 

2, Permanent professors of theology shall be regularly ordained clergymen 
in good standing in the Lutheran Church who have, as a rule, served success- 
fully in the ministry for at least five years. They shall be men, of proven 
Christian faith, life and conduct who possess the necessary scholastic qualifica- 
tions and teaching ability to serve the Church in this office. Duly elected 
permanent professors shall at the time of installation obligate themselves to live 
and teach in conformity with the Word of God and the confessional writings 
Ofer (name of Church)... and subscribe to the Constitution of the 
Church and the Constitution and By-Laws of this institution.

3. Professors may be suspended for cause by the joint action of the Church 
Council and Board of Education until the Church has acted on such suspen- 
sion, and may be dismissed from service by a two-thirds vote of those present 
and voting at a convention of the Church. : 3 , 

4. Instructors and asssitants may be appointed by the President with the 
consent and approval of the Church Council and the Board of Education. 


Article I V—Courses of Study 


1. The regular course of study at this institution shall require a minimum 
of three years in residence for completion, and shall embrace the usual theo- 
logical disciplines under the four main divisions of the science of theology: 
Exegetical, Historical, Systematic, and Practical. In addition there shall be 
one year of internship under such rules as the Faculty with the approval of 
the Board of Education may prescribe. : 

2. Post-graduate courses in residence leading to the degrees of Master of 
Theology and Doctor of Theology shall be established by the Faculty with the 
approval of the Church Council and the Board of Education. 


Article V—Students 


1. Men who with respect to Christian experience, talents and scholastic 
preparation, justify the hope that they may become fit to serve God in the 
holy ministry are eligible for admission to the Seminary. Å 

2. The courses of the Seminary shall also be open to men having the neces- 
sary spiritual and academic qualifications, who desire theological training for 
other services in the Church. 


Article VI—Amendments 


1. This revised Constitution shall become effective and supersede the 
former Constitution on the first day of July following adoption by the Church 
Convention. 

2. This Constitution may be amended by any General Convention of the 
Church by a two-thirds vote of those present and voting, provided that the 
proposed amendments have been submitted in writing to a previous convention. 
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BY-LAWS 
Article I—Government 


1, The Church Council shall have the general supervision of the Seminary, 
as provided in the Constitution of the Church. 

2. The Church Council in conjunction with the Board of Education and the 
Faculty shall nominate candidates for vacant professorships at the Seminary. 

3. The Church Council and the Board of Education shall receive and 
investigate complaints against the president or other professors, correct and 
admonish the accused if he be found guilty, suspend him according to Article 
III, section 3, of this Constitution provided the facts in the case warrant it, 
and report to the Church for final action. 

4. The Church Council and Board of Education shall jointly nominate 
candidates for president and vice-president of the Seminary and present such 
nominations to the General Convention of the Church. 

5. The Board of Education shall exercise general control and supervision 
of the scholastic and administrative affairs of the Seminary; hear and determine 
cases of discipline and rejection of applications for admission on appeal by the 
aggrieved party, and consider and report on the needs of the Seminary with 
findings and recommendations. 

6. The Board of Trustees shall have general charge of the buildings, 
grounds and equipment of the Seminary, carry out the actions of the Church 
with respect to the properties of the Seminary, and make the necessary provi- 
sions for the proper maintenance, repair and appearance of the buildings and 
material facilities of the Seminary. 

7. The officers of the Seminary shall be president, vice-president, secretary, 
librarian, registrar and director of post-graduate studies. å 

8. The president and vice-president shall be elected by the Church at its 
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General Convention. Their terms of office shall be six and four years, respec- 
tively. Other officers shall be elected by the faculty for a term of two years. 

9. The President shall be the general executive and administrative officer of 
the Seminary and chairman of the Faculty. He shall report annually to the 
Church. The Vice-President shall perform the duties of the President in case 
of disability or absence on the part of the President and such administrative 
duties as the President may from time to time assign him. The Secretary, 
Registrar and Librarian shall perform such duties as generally appertain to 
their respective offices and as directed by the President or Faculty. The Di- 
rector of Graduate Studies shall have general charge of the Post-Graduate 
Department under such rules and regulations as may be established for its 
government. t 

10. The Faculty shall act on applications for admission to the Seminary; 
arrange the courses of instruction in accordance with the Constitution and 
By-Laws; exercise discipline of students; act on questions of dismissal from the 
Seminary and promotion to advanced standing, and determine final grades. 


Article II—Professors 


1. The Theological Faculty shall consist of the regular theological pro- 
fessors. Meetings of the Faculty shall be held at least once a month during the 
school year. 

2. Professors desiring to terminate their services shall give at least ninety 
days’ written notice of such intention to the President of the Seminary and the 
President of the Church. 

3. The salary of the professors, to be paid monthly, shall be determined 
by the Church on recommendation of the Board of Education. 


Article III—Courses of Study 


1. The school year shall begin in September on such dates as the Faculty 
may determine, and cover thirty-two weeks, exclusive of vacations. It shall be 
divided into two semesters of sixteen weeks each. 

2. The regular course shall lead to the degree Bachelor of Theology under 
such rules and regulations as the Faculty, with the approval of the Board of 
Education, may establish. 

3. The degree Graduate in Theology may be granted, under such rules 
and regulations as the Faculty, with the approval of the Board of Education, 
may establish, to students who complete the regular course of study but fail to 
meet the conditions required for the degree Bachelor of Theology. : 

4. A Diploma of Graduation may be granted to students, deficient in en- 
trance requirements, but admitted to student status by special action of the 
Faculty, who satisfactorily complete the required course of study. 

5. A certificate as Candidate of Theology shall be granted by the Faculty 
to students graduating under the provisions 2, 3 and 4 who, in the judgment of 
the Faculty, are qualified for ordination to the holy ministry. N 

6. Examinations shall be given under such rules and regulations as the 
Faculty, with the approval of the Board of Education, may prescribe. 


Article IV—Students 


1. Applications for admission to the Seminary, accompanied by a biog- 
raphy of the applicant and testimonials respecting his Christian life, prepara- 
tory training and fitness for the study of theology, shall be made to the 

resident in writing. 
Å re fom a college in good standing with the degree Bachelor 
of Arts or its equivalent shall be regarded as the standard requirement for 
admission to this Seminary. The Faculty shall, however, have discretionary 
power to admit applicants who are otherwise deemed qualified to pursue 
successfully a theological course of study and to serve acceptably in the holy 
ministry. |, | Ach 

3. Students from other recognized Lutheran theological seminaries who 
desire to become candidates for diplomas from this institution shall spend at 
least one year in residence. dy . j ie 

4. Regular students shall receive free tuition and free room in the buildings 
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of the Seminary. Incidental and other fees shall be fixed by the Faculty with 
the approval of the Board of Education. : 

5. Students admitted to this institution shall conduct themselves as Chris- 
tian gentlemen and submit freely to all rules and regulations of the Seminary. 
; 6. Infractions of discipline or unchristian conduct on the part of the stu- 

dents shall be dealt with’in a firm and Christian manner by the Faculty. 
Appeals from disciplinary action, dismissal or rejection of application by the 
Faculty may be made to the Board of Education. ; 

7. Student organizations shall be authorized and supervised by the Faculty. 

8. The students’ boarding club shall be conducted according to the rules 
approved by the Faculty and under the supervision of the President. : 

9. Occasional preaching appointments may be accepted by students with 
the approval of the President. Regular preaching assigments shall be ap- 
proved by the Faculty. 

Article V—Amendments 

1. These revised By-Laws shall become effective and supersede the former 
By+Laws on the first day of July following adoption by the Church Conven- 
tion. 

2. These By-Laws may be amended by any General Convention. of the 
Church by a majority vote of those present and voting, provided that the 
proposed amendments have been published in the official Church periodicals 
at least sixty days prior to such convention. 


A STATEMENT ON STUDENT SERVICE 


Student service is concerned with the spiritual life of Lutheran students 
wherever they may be. It seeks to win and hold college men and women for 
Jesus Christ in the Church. It is an expression of the will of the Church that 
its young people, regardless of where they go to school, shall be given the 
opportunity to develop as intelligent Christians. The hope of the Church is 
that the young people will enroll at the Christian schools established for pur- 
poses of Christian education. Therefore, the Christian colleges must be 
strengthened constantly and be enabled to carry their great responsibility. But 
when circumstance or condition directs the student to secular -or private col- 
leges and universities, the Church extends its Christian education program to 
minister to them and their needs. , 

Since eighty-five per cent of all Lutheran young people in American col- 
leges attend non-Christian institutions of learning, the Church cannot afford 
to neglect them. To reach the eighty-five per cent with the Gospel and the 
challenges of Christian living, as well as to integrate Lutheran student atti- 
tudes everywhere, the department of student service was established. In co- 
operation with the other synods of the American Lutheran Conference, the 
Norwegian Lutheran Church of America has consistently been loyal to this 
important ministry. Under Dr. Fredrik A. Schiotz an exceptionally splendid 
program was carried on for eight years in the American Lutheran Conference. 
It was during his years as executive secretary for student service also that co- 
operative efforts with the United Lutheran Church in this area were so cor- 
dially effected that a transfer of student service to the National Lutheran 
Council was made possible. The new united nation-wide program under the 
National Lutheran Council is at the present time being established. The com- 
missioners who have been elected to supervise the work are the following:

THE POST-WAR CAMPUS 


The problems in this area of service, always made difficult of solution be- 
cause of lack of adequate equipment, have been made more vexing by the 
flood of students to the universities and colleges of our country. In pre-war 
times the American student population was about 1,400,000. As of May 1, 1946, 
enrollments had reached 2,225,000 and were still going up. The great increase 
has been due largely to the return of the servicemen from the foxhole to the 
campus. Forty-one per cent of these ex-GI's are to be found at 38 major edu- 
cational institutions. Nearly 10,000 former servicemen are expected to enroll 
at the University of Minnesota next fall, with about the same number expected 
at the Universities of Illinois, Michigan, Wisconsin, and Ohio State. At all of 
these schools our Lutheran constituencies are very strong. At these five 
schools there are more Lutheran students than at all Lutheran colleges in 
America, | 

To meet the challenge of this new situation, two things are needed, per- 
sonnel and facilities. The National Lutheran Council made funds available for 
the year 1946-47 for emergency personnel but facilities and equipment are not 
available because of lack of funds. Student centers could be used in twenty 
university towns today if money for them was at hand. Just as service centers 
were essential for carrying on an effective ministry for the GI's during the 
war, student centers are needed for an adequate program for them on the cam- 
puses now. If we do not provide our young people with at least essential 
equipment, we shall do less than we ought for the most important student 
generation in America's history. 


THE STUDENT WORKERS STAFF 


Many pastors serving NLCA congregations in college and university towns 
are doing a stalwart job of ministering to Lutheran students, without pay and 
as an extra task above and beyond their normal congregational work. Their 
names are listed at the close of this report.

_ The Board of Education, the Church Council and the Seminary Faculty 
in joint session properly authorized by the Convention of the Church, re- 
established the internship beginning October 1, 1945. Consequently 36 men 
are now on assignment in parish work. Assignments for the ensuing year 
will be effective September 1. 


Our present student body numbers: 10 seniors, 18 middlers, 41 juniors, 
3 special students. 


We register regret that Rev. Alvin Rogness did not at this time find it 
possible to accept election to a professorship at the Seminary. 
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Your Board will no doubt present the name of Dr. Robert H. Boyd to 
the Convention as a candidate for election to the Faculty. 

Election of president and vice-president is in order at this Convention. 

Due to increased cost of building the Seminary library, classroom and 
administration building in the design which was approved by a joint meeting 
of the Board of Trustees, the Board of Education and the Seminary Building 
Committee, progress has been halted pending Convention action as to addi- 
tional funds. 

Since October last, Rev. Warren Quanbeck, associate pastor’ of the First 
Lutheran Church, Duluth, Minnesota, has given a three-hour course in New 
Testament Greek for beginners. 

In accordance with practice from its inception, the mid-winter convoca- 
tion was held during the first week of the second semester. The dates were 
January 29th to February lst, inclusive. 

The College Conference, after a wartime period when it was deemed not 
essential to convene, held its regular annual meeting on March 11th at the 
Seminary. 

Since May, 1944, Mr. Walter Sandgren has been our efficient engineer- 
custodian. 

God has been good to the Seminary during trying war years.

Saskatoon, Sask. 


To the Board of Home Missions, and the Board of Education: 

Luther Theological Seminary, Saskatoon, opened its seventh school year on 
September 25, 1945, with an enrollment of 14. By classes they are listed as fol- 
lows: Seniors 3, Middlers 2, Second Year Juniors 4, First Year Juniors 4, Spe- 
cial Student 1. Of the 14, two are members of the, Lutheran Free Church. 

We hope and pray that with the return of peace-time conditions the Semi- 
nary will be enabled to move forward with a more positive and aggressive pro- 
gram. Much interest has been awakened among the young people, and judging 
by present indications and commitments there will be a considerable increase 
in attendance next year. ; 

In my report last year I called attention to the fact that if the Seminary 
is to be permanently established and equipped to do its work effectively, it 
must have a building of its own, adequate for its needs. At its annual conven- 
tion, held at Saskatoon, Sask., July 5-8, 1945, Canada District adopted a reso- 
lution whereby it “respectfully requests the Planning Commission of the 
Church to recommend the allocation of $80,000 of Centennial surplus funds for 
the erection of this Seminary.” The convention also elected a Building Com- 
mittee for the Seminary, consisting of Dr. J. R. Lavik, Dr. O. K. Storaasli, 
Rev. Mars A. Dale, Rev. Jacob B. Stolee and Rev. John Precht. 

Preparatory to submitting the request of the District to the Planning Com- 
mission, the Building Committee secured architect’s sketches and estimates of 
a building such as is thought necessary for the work of the Seminary. It pro- 
vides dormitory facilities for twenty-four students, library, two class rooms, 
small chapel, dining room, kitchen, etc., and a residential suite for a professor 
and family. It is of modest proportions, but would serve the needs of the 
Seminary for quite a number of years. The Planning Commission has unani- 
mously decided to recommend that $80,000 of Centennial funds be used to 
erect such a building. : 

_ Jointly with the Board of Charities of the District the Building Committee 
is in process of buying a building site, a large city block, one-half of which is 
to be used by the Seminary and the other half by the Board of Charities. This 
is a block which had been held in reserve by the City School Board, but when 
we approached them about the matter, they decided that they would not be 
using it for school purposes, and that consequently they would be willing to 
sell it. Immediate action on our part was found highly desirable, because this 
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was the only really favorable location available on sewer and water lines, and 
convenient for our purposes both in relation to the University and to the Lu- 
theran College and Seminary. If we had not closed the deal at once when this 
property became available, others would quickly have bought it up. Early ac- 
tion in this matter was desirable also because of the rather long process of 
securing tax exemption by act of provincial legislature, which would have to 
be arranged before building operations could begin. 

_The Building Committee has, of course, had in mind all along that the car- 
. Tying out of these plans is contingent upon favorable action by the General 
Convention of the Church, which no one has the right to assume beforehand. 
The Committee is convinced that what it has done, particularly in securing 
the site, involves no serious financial risk, and that under the circumstances it 
was the wise thing to do. 

We are admittedly, however, counting very strongly on favorable action by 
the Church Convention. This assurance rests specifically upon the merits of 
the case. I shall not venture to argue the matter here, but only to emphasize 
that the proper development of our Church in Canada is under God dependent 
upon securing an adequate Canadian ministry. And this can be provided only 
through the instrumentality of the Seminary. There are those who are con- 
vinced that if our Seminary program can be carried forward as it should, 
parallel with other necessary developments, our Church in Canada can become 
a self-sustaining Church body within ten years. This may be a little optimis- 
tic as to time, particularly if this development is to be characterized by an 
appropriate home mission program. But in any case, an essential factor is a 
sufficient supply of pastors who are in the field to stay. But if this is to be 
realized, our Seminary program must go forward. — 

In the resolutions of the Church, adopted in 1938, whereby this Seminary 
was established, it was specified that “for the time being the Seminary shall 
have two professors.” For reasons which I need not discuss here it was 
thought wise to begin with only one full-time professor, in view of the contem- 
plated cooperative arrangement with the Lutheran College and Seminary, and 
particularly since Dr. Iver Iversen, then serving as district president, could 
give some time to teaching at the Seminary. I believe, however, that the time 
has now come when a second full-time professor should be secured, as soon 
as it can conveniently be arranged. There are several reasons for this. The 
Seminary has now passed beyond the tentative stage. That it is necessary for 
the proper development of our Church in Canada is now recognized and admit- 
ted by all. During the past years I have carried much of the time a heavier 
teaching load than I should. For reasons which seemed good and sufficient I 
was willing to do this for the time being. Both Dr. Iversen and Dr. Storaasli 
have also carried heavier teaching loads than they should, in view of their other 
responsibilities. And there are now definite prospects of a larger student 
attendance in the near future, so that two full-time professors will unquestion- 
ably be needed. I also feel that in the present situation too much depends 
upon me personally and upon my continued working capacity. 

For reasons which are fairly obvious, however, it hardly seems wise to try 
to put this into effect for the school year 1946-1947. But I would urge that it 
be done before the following school year, 1947-1948. In that case nominations 
will have to be made-by the designated boards in time for submission to the 
District Convention of 1947. 

There is definite need, however, of some additional provisions being made 
for the next school year also. From my discussion of this problem with the 
district president, the Rev. Mars A. Dale, and Dr. Olaf K. Storaasli, who is 
pastor of the local congregation and gives part-time to teaching at the Semi- 
nary, the conclusion seems to emerge, that the best course to pursue for next 
year would be to secure a competent interne from Luther Seminary, St. Paul, 
to assist Dr. Storaasli in his pastoral work. Dr. Storaasli could then, if neces- 
sary, take a little more work at the Seminary. Also, there is need of some 
stenographic help. PET 

Such provisions will, of course, have their financial implications. If an in- 
terne be secured largely in the interest of the Seminary, the expenses will have 
to be shared accordingly. The Seminary would probably also have to provide 
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about one-third of the stenographer’s salary. In all probability additional dor- 
mitory rooms will have to be provided until we get our own building. For 
these purposes the present Seminary appropriation will not. be adequate. 

This brings us to another matter which should be considered in this con- 
nection. The Seminary was started primarily as a home mission institution, 
because of the compelling urgency of providing home mission pastors, But 
the self-sustaining parishes in Canada must also be provided with pastors. 
And the Seminary must supply them. But this function properly belongs to 
the Educational Department of the Church. Furthermore, the rules adopted 
by the Church governing the Seminary provide that the Seminary “shall be 
under the joint supervision of the Board of Education and the Board of Home 
Missions.” It would seem reasonable, therefore, that the Seminary should re- 
ceive some support from the Educational Department. Possibly it should grad- 
ually be transferred to that department. I would like to submit this question 
to the two departments for their consideration. But in view of the immediate 
need we at this time petition on behalf of the Seminary that the Department 
of Education grant a subsidy of $1,000 for the fiscal year of 1946, with the un- 
.derstanding that this be in addition to the Home Mission appropriation. 
"The present school year has so far been marked by no extraordinary events. 
Our cooperation with the Lutheran College and Seminary has been continued 
as originally authorized by the Church. Health conditions have been good. 
The students have applied themselves to their work with fine diligence and 
consecration, During the past summer all the students served vacant parishes; 
or assisted pastors in large home mission parishes, and they have already re- 
ceived their assignments for the coming summer. In view of the shortage of 
pastors this work by the students during their summer vacations is of great 
value to the Church, and at the same time a significant part of their training 
ror the ministry.

PRESIDENT'S ANNUAL REPORT 


To the Board of Education of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America: 
Grace and Peace! 

The school year 1945-46 has been an eventful year on the campus of Luther 
College. Since this is the first full school year to be spent in a time of peace 
since the beginning of World War II, many changes have been brought about, 
some of which are a source of great encouragement; others of which add to 
our problems and bring us sorrow. It is a source of encouragement to see the 
many veterans now on the campus who are trying to complete their college 
education which was broken off so abruptly because of the war. Sorrow has 
come to us with each report of one of our alumni or former students who has 
paid the “last full measure of devotion” for his country. We have held two 
memorial services in honor of a total of thirty-four gold star men, the first 
on May 13, 1945, and the second on March 31, 1946. 

We look back upon the war years with gratitude to God that we were 
spared so much suffering which many others, both of our nation and of other 
nations, had to endure. At the same time we are conscious of the fact that we 
have weathered a storm which could well have broken down much that has 
been built up by patient toil, sacrifice and prayer. Ås time went on during 
these years of war the strain increased. The college shared the loneliness and 
the hardships of her sons at the front and the longing and heartaches and sor- 
rows of the mothers and fathers at home. But now we are moved especially 
to gratitude to God because the war is ended and we have been able to func- 
tion as a college through it all and have been spared much that others have 
endured, 


FACULTY - 


The war years have not passed lightly over the faculties of our institutions. 
The tenseness due to concern for our boys and their dear ones, the conscious- 
ness of unusual problems facing the college, the questions regarding their 
country’s call for such special services as they might render, increased teach- 
ing loads—all these, and many other burdens weighed heavily upon them. But 
we have known the whole-hearted Christian devotion of many faithful men 
and women who have remained with our college faculty even when more 
lucrative positions have been offered them again and again. They are the 
backbone of our institution, true servants of God. With the ending of hos- 
tilities, the faculty members who have been on leave of absence are beginning 
to return. , 

Herman E. Ellingson, professor of mathematics, returned to the faculty 
in January, 1946, after a period of service in the Navy. A. O. Davidson, 
professor of education and psychology, has completed his term of service in 
the Navy and is now studying at Harvard University in preparation for his 
return to the faculty in September, 1946. Sigvart J. Steen, associate professor 
of music, has completed his term of service in the Navy and is now studying 
in New York in preparation for his joining the faculty in September, 1946. 

Emil Miller, associate professor of physics and mathematics, is studying at 
the University of Iowa, after serving in the Navy for several years. 
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Rolfe A. Haatvedt, registrar and associate professor of classical languages, 
is still in the'Office of Naval Intelligence, attached to the American Embassy 
at Oslo, Norway. 

Kenneth L. Berger. who has been on leave of absence, for study toward an 
advanced degree at the University of Minnesota, is rejoining the faculty before 
September, 1946. ’ : 

"he following instructors were added to the teaching staff during 1945-46: 
Miss Elsa Schilling, M.A., University of Chicago, assistant professor of 
modern languages; Mrs. Anita P. Nelson, B.A., University of Wisconsin, 
instructor in physical education for women; Clare Johnson, M.A., Carleton 
College, instructor in English; Miss Eunice Kjorlaug, M.A., State University 
of Iowa, instructor in secretarial education; and Mrs. Florence Rust, RONG 
and Miss Synneva Sorenson, R.N., each joined us as assistant nurse for one 
semester. - 

Dr. O. A. Tingelstad was unfortunately injured in a fall in which he suffered 
a broken hip, just before the Christmas recess began. During his absence from 
the classroom, other instructors have taken care of his classes. Rev. G. A. 
Sunby has assisted in the instruction of these classes during the second 
semester. 


IN MEMORIAM 


Rev. Oliver G. Fjeldstad, our esteemed friend and co-worker, a member of 
our Board of Trustees and chairman of our Building Committee, passed away 
suddenly on May 12, 1945. Luther College lost in Pastor Fjeldstad a real 
friend and energetic supporter. He served the Decorah Lutheran Church from 
September 15, 1941, until he was taken home to God. During that time he 
devoted much time and thought to the college. He took a very active part 
in the Emergency Appeal, not only in his own congregation but also in other 
communities where he was sent to canvass. He often spoke in chapel and was * 
a blessing to many of the students through his work as a pastor. Intensely 
interested in the college building program, he willingly and ably put his 
shoulder to the wheel in promoting it. He will be deeply missed by his 
colleagues and by the staff and students of Luther College. The funeral ser- 
vices were held on May 16, 1945. 

Dr. Carlo A. Sperati, our beloved band director, retired from active teaching 
and directing during the winter of 1943-44, and after gradually weakening and 
failing, he slept away, about two o’clock on the morning of September 12, 1945. 
He had finished his course. Dr. Sperati came to Luther as professor of music 
in 1905 and gave to the college unstintingly of his talent and his strength. 
He developed a mighty. concert band which traveled from coast to coast and 
twice went to Europe (1914 and 1936). Few college bands have reached the 
perfection of the.Luther College Concert Band under Dr. Sperati’s leadership. 
He was a magnetic personality, and an inspiring director, whose striking 
appearance and graceful movements wove a spell over his audiences. Though 
by nature of a fiery temperament, he subdued himself and became meek as a 
child under the will of his Master. While he “was music to his fingertips” 
and could not leave it alone, he wanted above all to be a minister, and he dedi- 
cated his music and all his talents to that great service. Many tempting oppor- 
tunities came to him that’might have brought him fame and fortune, but he 
brushed them aside without hesitation. He wanted only to serve the Church 
as an ambassador of Christ. Because this aim coincided with the aim and 
purpose of Luther College, he gladly and faithfully served the Church through 
Luther. Few men, if any, have made Luther’s name known so far and wide 
and so favorably as has Dr. Sperati. å 

Blessed be the memory of Pastor Fjeldstad and Dr. Sperati! 


SUMMER SESSION, 1945 


Another successful summer school was conducted last summer, with Dr. 
O. W. Qualley as director. The faculty was made up of the members of the 
regular staff with one addition, Miss Alice Bakken, who gave a number of 
courses in education especially designed for teachers in the elementary schools. 
She proved to be a splendid teacher and a valuable addition to the faculty. 
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; The many expressions of satisfaction coming from students in attendance 
give us reason to believe that the summer session is here to stay a little longer. 
The desire on the part of some students to obtain a degree in less time than 
four years and the desire on the part of other students to prepare for teaching 
in the grades or, if already teaching, to acquire a higher certificate, create a 
demand for the training which the summer session offers. 


THE FACULTY INSTITUTE 


The usual consecration service for the faculty which has traditionally been 
held each fall just before the opening of the school year was this year ex- 
panded into a two-day institute, at which Dean W. E. Peik, of the University of 
Minnesota, gave a series of three lectures. 


THE NORTH CENTRAL WORKSHOP 


For several years Luther has taken part in the North Central Association’s 
workshop at the University of Minnesota. The representative during the 
summer of 1945 was Dr. Adrian Docken, professor of chemistry. As a result 
of our participating in the workshop, our reprsentatives have returned with 
various suggestions that have led to self study and appraisal. A questionnaire 
was prepared and sent to alumni and students for their replies and comments. 
The returns have been tabulated throughout this school year and the results 
have been presented and discussed in faculty meetings. Regardless of the 
specific benefits which may result from such a study, it is a good omen that a 
faculty is willing to pursue seriously a self study, the purpose being to see our 
weaknesses and endeavor to correct them. 


THE DEVELOPMENT OF THE PHYSICAL PLANT 


A new campus plan has been worked out by Morell and Nichols of Minne- 
apolis and has tentatively been approved by the Board of Trustees. The plan 
provides for the locating of the new maifi building on approximately the’site 
of the old—a little farther to the north and a little farther back than the old 
building. The old heating plant will have to go, and a new one, completely 
modern, will be erected considerably farther south on a site much lower than 
the present one. To the north of the main building, the driveway is laid out to 
afford an overlook across the river valley. The women’s dormitory, facing 
south, will be erected on a site directly east of Campus House, approximately 
on the spot now occupied by the pioneer cabins. 

The contract has been let for the construction of the new central heating 
plant, which will be located in the southwest corner of the campus. Since it is 
important to have adequate heating facilities ready by the time the women’s 
dormitory and main building are ready for occupancy, the heating plant comes 
first on the new building program. The plant will be built mainly of concrete. 
Two boilers of the most modern type will be installed immediately and space 
will be provided for a third boiler when needed. 

Bids are soon to be received for the new women’s dormitory, Diderikke 
Brandt Hall, a modified H-shaped building, which will be of brick like the 
other buildings on the campus. Each wing will have its own entrance, desk 
service, house director’s suite and guest room. The four floors of the dormitory 
will accommodate about 250 girls. The dormitory will be named Diderikke 
Brandt Hall, honoring Mrs. Nils Brandt, who lived at the college from 1865 
until her death in 1885 and was so closely associated with the college as to be 
called “the mother of Luther College boys.” 

During the past two years a modernization of Laur. Larsen ‘Hall has been 
under way. The most important features of the program are the installation of 
new fireproof stair wells and stairways, leading directly to doors to the out- 
side, modern wash rooms with showers on each floor, the replastering of all 
rooms and halls, new doors and locks, and complete new furnishings in all 
rooms. The program has now been completed except for the first floor center 
and. east wings and the basement, which must await the erection of the new 
main building and the removal of administrative offices and laboratories to 
that building. When the modernization has been fully completed, Laur. Larsen 
Hall will provide attractive quarters for 260 men. 
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Plans for the new main building are not in the blueprint stage, although 
practically all the preliminary groundwork has been completed. It is hoped 
pane gis for this building may be let in time to have the building ready 
or 1947, å 

Reports on the enrollment for 1945-46 and financial statements for the ‘last 
complete fiscal year are appended to this report. 

In closing, I wish to express appreciation to the members of the faculty 
and the entire staff for faithful service and the good spirit of cooperation which 
has prevailed. I also wish to acknowledge with gratitude the service which 
the members of the Board of Trustees and the building committee have 
rendered during these trying times. And, finally, I wish to acknowledge our 
deep gratitude to God for His blessings which have been so richly heaped upon 
the college, and to the people and administration of our Church for the magni- 
ficent response to the emergency appeal which has made it possible for us 
to look forward to buildings on the campus adequate to meet increasing de- 
mands. We anticipate continued service in God’s vineyard, asking His guid- 
ance to be true to our motto, “Soli Deo Gloria.”

PRESIDENT’S REPORT 
1945-1946 


NEW CONCERNS FOR CHRISTIAN HIGHER EDUCATION 


The school year 1945-46 marks the end of an era and the beginning of a new 
one for the colleges and universities. The sudden termination of hostilities 
opened the doors to new responsibilities and new opportunities. That these 
opportunities had been anticipated in a measure helped to cushion the shock 
of changing over to a peace-time basis. Nevertheless -most colleges found 
themselves insufficiently staffed and inadequately equipped to take care of the 
larger number of well-qualified students applying for admission. The follow- 
ing were the events and adjustments of immediate concern to St. Olaf College: 


Termination of the Navy program ; } 

Expanding facilities for increased registration 

Providing housing for married veterans 

Adjustment of curriculum to meet special G.I. needs 

Mapping out of a wise and fair admissions policy 

Additions to faculty 

Inauguration of building program to meet present and future needs. ; 

Less immediate but more fundamental has been the new concern for Chris- 

tion higher education. Thoughtful educators are scrutinizing the whole 
philosophy and goal of modern education. Christian education specifically has 
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been charged with responsibility in two related areas. One is to recover the 
importance of religion in the educational process. And by religion is meant 
not a “pale morality tinged with emotion” but a religion that is thoroughly 
Christian in spirit and content. The other area is to strengthen the moral, 
spiritual and cultural ties that bind the world together. Economic needs, 
scientific advancement, and industrial development have brought about a world 
neighborhood. Christian education, as the arm of the Church, is concerned 
about making that neighborhood into a brotherhood. 

Education these days is extremely self-critical. It has gone far but in too 
many directions. Now there is a desperate attempt to get at the core of 
education. Practically every college campus has its postwar plans for integrat- 
ing and unifying the multiplicity of departments and course offerings that 
have mushroomed through the years. In essence these many plans are various 
approaches to the same problem, to find the center of gravity in education. 

But what is the center of gravity? Some plans seek the center in a return 
to classical antiquity. Other plans attempt to broaden the base of education 
by putting more emphasis on general education and centering the program 
around a core curriculum. But tinkering with the machinery is not enough, 
important though it may be to eliminate non-essentials. What education needs 
is not a new pattern or even a new philosophy. What education needs is a 
cause, a purpose, a course of action. It is an historic fact that devotion to a 
great cause has put many an institution on its feet. Under the pulling power 
of a great cause the essentials of education assume bold outline, and that 
which is not pertinent is sloughed off. In this day of critical self-examination 
Christian higher education need not be apologetic or hesitant. For in the 
Christian gospel there is an adequate cause to bring order out of riotous 
growth and give meaning and direction to the educational process. 

St. Olaf’s motto indicates the purpose for which she was founded—“Fram, 
Fram, Cristmenn, Crossmenn.” If we are true to that motto, we are not 
building on a system of thought or a pattern of education. We are not even 
perpetuating a training center. St. Olaf is something more than a cluster of 
buildings, a conglomeration of courses and departments, or an accumulation 
of traditions. In the simplest of language, St. Olaf is a community of inspired 
men and women who are carrying out an active program for the redemption 
of human society. This is the cause for which St. Olaf exists. This is the 
call for which we fight. This is the mission which guarantees the future. 


Termination of Navy Program 


The Navy program was terminated on January 12, 1946, after three years 
of continuous service. In this period 3,510 Navy cadets took their preliminary 
training at St. Olaf. At the conclusion of the program a certificate of merit 
was received from the Navy Department for distinguished services rendered. 


War Record 


According to the most recent report in the Alumni office, 1,530 alumni and 
students served in the armed forces. Of this number 56 gave their lives as a 
supreme sacrifice. Å 

Policy of Admissions 


Since the end of the war we have been wrestling with an acute problem of 
over-enrollment. The enrollment for the first semester was 858 and for the 
second semester was 1,041. The total registration for the year is 1,106. An 
analysis of the student enrollment for the year is appended to this report. 

As in most institutions the chief problem. has been restricted facilities. 
Strenuous effort has been made to provide added space and facilities to take 
care of the large number of applicants who have sought admission and are 
qualified to do college work. In spite of this effort some students must be re- 
jected. This is unfortunate but inevitable. Our main concern has been to 
work out a policy of admissions that will insure a thorough and impartial 
review of each applicant’s qualifications for college entrance. It is but wise 
and fair that applicants who are fundamentally interested in the Church and its 


program and who are most capable of doing college work should be given 
preference, 
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Housing Program 


We face two choices in making our plans to provide for the large number 
of students who are seeking admission for the next school year. The first 
choice is to set an arbitrary figure on the maximum number that will be ad- 
mitted, based on the normal capacity of the plant. The second choice is to 
admit as many students as can be housed reasonably by crowding the dormi- 
tories and providing temporary quarters off campus. We are committed to the 
second choice because we believe that the colleges and universities have an 
obligation to the present generation. Thousands of young men and women 
will be denied the privilege of a college education unless these institutions 
extend themselves to meet the:present demand. Government housing units 
have been secured to provide room for about 45 married and single veterans. 
Additional space is being leased from the Odd Fellows Home. This will 
accommodate about 100 additional students. More rooms are also being 
solicited in Northfield homes. Agnes Mellby Hall, Mohn Hall and Ytterboe 
Hall have a total normal capacity of 490 students. Between 150 to 200 addi- 
tional students are being crowded into these dormitories. 


Permanent Building Program 


The event of the year was the ground-breaking ceremony for Harald 
Thorson Hall, the new men’s dormitory, on March 26. Construction of this 
building is now in full swing. It is expected that this building will be ready 
for occupancy within a year. Thorson Hall will normally house 215 men. 
This building is the gift of Harald Thorson, one of the founders of the insti- 
tution, who left his estate to the college for the construction of a building. 
Thorson Hall will be built of Faribault limestone and in design will follow 
the Norman-Gothic pattern of the other new buildings on the campus. 

Other construction contemplated in the near future is: 

The Commons Building which will provide much-needed facilities such 
as dining rooms, social rooms, recreation rooms and other student services. 

The Boe Memorial Chapel. The need for a house of worship at St. Olaf 
has been presented to the Church body throughout the year. The response 
to this appeal for funds has been gratifying. A report on the status of the 
campaign will be presented as soon as the project is completed. 


Foreign Students 


About a year ago plans were made to set up a series of scholarships or 
fellowships for Norwegian students who would profit by a year or more of 
study at St. Olaf College. These students are selected by a committee ap- 
pointed by the Norwegian Government. Six Norwegian students are in atten- 
dance this year. 

Faculty 


The war of four years’ duration has seriously depleted the number of 
available men for college positions. The greatest shortage seems to be in the 
fields of ecconomics, sociology, physical and natural sciences. The emergency 
of the next few years may necessitate adding teachers to the staff who have 
not completed their graduate study. If this is done, provision should be 
made so that teachers who are qualified for permanent positions may be 
granted leaves of absence to complete their graduate study.

Gentlemen: : 6 

The fifty-fifth academic year of Concordia College will close with com- 
mencement exercises on Monday, June 3. The commencement address will be 
delivered by Dr. William Young of Columbus, Ohio, executive secretary of 
the Commission on Higher Education of the American Lutheran Church. 
The baccalaureate sermon will be preached by Dr. Iver Iversen. Sixty-three 
seniors will receive bachelor of arts or bachelor of music degrees. 

In many respects this has been the outstanding year in the history of the 
college. . The enrollment has exceeded that of any previous year; the 
memorial appeal for building funds has been brought to a successful close and 
the men’s dormitory is now under construction. A renewed interest in Chris- 
tian higher education pervades, not only the campus but the Church in the, 
entire territory served by the college. 


THE COLLEGE YEAR 


The college year was formally opened on September 18, 1945, with a chal- 
‘lenging message delivered by Dr. T. F. Gullixson, president of Luther Theo- 
logical Seminary. The problem of housing a student body of six hundred and 
fifty was solved through the cooperation of the citizens of Moorhead and 
Fargo with the college. The three college dormitories were given over to the 
use of women and the men were assigned rooms in private homes. Classroom 
space was provided by extending the school day and by the use of every 
available space. Fortunately, additional capable instructors were available. 
The whole-hearted cooperation of faculty and students accomplished the 
seemingly impossible and the college has experienced a year of encouraging 


results. 
THE RELIGIOUS PROGRAM 


In an age when the moral standards of the youth of America have sunk 
to a low ebb and spiritual ignorance and indifference has perhaps never been 
more prevalent, it is encouraging to witness interest in religion among the 
students of our Church colleges. Student religious organizations, which are 
all on a voluntary basis—chapel, devotional meetings, religious emphasis days, 
discussion groups, Sunday services, all bear witness to the genuine interest in 
personal salvation and the work in the Kingdom. Herein lies the future hope 
of our Church. We have every reason “to thank God and take courage.” A 
larger number than in any previous year is preparing to enter the service 
of the Church as pastors, missionaries, teachers, parish workers, etc. 

While we have sought to present a true picture of the spirit which pre- 
vails in the student body, it is only fair to present the other side of the 
picture. It would be strange indeed if we did not find exceptions to the rule 
in a group of six hundred and fifty young people. The moral standards of 
many communities are far below those of a Christian college. We have sought 
not to compromise the standards of Christian conduct and as a result disci- 
pline has resulted in some instances. In reflecting on the times in which we 
live, it is surprising that so few cases of discipline are recorded in the course 
of a year. The spiritual attitudes of the students are cause for continual thanks- 
ae the see persevering grace of God.

ACADEMIC PROCEDURES 


. During the past year the academic program of the college has been en- 
riched to meet the needs of the veterans and of other students requesting a 
training in specialized fields. A course for social workers has been introduced 
under the direction of Dr. W. E. Lillo. The college is particularly interested 
in the training of parish workers, as well as social workers in other fields. 
The work in the departments of commerce, home economics, music, speech, 
physical education, the natural and social sciences, has been modified or reor- 
ganized to meet the needs of the postwar period. A continuous study of the 
academic program of the college is being made by committees of the faculty.

A few positions remain to be filled at the time that this report is written. 
Professor Paul J. Christiansen and Professor Sigurd Mundhjeld were grant- 
ed a leave of absence during the second semester for graduate study. 


ENROLLMENT 


The record-breaking attendance this year has taxed the capacity of the 
physical plant and the resourcefulness of the faculty and administration. The 
completion of the men’s dormitory will greatly relieve the overcrowded condi- 
tions on the campus. 

The registrar’s summary of enrollment attached to this report reveals that 
one hundred more students were in attendance than in any previous year. In 
addition to the 644 enrolled during the regular college year, 45 attended the 
summer session and 16 special students matriculated in the college depart- 
ment of music or in the Fargo, North Dakota, branch of the School of Music; 
92.42% of the students are members of the Lutheran Church. 


BUILDING PROGRAM 


Concordia looks forward hopefully to the erection of urgently needed build- 
ings. On Monday, April 1, ground breaking exercises marked the beginning 
of the construction of a men’s dormitory. This building, housing two hundred 
men, will be a Gothic, stone building, similar to Fjelstad Hall. The cost will 
be defrayed by the use of endowment funds and will be self-liquidating. 

A building fund of $450,000 has been contributed by the friends of the col- 
lege for the purpose of erecting a physical education building and a library. 
These buildings will be erected as soon as conditions permit. Plans are also 
being considered for the erection of the first unit of a music hall. 

The erection of more buildings will necessitate enlarging the present heat- 
ing plant and the construction of heat tunnels. 


REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Commission is recommending to the general convention that 
Concordia become “Synodically owned.” The Concordia College Corporation 
will give earnest and prayerful consideration to any action taken by the 
N.L.C.A. There are advantages in an institution being owned and operated 
by the entire Church body. There are also advantages in being governed by 
the districts adjacent to the college. In event that the Church acts favorably 
on the recommendation of the Planning Commission, the Concordia Corpora- 
tion will need to be given time to complete certain projects under the present 
organization. 
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The committee has also recommended that Concordia College be granted 
$40,000 from the Centennial fund to partially liquidate an indebtedness of 
$100,000 that has rested on the institution for more than a quarter of a century. 
The Concordia College Board of Directors requested the sum of $100,000. It 
is a reasonable request. A large portion of the Centennial Fund was raised in 
the districts of Northern Minnesota, North Dakota and eastern Rocky Moun- 
tain. The gift to Concordia is the only portion of the Centennial Fund that 
will be returned directly to this section of our Church. Furthermore, while 
most of our educational institutions have received substantial, special grants 
from our Church, Concordia has never throughout her history been given any 
special financial assistance. With a student body of 690.this year, the financial 
needs of the institution are more urgent than ever before. We respectfully 
request the convention this year to assist Concordia by cancelling this burden- 
some debt in order that the annual interest on this large debt may be dévoted 
to the service of educating gifted young people in a preparation for Christian 


service. 
ENDOWMENT HOLDINGS 


Most of the real estate holdings of the college have been sold and converted 
into government bonds. The endowment funds have not only been preserved 
during the difficult depression years, but increased considerably. By the end 
of the present year all holdings should be converted into liquid assets. 


PROPERTY ACQUIRED 


During the past year a half block of land in the northeast corner of our 
campus was purchased to square out this section of the college grounds. One 
of the finest residences in Moorhead is located on this property and it was 
used during the second semester as a “practice house” for Home Economics 
majors and-to house women of the college. Twelve lots in the southeast part 
of the campus were likewise purchased and will be converted into an athletic 


field. 
ORGAN FUND 


The Y. P. L. L. officers of the North Dakota and Northern Minnesota dis- 
tricts in joint session last fall decided to raise a pipe organ fund for the col- 
lege. We wish to express our sincere appreciation to the young people’s or- 
ganizations for their interest and helpfulness. 


GIFTS 


As in previous years the college has been the recipient of a number of 
appreciated gifts. A list of the donors will appear in the college “Record” at 
the close of the fiscal year. We are deeply grateful to all friends of the college 
for their helpfulness in building the Kingdom through Christian education. 


THE CORPORATION 


For many years the Concordia College Corporation has convened during 
the sessions of the general convention of the N.L.C.A. This plan did not 
prove to be satisfactory. In accordance with the decision of the Corporation 
in June, 1944, the governing body will hereafter meet on the campus in the 
month of October with a representation of three laymen and two pastors from 
each of the thirty-six circuits composing the Concordia College Corporation. 

The first meeting of the Corporation under the revised plan was held on 
October 31, 1945, with practically a full representation from each circuit. A 
number of important decisions were reached, which will play a significant role 
in the future development of the college. 


LARS CHRISTIANSON 


In the death of Mr. Lars Christianson, Fargo, North Dakota, on Januar 
30, 1946, Concordia College sustained the loss of a loyal friend and epee 

Mr. Christianson was one of the original incorporators of the college and 
served continuously as secretary of the Board of Directors from the time the 
college was founded until his death, a period of 54 years. This undoubtedly 


establishes a record for length of service on a governing board among Ameri- 
can educational institutions. 
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Mr. Christianson was a man of sound judgment, keen intellect and a con- 
secrated Christian. His business acumen was tempered with vision and re- 
sourcefulness. We loved him for his kindness and generosity. We respected 
him for his ability and character. His frequent generous gifts and his personal 
services have played an important part in the growth and development of the 
college. God bless the memory of Lars Christianson among us. 

As another academic year draws to a close, I wish to express my heart- 
felt appreciation to my faculty colleagues for their loyal cooperation and con- 
secrated services; to the members of the Board of Directors for their able 
counsel and earnest concern for the welfare and progress of the college; to 
the alumni, former and present students, pastors. and Church members, for 
their gifts, prayers and encouragement; to the synodical officers 'and boards 
for their helpful direction of the program of Christian education. May God 
grant us an earnest and determined zeal to build this lighthouse of Truth to 
His Glory and to the temporal and eternal welfare of our most precious pos- 
session—the youth of our homes, congregations and our country.

puses. In number which exceeded all expectations, they set themselves to the 
task of securing an education. The liberal provisions of the G. I. bill have en- 
couraged many to plan for college who would normally have considered such 
an opportunity beyond their reach. The experiences of the war have made 
many men realize more clearly than ever before the importanc of an adequate 
preparation for life. sg 

Augustana, too, has shared this experience. The last semester of last year 
there were 6 veterans; the first semester of this year 38 appeared; during the 
current semester this has grown to 177. Enrollment figures show that we are 
almost back to a 50-50 ratio of men and women and that the second semester 
attendance is the highest in history. The suddenness of this increase is demon- 
strated by the fact that Augustana’s student body increased no less than 67% 
from the second semester of last year to the second semester of this year. 

The results of this sudden influx of men who have been matured and sea- 
soned in the hard experience of total warfare are not yet entirely known. Only 
a longer experience will tell the whole story. Thus far we have found them 
to be on the whole an excellent group. They have been serious-minded, hard- 
working, and eager to learn. Except in a few cases, the adjustment from the 
armed services has been a healthy and normal one. Disciplinary problems have 
been at a minimum. Most of the service men have been normal American men 
who have found their way back into civilian life without serious difficulty. _ 

The housing problem has been a difficult one. Sioux Falls, in common with 
most American cities, is overcrowded and underhoused. However, we are 
happy that it has been possible for us to find housing for all who have thus 
far wanted to come. The finishing of the attic floor of our women’s dormi- 
tory provided rooms for 30 women. Later the old model school building was 
rebuilt to care for 20 more. Day by day private homes have opened spare 
rooms. Married veterans found housing with parents and in-laws. Sioux Falls 
has now been allotted 160 units for married men at the former Sioux Falls 
Army Air Base, in which Augustana students will share. Arrangements are 
being completed with the army for temporary buildings which will house an 
additional 85 men on the campus. In these ways we expect to care for the 
enlarged enrollment of the coming year. 


The Faculty 


Additions to the faculty during the year include the following: Rev. Ed- 
ward Nervig, director of public relations; Rev. Richard Solberg, professor of. 
history; Dr. Karl Busch, professor of biology; Maurice Kochenderfer, assis- 
tant in physical education; Juel Jorgenson, professor of history; Gerhard 
Matzner, professor of English and Education; and Lawrence Thompson, in- 
structor in chemistry. 

L. A. Olson, director of physical education, returned from a term of ser- 
vice as a naval officer; Professor O. L. Hofstad, professor of mathematics, 
returned after a two year absence doing navy teaching. 

Dr. I. B. Hauge, registrar, has been named director of the Placement Bu- 
reau, pics Rev. Stanley Olsen, professor of Christianity, the director of Per- 
sonnel. 

Commencement exercises will be held June 3rd, when a class of 47 will be 
awarded degrees. A feature of the Commencement this year will be the observ- 
ance of the completion of 25 years of work by Dr. Carl Youngdahl in the de- 
partment of music. Men and women who have sung in Dr. Youngdahl’s choirs 
will return to participate in a 25th anniversary concert as the high point in 
the festivities. Such men as Dr. Youngdahl, giving long years of devoted ser- 
vice, have been responsible for the achievement of such institutions as Augus- 
tana. His work as composer, director, teacher, organist, and administrator has 
been outstanding and is worthy of special recognition. 

Two years ago Augustana sponsored its first Rural Life Conference. Trans- 
portation shortages compelled cancellation of a similar conference last summer. 
This year the entire synod and the Rural Church Life Program of the National 
Lutheran Council are cooperating in ‘a rural life institute on the Augustana 
Campus. This will be the official synodical rural life conference of the N.L.C.A. 
and is one of three being arranged in the United States by the National Lu- 
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theran Council. Outstanding Church leaders will join with rural sociologists 
a a enone study of the problems of modern rural life. Dates set are July 

to r 

Realization of new plans for the campus have begun. The first steps were 
taken with the construction this spring of a practice football field and a play 
field for both men and women. The new field located south of the present 
. college stadium is the first step in a development which will bring the acre- 
age south of the present college into the campus. This new field will also make 
available for new buildings the area formerly used for practice purposes. 

The future of our college will be dependent largely upon our success in 
enlisting and holding an adequate staff of well-qualified teachers. All of the 
physical facilities of an educational institution are merely the means whereby 
student and teacher meet under favorable teaching conditions. Our effort must 
always be to secure men who are qualified in three ways. Every college teacher 
must possess the technical knowledge required in his field. In a day of spe- 
cialization, we can never be content to accept anything less than a thorough 
academic preparation. In addition, we must seek personnel that is qualified to 
teach. It is not enough that men be equipped with the necessary knowledge 
in a given field. A teacher must also be able to transmit this knowledge in’a 
manner that will stimulate, inspire, interest, and inform his students. Finally, 
we seek personalities which are fired by a personal commitment to the Savior, 
Jesus Christ. Christian colleges must be staffed by Christian teachers. It is no 
easy task to provide personnel which meet all of these requirements. 

As a partial recognition of the important contribution being made by its 
faculty, Augustana has during the past year raised somewhat its salary level. 
In addition, provision has been made to assist faculty members in joining the 
learned societies of their groups and to attend the conferences of these organi- 
zations. In a world that changes as rapidly as ours, it is imperative that teach- 
ers should keep informed on what is happening in their fields. We are also at 
the present time studying the matter of retirement pension for our teachers, 
and have already tentatively adopted a program for this purpose. 

Attached to this report will be found a supplementary statement showing 
in detail information concerning finances and enrollments. 

We express appreciation to your Board and to the Executive Secretary, Dr. 
J. C. K. Preus, for splendid cooperation and support throughout the year.

PRESIDENT’S REPORT 
1945-1946 1 


To the Board of Education of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America: 

The major developments at Pacific Lutheran College during the present 
school year have been much the same as those which have characterized other 
small liberal arts colleges in the country. With the termination of the many 
problems which faced us during the war period, we have new and fully as 
grave problems facing us now in the reconstruction period. 


STUDENT ENROLLMENT 


The drastic reduction in student enrollment during the war is now being 
supplanted with an increase in student enrollment. Whereas during the war 
we had one man student for every five women students, we now find ourselves 
with one G.I. for every three students, or as many men in total as we have 
women enrolled at the college. We rejoice with joy unspeakable to see the 
men who went away during the war days coming back to take their places in 
the student body. | 

During the spring semester of the school year 1943-1944, we had 144 college 
students. During the spring semester this year, we have 330 college students. 
For the entire year, including the summer school, we will have had enrolled 
504 students. 

Prophecies regarding the enrollment for the school year 1946-1947 vary 
from 400 at a low to perhaps five or six hundred for a single enrollment period. 
We regretted to find it necessary to turn students away during the spring 
term of the school year in which we are now because of the lack of housing 
room. We are studying that matter very carefully and hope to be able to 
somewhat adequately handle the increased enrollment in the opening semester 
of 1946-1947. f 

Because of the tremendous area served by the college, reaching from Alaska 
on the north to Mexico on the south, and from the Pacific into the heart of 
Montana, it becomes almost a natural impossibility to keep anybody on the 
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road soliciting students for the college. Thus, it has become a part of my job, 
as the president to be field man, both for the financial needs and the enroll- 
ment of new students. It has been our purpose to make a point to reach into 
our congregations for the purpose of enrolling our own Lutheran young 
people. Thus, the percentage of Lutherans is very likely as high as 1t has 
been during any time since we became a college. We have made little or no 
attempt to secure the enrollment of non-Lutheran people because we feel that 
we are definitely representing the Lutheran Church and should give to our 
Lutheran young people the priority of our services. However, we are glad 
to have the non-Lutheran student body with us for they come from a type of 
home which selects us because of our orthodox position in the field of Chris- 
tianity. On the whole, we have a wonderful student body and the morale has 
been high. The spirit is excellent. 


FACULTY 


With the ending of the war, we have increased our full time faculty staff. 
It is the sincere belief of the Board of Trustees that we have as fine a faculty 
at the college as we have ever had. Some splendid new people have been 
added to the faculty during the past two years. 

We rejoice especially to have back with us as dean of the college, Dr. 
P. E. Hauge who has been on leave with the armed forces during the past 
‘three and one-half years. He returned to the college with the rank of 
lieutenant colonel, having distinguished himself as a leader in the armed forces 
in both the Asiatic and European theaters. ; 

We wish to credit the faculty with an unusual amount of faithfulness 
through a great many years. With the increased costs in the West, more than 
in any other part of the nation, the financial pinch is felt more keenly today 
than at any other time in the history of our faculty. The white-collared man 
in America is suffering more than any other, with the inflation upon us and 
with the salaries remaining somewhat near the same level they were when we 
came to the end of the depression: Certainly, our faculty is underpaid in pro- 
portion to the students we send out to teach in the public schools. Nothwith- 
standing this fact, there is a fine spirit in the staff. With the increase in stu- 
dent attendance, it will be necessary for us to add several teachers to our 
faculty for the school year, 1946-1947. 

The college continues on an eleven month basis, nine months being devoted 
to the two usual semester periods, while two summer sessions are held, each 
being four and one-half weeks in length. Each teacher is required according 
to contract to give ten months of service. 


ACCREDITATION 


In 1942, Pacific Lutheran College gained state approval as a four-year 
college of education. On December 9, 1943, the college sought and was 
granted regional accreditation as a four-year college of education at the hands 
of the Northwest Association of Secondary and Higher Schools. In January. 
1945, the accreditation was still further increased by this excellent association 
when we were accredited as a four-year Liberal Arts college with a teacher- 
training department. In January, 1946, the same association extended our 
accreditation as a four-year Liberal Arts college until September, 1948. At 
that time, we will come up for final inspection and it is expected that indefinite 
accreditation will be granted the college, contingent upon the present building 
expansion program. 


OBJECTIVES 


The aims and objectives of Pacific Lutheran College are almost identical 
with those of every other Christian college of our kind. They include the 
intellectual, social, physical, cultural, religious, professional, and general. We 
need not mourn that our colleges have been Christian, but we might well mourn 
that we have not been as Christian as we should have been. We bend our 
heads, hearts, and spirits in humility and confession that we have failed to live 
up to our best ideals. 
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RELIGIOUS ACTIVITIES 


_ The religious activities include the daily chapel programs, the evening devo- 
tionals, the Christian interpretation of life, student directed religious programs, 
L.S.A., L.D.R., personal consultations, inspirational meetings, conferences and 
retreats, appeals for missions of various kinds at home and abroad among Jew 
and Gentile. We seek to be a true handmaiden of the Christian Church. 
Therein will lie our secret of success and our justification in appealing to the 
Church for support. . 


EDUCATIONAL PLANNING 


Our educational planning has been much like that of any other school of 
our kind. We have gone through that bewildering period known as World 
War II. Many of the speculations and discussions of that period may be re- 
garded now as wasted time. We are trying to find our way so that we will 
continue to be a power and strength for both Church and State. We pray God 
that we may help to build Christian characters to serve as leaders in every 
department of human life. 


INTER-SYNODICAL COOPERATION 


One of the most unique things about Pacific Lutheran College is the inter- 
Synodical cooperation. Our college is more than just an institution of learning. 
It is the focal point and center of the movement in Christian unity among 
the many and divided members of the House of Luther. In large measure, the 
future of the Church in the West depends upon the leadership that will come 
out of Pacific Lutheran College. 

Hitherto the Lord has led and guided us so that the spirit of good will has 
continued to increase. Our Board of Trustees is made up of representatives 
from three Lutheran Church bodies. The appropriations from the American 
Lutheran Church have been more than doubled during the last two years. 
The appropriation from the California Conference of the Augustana Synod has 
been tripled during the past two years. The California Conference of the 
Augustana Synod has appealed to the Augustana Synod for an increase in the 
support of the college. The Board of Trustees of the college has invited the 
Pacific Synod of the United Lutheran Church to place a teacher at the college 
to represent that Synod in the West, the same to be supported by the Pacific 
Synod together with the United Lutheran Church. No report has been re- 
ceived thus far from this invitation. 

Without this united support in sending students and money, it is doubtful 
that we could carry on a college under the heavy expenses which are-continu- 
ally growing from year to year. 


CURRENT EXPENSES 


The ever present, perennial, and almost continually nagging problem in the 
small Christian college is that which revolves around our finances. The in- 
crease in the cost of operating a college is almost terrific. During my first year 
as president in 1943-1944, we were able to operate the college on a budget of 
$100,000. That has increased each year until next year the proposed. minimum 
budget will be $174,000. While this will be offset in the increase in the number 
of students, it does not relieve the salary situation which is becoming increas- 
ingly acute in the lives of our faculty and staff members who find it difficult 
to support their families and improve their educational standards in the meas- 
ure which the times demand. ge ) 

We will have to ask our supporting friends within the Synods and as pri- 
vate individuals to increase their support if we are to be what we ought to in 
a time like this. Such as it is, we are balancing the budget for the third suc- 
cessive year, for which we are deeply grateful to God and to all those who 

us. 
ace errs 1, 1943, the college had an indebtedness of $170,000. Included 
in this debt was the $62,000 of endowment funds which had been spent for 
* current operations. At this date we have repaid $140,000 of this debt. We 
still owe $30,000 to two friends of the college. 
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THE BUILDING FUND 


The appeal for support for our building program has been met with wide- 
spread and general interest and support. We are deeply indebted to the 
W.M.F. of the N.L.C.A. for about $35,000, and to the W.M.F. of the American 
Lutheran Church for $30,000, and to the American Lutheran Church, as such, 
for $35,000. We owe a deep and abiding debt of gratitude to leading citizens 
in Tacoma who have pledged $115,000 toward the gymnasium fund. Our 
appeal to Tacoma for $175,000 had a beginning but it has no termination 
point until we have succeeded in. reaching the entire goal, even if it takes us 
another. year or two. 

We have received cash and pledges to the building fund of about $500,000, 
which includes the endowment fund restored in the amount of $62,000 which 
will be used in our building program 

We have on hand about $312,000 with which to start out on our building 
program. The Board of Trustees has decided to set up three buildings in 1946: 
a new science hall, a new girls’ dormitory, and a new gymnasium. According 
to this program, we are short $200,000 of the amount of cash needed, in addi- - 
tion to the $40,000 we will need to complete the library which was a gift to the 
college from the City of Tacoma in 1937. We expect these buildings to be 
erected this summer and ready for use at the opening of the second semester 
in the school year 1946-1947. 


: The importance of our college in the West cannot be overestimated. The 
fact that our 110 small congregations in the Pacific district have given about 
$200,000 to the building program proves the deep and abiding interest in this 
college by everybody throughout. our territory. 
The Golden Jubilee building fund cash on hand, April 1, 1944, was $27,000. 
’ On this date, we have cash and bonds on hand in the amount of $270,000, after 
$150,000 has been spent on the Old Main Building. 


We send our thanks to God and express our appreciation to six thousand 
people who have joined in this splended effort. : 


al CENTENNIAL APPEAL SURPLUS 


It has been rightly said that Pacific Lutheran College is now engaged in a 
building program which should have been done twenty-five years ago. The 
Church has suffered great losses because of the poor and shabby equipment 
with which we have been working here through many years. 

The Board of Trustees has petitioned the Planning Commission to recom- 
mend to the Church that $75,000 be given to the college from the Centennial 
funds. Recent developments in the philosophy regarding the use of the Cen- 
tennial Appeal Surplus funds makes it seem rather questionable as to whether 
that much money can be given. We therefore appeal most sincerely that the 
Church at this time honor our request with a minimum of $40,000 toward the 
building of Pacific Lutheran College. No-institution in our Church is in 
greater need and none is more strategically located. 


With this report I close my third year as president of Pacific Lutheran 
College. I admit in all humility that my best faith was altogether too little 
to honor the great and generous God, through Jesus Christ, Whom we serve 
here. We might have had much greater blessings if we had allowed ourselves 
to lay our faith upon the generous purse of the Almighty Who is the Banker 
of the nations and Who owns the cattle on a thousand hillsides. 

We pray that we may in the future prove that the lessons of faith in the 
past will stand us in good stead to the glory of God, the furtherance of His 
Kingdom, and to the upbuilding of Christian character for time and eternit 
We give thanks to God always and for all things. 15

! PRESIDENT’S REPORT 
' 1945-1946 


Clifton Junior College suffered during the war like other colleges did. The 
attendance was very low. The boys were drafted and the girls felt that they 
ought to help out wherever they could. 

Anticipating a long war, precaution was taken from the beginning. The 
curriculum was abridged as much as possible and the teaching force was re- 
duced to the minimum. With the assistance from the Church and the local 
congregation, the college was kept in operation and “pulled through” without 
any serious loss. 

The year 1945-46 opened with thirty-two students enrolled. During the first 
semester the enrollment climbed to forty-two. 

The second semester opened up with seventy-eight. Twenty-seven veterans 
have been enrolled and the prospects are good. As the college has no dormi- 
tories, it has been extremely difficult to provide housing for the students. It 
is safe to say that the enrollment would have been better if lodging and board 
could have been secured for students. 

Arrangements for rebuilding the dormitories have been made. The present 
plan calls for two small dormitories and a commons. The college is permittee 
to go ahead with the building when $50,000 have been raised. About $42,000 
have already been collected or subscribed and it is quite certain that the goal 
will be reached before summer. The college is mindful and thankful for the 
many gifts that have come from friends in the north, congregations, Ladies’ * 
Aid, W. M. F., and other organizations as well as individuals. 

It appears that the disaster of 1942 when the college lost its dormitories. 
will turn out to be a blessing in the end. The Lord is good. It is our fervent 
prayer that He will bless the college in the future as He has in the past ana 


that the college may continue to be a true laborer in His vineyard. ,

WALDORF COLLEGE 
PRESIDENT’S REPORT 


“Thou crownest the year with thy goodness.” Ps. 65:11. In these years of 
unrest and uncertainty God has continued to show us His goodness. He has 
- blessed. us in many ways. These have been difficult years for our Church col- 

leges; there have been many problems, most of them caused first by the war 
and then by the readjustment to peace-time conditions. But by leaning on 
His everlasting arms and trusting Him, with courage and confidence, our 
schools, including Waldorf, have gone forward, and He has crowned the year 
with His goodness. "Not unto us, O Lord, not unto us, but unto Thy name 
be the glory.” 
1. Junior Colleges Today 


The war caused a decrease in enrollment in junior colleges comparable to 
that in the four-year schools. Balanced budgets were the exception. Ninety 
junior colleges closed their doors. With the return of peace and increased 
enrollments these schools are reopening and new ones are being started. The 
junior colleges of the nation stand on the threshold of a great new era of ser- 
vice. It is quite likely that the next 15 or 20 years will see a tremendous in- 
crease in the number of young people at our junior colleges. As the program 
expands we may expect an increasing percentage of four-year junior colleges, 
that is, institutions which include grades XI through XIV. 

“Why the private junior college?” It can justify its existence only if it 
makes contributions which the public institution does not or cannot make. 
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This is where our Christian emphasis comes in. The private junior college has 
a leadership function, and has the opportunity to develop a spiritual program 
which is denied to most tax-supported educational institutions. If there ever 
was a på when the schools of our Church need to be aggressive, that time 
is now! 


2. Waldorf’s Four-Year Program 


The Board of Trustees considered a careful and detailed report made by 
the faculty on the four-year junior college program. This plan includes two 
years of senior high school (ie., the junior and senior high school classes), 
and two years of college (i.e, the freshman and sophomore college classes). 
Oå Jo 15, 1945, the following resolution was unanimously adopted by the 

oard: 

"Whereas: Many parents see the need for Christian influence in the 
lives of their children during the formative years of their high school educa- 
tion; \ 

Whereas: Many young people have deferred their high school education 
because of the need for workers in industry or agriculture during the war 
emergency; 

Whereas: The Federal Government has provided liberally for the further 
education of returned service men, many of whom have not completed their 
education on the high school level; 

Whereas: The North Central Association of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools has set up standards for a junior college embracing the 11th and 
12th, 13th and 14th years of education as a desirable teaching unit; 

Whereas: The present educational facilities of Waldorf College permit 
the expansion of its program to include the courses on the secondary level; 

Therefore, Be It Resolved, That the Board of Trustees of Waldorf Col- 
lege hereby authorize the administration to organize a four-year junior col- 
lege, and that the necessary steps be taken immediately to activate said 
program.” 

On February 14, 1945, our synodical Board of Education adopted the fol- 
lowing resolution: “That the Board of Education views with favor the pro- 
posed plan or experiment of expanding Waldorf into a four-year junior col- 
lege. It is assumed that this does not in any way obligate the Board to in- 
crease the regular appropriation to the institution.” 

On September 10, 1945, Waldorf began its 43rd year as a four-year junior 
college. The enrollment this year is 164 students; 135 in the college division, 
"and 29 in the high school division. This represents a 69.1% increase over the 
enrollment of 1944-45. Students have come this year from Virginia, New York, 
Michigan, Illinois, Wisconsin, Iowa, Minnesota. Indications are that next year 
there will be many more applicants than can be properly cared for unless 
additional facilities are available. Application has been made to the Federal 
Public Housing Authority for housing units for veterans. 


3. Finances 


There are no mortgages on college property and no notes payable to banks 
or individuals. The college has no indebtedness and is in a sound financial 
condition. The Waldorf appeal has brought in close to $60,000 to date for im- 
proving and modernizing our present facilities, to secure needed equipment, 
and to make the necessary changes to adequately accommodate 250 students. 
The physical plant is now in excellent condition. Plans are under way to build 
an extension on to the main building to house.68 more students. 

Sufficient funds were transferred recently from the Appeal to Endowment 
to make the latter $50,000. These funds will be used later for income-produc- 
ing buildings. 

4. Mission Chapel 

Included in the extension to the main building referred to above, it is 
planned to have a beautiful mission chapel on the first floor. Our present 
chapel seats only 208 and it is necessary to seek enlarged quarters. The pro- 
posed "Mission Chapel” will give another opportunity to mission-minded Chris- 
tians throughout the Church to perpetuate the memory of those saints of the 
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Lord who have given themselves to the cause. Such a chapel will have a strong 
influence in the lives of our students. It will be a constant reminder of the 
cause and the challenge of missions. It will give vision and inspiration. The 
Women’s Missionary Federation of the Iowa District adopted the following 
resolution on September 25, 1945: “That each Ladies’ Aid be urged to con- 
tribute $150 toward the Mission Memorial Chapel (may be given over a period 
of three years, i.e., $50 per year) or that each Ladies’ Aid contribute $1.50 per 
capita each year for a period of two years.” In accordance with this resolution 
the money received by Waldorf from the Ladies’ Aids during 1946-47-48 will 
be set aside for the Mission Chapel. This provides a major project for the 
Women’s Missionary Federation of the Iowa District together with all the 
fine work it is already doing. For this Waldorf is sificerely thankful. The 
chapel will be a monument to faithful mission-minded friends. . 


5. Faculty 


We have an exceptionally fine faculty this year. All are qualified according 
to North Central Association standards. The following changes occurred since 
our last report: John W. Olson went to Concordia; Miss Grace Dodds, to 
other work; Rev. Clarence N. Hanson to Concordia; Miss Beulah Folkedahl, 
to other work; Rev. Harold Ditmanson to St. Olaf. The additions to the staff 
include: Nels T. Tosseland as dean; Miss Louise Ambuel, science; Miss Ardis 
Anderson, librarian; Miss Ingeborg Coltvet, commerce; Miss Ruth Gulbrand- 
son, nurse; Miss Margaret Heinsen, commerce; Miss Elizabeth Lokken, dean 
of women; Rev. A. E. Syverud, field representative; Rev. Orvis M. Hanson, 
Christianity; Miss Helen Asp, women’s physical education; Miss Johanna 
Hemmingson, social sciences; Oakley Ellickson (second semester 1945-46), 


economics. 
6. Looking Ahead 


Waldorf has reason to feel happy over its prospects for the future. It has 
a program that meets the need of our people. There are many Christian par- 
ents who desire a positive influence in the lives of their children during the im- 
pressionable post-confirmation period in the school as well as in the home. 
The deepest decisions of life are confronted in these years, and permanent 
choices are made which determine the future and affect every phase of the rap- 
idly developing personality. The new program at Waldorf is planned specifi- 
cally to serve this group of young people. 
_ As we look into the future we see a tidal wave of immoral and godless liv- 
‘ing coming with the release from the tensions of fear and hardship after the 
war. The flood-gates of sin are being flung open. Our Church and all its insti- 
tutions will have a tremendous responsibility for the spiritual preservation and 
the ennobling of the lives of our sons and daughters who are faced with temp- 
tations at every turn. Our fundamental responsibility remains unchanged. 
“And the Gospel of the Kingdom shall be preached in all the world for a wit- 
ness unto all nations . . .” This clearly states our task and purpose, and we 
must "work while it is day, for the night cometh when no man can work.” 
Our humble petition is that God will continue to help us prepare heroic men 
and women, who have seen and known the Lord, to go out to evangelize and 
preach and live the Gospel. God give us wisdom, and vision, and courage!

CAMROSE LUTHERAN COLLEGE 
PRESIDENT'S REPORT 
1945-1946 


To the Board of Education, Norwegian Lutheran Church of America: 

God has abundantly blessed Camrose Lutheran College during the past year. 

We have a fine student body numbering 125. That is more than we can con- 
veniently accommodate. The faculty consists of sincere and well. qualified 
teachers. Although we have labored under serious handicaps of over-crowding 
and too big teaching loads, the work has gone forward with encouraging re- 
sults. We have seen young people grow in knowledge and in truth. We have 
seen them come to the time of decision, and we have seen them decide for 
Christ. It is our prayer that our school may continue to give that spiritual 
emphasis which alone justifies its existence. 

It is gratifying to see that our own Lutherans patronize our school better 
than before. Two years ago the percentage of Lutheran students was under 
fifty. Last year it was around sixty and this year it is over seventy. There is 
no reason why this trend should not continue if we make it a conscious aim. 

1945 saw the launching ‘of the Camrose College Memorial Appeal. This has 
as its minimum objective the ingathering of $50,000. This goal is at present 
(April lst) easily within our reach, and will have been passed by the end of 
the school year. For this excellent result we are grateful to God. We also wish 
to express our special thanks to the pastors of Alberta and many lay people, 
who have taken hold of the ingathering in an admirable manner. Without their 
aid the work would not have succeeded. 

The tax situation is still unsettled. The College Board has decided that 
building operations will be deferred until assurance has been obtained that the 
buildings will be exempt from taxation. 

Camrose College appreciates the support of the Board of Education and our 
Church in general. We solicit your prayers that the school may continue to 
grow and fulfill its purpose within the Kingdom of God.

AUGUSTANA ACADEMY 


REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL å 


“Bless Jehovah, O my soul, and forget not all His benefits,” Ps. 103:2. 

1945-1946 has been another year of God's blessing for Augustana Academy. 
Enrollment figures are up over the previous year. Only the willingness of stu- 
dents to endure the difficulties which come when dormitory rooms are crowded 
has made possible the increase. Many rooms that should house two students 
have, the past year, been shared by three. 

At his request, the president was granted a year’s leave of absence, and the 
administration work was given to the principal. 

The Lord's hand was again evident in the supplying of teachers and work- 
ers. Both in ability and in their devotion to their Savior, those who have come 
have been outstanding. We thank God for supplying our every need. 

On the financial side, too, the Lord's hand has been felt. Funds have been 
available when they have been needed. Miss Olive Rislov, who came as com- 
mercial teacher, has been doing the general office bookkeeping. A system of 
monthly reports to the board of directors has been established. 

A continued mission emphasis has been provided first-hand in the persons 
of Miss Sylvia Berge, returned missionary from South America, who has been 
teaching English, and Mr. John Skepstad, son of Missionary John Skepstad of 
the China field, interne who has had charge of Christianity courses. Rev. Stan- 
ley R. Olson of Jackson, Minnesota, was the principal speaker for Prayer and 
Praise Week in the fall of 1945. 

In the spring of 1945, it was found possible to resume concert tours of the 
a cappella choir after a break caused by war travel restrictions. Basket ball 
was resumed on an inter-school basis as Augustana Academy became a mem- 
ber of the Inter-State Academy Conference, under whose supervision forensics 
were also carried out inter-scholastically. 

Six seniors of the 36 in the class of 1946 ranked among the top ten per cent 
in the state of South Dakota in the Twelfth Annual Scholastic Examination 
given by the University of South Dakota at Vermillion. 

President R. E. Hofstad was prevailed upon by the Augustana Academy 
Appeal committee to head the ingathering of funds for the building program. 
Together with Mr. George Johnson of Lake Mills, Iowa, who was selected 
to assist him, President Hofstad has been organizing the appeal for $100,000. 
The Alumni Association has taken over, as its particular project, a music hall, 
which is urgently needed to supply adequate facilities to serve the music de- 
partment, and to open rooms in the present girls’ dormitory for housing which 
now must serve as music practice rooms. 

A growing consciousness of the need of Christian influence and emphasis 
during the high school age is evident in our Church. God grant that we may 
keep our institution truly Christ centered, and, as He guides, reestablish or 
build anew others for secondary training.

The Task That Lies Ahead 


Because of the government housing program, under which 2,700,000 new 
homes are scheduled to be built in two syears, the Division of American Mis- 
sions has asked each Home Mission Board to indicate how much new work 
can be undertaken this coming year. It is expected that the building program 
will cause approximately 1,000 new communities of 1,000 homes each to spring 
up. It is the hope of the Division of American Missions that the Lutheran 
Church may be established in all of these new communities if possible. Ob- 
viously, this can be done only if every Lutheran body cooperates and does 
all that possibly can be done. Although there is a shortage of manpower at 
the present time, the urgency is so great that the Division of American Mis- 
sions appeals to each body in the National Lutheran Council to plan to carry 
out some new work as heretofore, knowing that this will mean vacancies in 
some other places. This appeal is made to us because the pattern for each 
of these new communities becomes fixed within the first few years of its 
existence. This pattern will include the schools, the grocery store, the drug 
store, the theater, the filling station, the church, and in most places the tavern. 
We believe it ought to include the Lutheran Church. 

In addition to the new communities which are destined to spring up, it 
should be noted that by December 31, 1945, 57 communities have already been 
assigned to our body by the Regional Committees. Fourteen of these have 
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been assigned for definite occupancy by mission work and 43 for study. Since 
December 31, a number of other assignments have been made. Besides the 57 * 
that have been assigned to our Church, 253 others have been assigned to other 
churches of the National Lutheran Council. We mention these facts in order 
that all may see that the task before us is a challenging one. 


Opportunities in Self-Supporting Parishes 


_ We would call the attention of all self-supporting congregations to the 
rich home mission opportunities in every neighborhood and to the possibility 
of supporting the entire program of Home Missions. We would especially 
mention the following: : 

1. Permanent parish missionary programs. Because of the great Home 
Mission opportunities right around our well-established churches, we call atten- 
tion to the importance of the permanent parish missionary program. There 
are many unchurched near our churches, who should be brought under the 
influence of the only saving Gospel. We need to be reminded of the fact that 
God will hold each congregation responsible for all the unchurched in its 
community. The Board offers the services of Pastor E. C. Reinertson to all 
pastors and groups of pastors interested in establishing a permanent parish 
missionary program. å 

2. Sponsorship plan. Several congregations in the past have expressed 
interest in sponsoring new missions. We believe that this should become a 
common practice throughout the Church. As a people we can do more King- 
dom building than we are doing at the present time if strong self-supporting 
congregations will lend their support, especially to nearby Home Mission : 
projects. This can be done by freely transferring membership to the new 
church as well as by giving annual offerings or other gifts to the new projects. 
A plan of sponsorship of new missions has been worked out whereby it can 
be carried out under the present budget system, allowing credit for.the con- 
gregation towards the budget. In every case it is emphasized that the gift 
of the congregation to the new mission should be over and above the full 
budget contribution to the other activities of the Church. 

3. Transferring members. An efficient transfer department has been.set 
up under the direction of our general secretary, Dr. A. J. Bergsaker. We 
would appeal to all pastors and boards to make it a point to report all re- 
movals from their congregation to Dr. Bergsaker so that he may in turn 
report the names to the pastors in the new territories to which the people 
move. With an estimated 15% of the Lutheran people moving out of the 
parish each year, the use of the transfer department becomes a very important 
phase of the work of holding our present membership. 


The Budget 

The Board has made a careful study of the budget income for Home Mis- 
sions. We believe it is the intention of the people of the Church that we 
carry out a program that is commensurate with the support that is given 
financially. Moreover, we interpret the resolutions of the Church at its last 
convention as a mandate to us to be aggressive and forward looking in our 
program. On the other hand, we are watching the budget income carefully, 
in order to stay within our income. We believe in expansion in every depart- 
ment, because our work is constantly with the new congregations that are con- 
tinually being added to the synodical family. We see them grow and develop, 
taking their place immediately as supporters of the budget. These new congrega- 
tions alone will make possible an enlarged program of work both at home and 
abroad. Moreover, we would plead with our older congregations not only to 
continue to support our program as in the past, but even to increase that sup- 
port. Let us give at least $1.00 per confirmed member to Home Missions, besides 
substantial support to all other departments.

Commission on Rural Church Life 


In order to emphasize the special opportunities and responsibilities con- 
nected with rural church life, the Board set up the Commission on Rural 
Church Life. This commission has begun its work and is making a thorough 
study of rural church life. It is preparing helpful literature and plans to 
sponsor rural church life conferences from time to time. Their first rural 
church life conference is scheduled at Augustana College, July 15-19, 1946. 
This conference is open to pastors and lay representatives of all congregations 
that are interested. 

Because one of the great problems in the rural areas is the rearrangement 
of parishes, the Commission has appointed one of its members, namely, the 
Rey. Casper Nervig, to make a thorough study of the problems of rearrange- 
ments, and to lead the work of bringing about a rearrangement whenever 
possible. He has begun his work by making a concentrated study of the 
North Dakota District, but is planning to extend this service to other districts 
of the Church as well. Let us in the various circuits, however, not wait for 
any official to come and suggest rearrangement, but let us elect committees 
to make the proper studies and to begin working on the problem under the 
direction of the district president. This is a big problem which must be tackled 
with courage and with true Kingdom vision. We cannot afford in these times, 
when there is so much need for manpower in other places, to waste that 
power by duplication or inefficient arrangement of our parishes. 


Institutions and Special Missions 

1. Immigrant Mission. Because of the tapering off in immigration, the 
Board has for some time contemplated closing our Immigrant Mission in 
Brooklyn, New York. Now it has developed that the city is building a high- 
way to cut the corner where our building stands and has instituted condemna- 
tion proceedings against our building. Word has just been received, as this 
report is being written, that the city will take title to our property as of May 1 
of this year. We do no yet know what price will be paid for our property. 
This will be the close of this institution which, in days of immigration, served 
a worthy purpose for the Church. We express appreciation to Rev. Arnold 
Edwards for his services as superintendent of this mission. 

2. Seamen’s Missions. Upon the recommendation of the pastor and the 
-congregation at Ketchikan, the Board decided to sell the Seamen's Mission at 
Ketchikan for $35,000, of which sum $3,500 was given to the congregation 
with the understanding that from now on the spiritual service to seamen in 
- Ketchikan is to be cared for by our local congregation there. 
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The Board also wishes to report that in compliance with the Church's 
resolution, the San Francisco Seamen's Mission has now been closed. It is 
expected that the Norwegian government will carry on work among seamen in 
this important port. We would express appreciation to all friends who have 
supported these seamen’s missions in the past. We would also express our 
thanks to Pastor Thorson for his services as superintendent of the San Fran- 
cisco Seamen’s Mission. . ; 

While we state that the Rev. Harald E. Siqueland has been elected to take 
the place left vacant by the death of the late Rev. J. G. Nordby, as superinten- 
dent of the Seattle Seamen’s Mission, we pause to pay tribute to Pastor 
Nordby and to express thanks to God for the years of service he gave to this 
mission and to the Church. May God bless his memory. 

It is the intention of the Board that the new superintendent of the mission 
at Seattle is to restudy the program with the hope of increasing the spiritual 
service rendered to men who are now sailing the seas. We believe that this 
mission has a definite contribution to make to seamen in the Pacific Northwest. 

3. Bethany Indian Mission.. Pastor and Mrs. E. W. Sihler are continuing 
to minister faithfully to the Indians, not only at Wittenberg, but in other 
places in Wisconsin. The emphasis of late years has been to minister to the 
Indians in the communities where they live, bringing services to them by the 
eet and other workers. We believe this is the best way to carry on this 
wor 

4. Eskimo Mission. Our work among the Eskimo in Alaska is continuing 
as in the past, under the leadership and direction of the Rev. E. H. Dahle. 
Reports indicate that the Gospel is being preached in an effective and worthy 
way among these people, and that fruit of the work is evident. We express 
appreciation to Pastor and Mrs. Dahle, to Miss Frost and now also, to Miss 
Bertha Stedje, who was willing to accept a call to go to Teller to help with 
the work there. We also express appreciation to the LDR for the support 
they are giving to our work at Shishmaref. Let us all remember these our 
brethren in the far north in our prayers. 

5. The Ephphatha Mission. Pastor H. O. Bjorlie is continuing to serve 
faithfully as superitendent and pastor at the Ephphatha Mission to the deaf 
mutes and to the blind at Faribault. Through this mission our Church is con- 
tinuing to minister to these unfortunates in a worthy way. We would invite 
all who travel through Faribault to take the necessary two or three blocks 
detour from the highway in order to see the Ephphatha Church, which stands 
as a beacon light among the several state institutions at Faribault. 

6. Canada Seminary. Several years ago our Church voted to establish a 
seminary in Saskatoon, Canada, under the direction of the Board of Education 
and the Board of Home Missions. Shortly thereafter, the seminary was organ- 
ized and the work began. Now we see the fruits of it in an increasingly large 
gubet of well-trained Canadians manning the pulpits of the Church of 

anada, 

The Home Mission Board has set aside $7,000 a year for the operation of 
this seminary. For the first few years not all of this was needed for operation 
and a considerable sum of money accumulated, which has now been used by the 
seminary for the purchase of lots for the new building which is being planned. 

The last few years the enrollment has been increasing so much that it now 
becomes necessary for the seminary to appeal for an increase in the subsidy 
of $7,000 and make it $8,000 in order to carry on the work adequately. There- 
fore, the Home Mission Board has voted to increase their subsidy from $7,000 
to $8,000 for the current year, but with the hope that the Board of Education 
will begin to share the financial burden in the future. 

Because all the financial support has heretofore come from the Board of 
Home Missions alone, the supervision has also been virtually all left to us. 
We do not believe this is wise, because of the great educational importance 
of eik be 

; er Projects. The Board has continued to give financial aid to 
WCAL, to the Book Mission and to the Bible Societies. We believe that each 
of these is worthy of our support and we express appreciation for the services 
rendered by them. 
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Evangelism 


Several changes have taken place in the evangelism personnel during the 
biennium. Dr. Peder Nordsletten resigned as evangelist in order to accept a 
call. The Board voted to extend a call to Mr. Allen V. Lee to become one of 
the official evangelists of our Church and this call has been accepted. The 
Board extended a call to Rev. Sigvald Fauske to become the Luther League 
evangelist. This call has also been accepted and he is now working under the 
direction of the Luther League and is supported by the Luther League. Rev. 
C. K. Solberg became ill shortly before Christmas and has been compelled to 
resign. We express appreciation for his services and pray that God will sustain 
him in this time of difficulty. 

In order to give more careful attention to the work of evangelism, and 
in order to develop Parish Evangelism or Faith in Action more fully, the 
Board called Pastor Elmer C. Reinertson. This was done shortly after Pastor 
Nordsletten resigned. He was also asked to head up the work of evangelism, 
under the Executive Director. We are happy to report that Pastor Reinertson 
not only accepted the call, but has entered upon his new duties with vigor. 
His work is meeting with fine response throughout the Church wherever he 
has appeared. 

The Board believes that there is a place for this type of evangelism, with- 
out, however, displacing the type of evangelism that we have carried on in 
the past. It is the Board’s desire to strengthen the work of evangelism all 
along the line. Plans to call additional evangelists have been held in abey- 
ance, however, upon the request of the Planning Commission to wait until the 
convention has made its decision regarding the future of evangelism. 


Planning Commission 

We would commend the Planning Commission for their interest in and 
thorough study of all the work of our Church. The one resolution in their 
report that most directly affects Home Missions is the suggestion regarding 
the work of evangelism. The Board of Home Missions believes there is a 
logical relationship between evangelism and the whole program of Home 
Missions. Consequently, we are somewhat reluctant to have this work sepa- 
‘rated from Home Missions. . If, however, the Planning Commission’s resolu- 
tion is adopted, we stand ready to assume our pro-rated share with the other 
departments for the support of this new department. 


Church Extension 

The Board wishes to express appreciation to Mr. C. L. Nasby for the many 
years of leadership given in the field of Church Extension. During his years 
of service the fund has been re-established to a remarkable extent through 
his careful and efficient leadership. When he resigned in February, the Board 
elected the Executive Director to take his place.

In order to meet the needs of the day, the Board has embarked on a new 
policy in regard to Church Extension Fund loans. Under this policy, the 
following should be noted: All loans now are at 3%. Nearly all of them are 
first mortgage loans instead of second mortgage loans. Each loan is put on a 
long term amortization basis, with payments such that they are within reach 
of the new Home Mission congregations. Moreover, the Board has decided to 
make more adequate loans to fewer churches, rather than to make more and 
less adequate loans to a larger number of churches. In other words, the new 
plan is to do complete primary financing as far as it is possible to do so, in- 
stead of secondary, partial financing, as was usually done in the past. An 
effort is now being made to study the entire program of the congregation 
at the time the loan is made. This is done in an attempt to integrate the pro- 
gram in such a way that the contributions to the benevolences of the Church, 
the schedule for reduction of Home Mission aid and increase in pastor’s salary, 
and the payments to be made on Church Extension, are all worked out into 
a united plan. 

Although the interest has been raised to three per cent, the average interest 
that will be paid by most Home Mission congregations will be, perhaps, about 
one percent. This is true because an arrangement is made whereby the Board 
carries the interest for the congregation for the first few years on condition that 
the congregation meets its various obligations as outlined in the comprehensive 
program worked out for the congregation. - Furthermore, the plan is to in- 
crease the length of the time that the Board carries the interest payments for 
the congregation in proportion as the congregation decreases the number of 
years they ask for aid. 

This new policy has already proven to be a great incentive to the congre- 
gation to put on a better every-member canvass and to encourage the people 
of the local congregation to take over as much of the obligation as possible. 
Under these policies we are using the Church Extension Fund as much as pos- 
sible to help the congregations to help themselves, which is our ideal in Home 
Mission building. ' : 

We wish to express appreciation to Mrs. Gertrude Wallestad, Callender, 
Iowa, for bequeathing $20,000 to Home Missions and about $80,000 to Church . 
Extension. We are confident that this money will do much Kingdom build- 
ing. This is true because Church Extension is truly a revolving fund. Money 
that is loaned to build a church today, will be paid back by that congregation 
within ten to tweny-five years and will then be used over again to build another 
church. It is estimated that the Wallestad legacy will build about 15 churches 
per generation continuously! And so it goes permanently. We would encour- 
age others to remember the Church Extension Fund in gifts and legacies. We 
would also express appreciation to the Planning Commission and to the people 
of our Church for the Victory offering, which increased our Church Extension 
Fund by over $52,000. 


Let none of us, however, think because of these two substantial additions 
to our Church Extension Fund, and the increase from the Centennial Appeal 
that for the present, we have all that we need. The fact is that it has been 
necessary for the Home Mission Board to advance from its emergency funds 
to the Church Extension Fund, in order to carry on much needed Home Mis- 
sion operations at the present time. 


Because of building restrictions it is true that not all possible available 
Home Mission money is being used just at the present time, but even this 
should not deceive us into thinking that the fund is adequate. The fact is 
that the total amount of money that has been approved in loans at the present 
time, and which will be drawn as soon as building operations can continue 
å ay large a Rå total amount or easy NN from all sources, for Church

tion 'to the fact that the Board of Home Missions has not at any time come 
out to the people of the Church in a general appeal for funds. We would also’ 
note the fact that we had only a proportionately small share of the indebted- 
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ness that was paid off in the Centennial Appeal and that the Planning Commis- 
sion's report suggests that only $40,000 be given to Home Mission, the amount 
which has already been earmarked by the donors for Home Missions. Conse- 
quently, we ask the people of the Church to give careful consideration to the 
resolution agreed upon jointly with the Board of Foreign Missions regarding 
an appeal to greatly increase our Church Extension Fund in the near future. 
This increase in our Church, Extension Fund is essential to an expanding pro- 
gram of Home Missions. Without this increase our activity will necessarily 
have to be greatly decreased. 

When building operations are resumed, we will find ourselves seriously 
handicapped in Home Missions for lack of needed funds for Church Extension. 
Money from other sources must be advanced if our Home Mission program 
is to go forward. 


In Conclusion 

The Board of Home Missions wishes to express appreciation to our dis- 
trict presidents who are serving as Home Mission superintendents. Although 
they have many other duties, much of their time is devoted to Home Missions, 
especially in the districts where there is intensive Home Mission activity at 
the present time. We also express our thanks to the area missionaries and 
parish workers who are serving effectively in their respective places. We 
remember especially our Home Mission pastors and their families, scattered 
over the entire land, as well as in Canada and Alaska. They still face so 
many problems and hardships that it is frequently necessary to remind one 
another of the fact that when we undergo certain hardships, we are but fol- 
lowing in the footsteps of Him who gave up everything for us. 

We would also express appreciation to the people of our Church for the 
many evidences of real interest in the important work of Home Missions. 
We ask you to remember this work in your prayers and to give us sugges- 
tions from time to time in regard to the work. We are making an honest 
and sincere effort to carry on the work in the way we believe the Church and 
the Lord of the Church would have it done. But the task is so overwhelming 
that we must help one another through prayer, through cooperation and 
through helpful suggestions whenever possible.

Whereas these departments have made no special Church-wide appeal for 
many years in the past; 

Therefore be it resolved: 

1. That the Church authorizes a joint home and foreign mission appeal 
for funds for a great missionary advance throughout our Church. 

2. That the nominating committee nominate five active pastors from each 
district to meet together with the stewardship secretary and report back to the 
convention for its approval, a possible date when the appeal shall be carried 
out, 

3. That the Board of Home Missions and the Board of Foreign Missions 
appoint a joint committee to carry out this appeal.

REPORT OF THE MISSION SECRETARY 1945 


“There is no restraint to the Lord to save by many or by few.” (I Sam. 14:6). 

God’s message to the world is still the message of salvation. He would have all 
men to be saved. Through the tumult of battle, in the deep suffering caused by 
war God’s message of salvation still sounds. How great is God’s mercy! How 
wonderful is His love! 1945 was a remarkable year, certainly one of the most 
remarkable years in history. We could celebrate V-E Day and V-J Day and we 
rejoiced in the knowledge that the terrible conflict was over and that victory was 
ours. Truly, there was cause for rejoicing! 

When 1945 began our missionaries in the Philippines were still in the hands of 
the Japanese, as were our missionaries in occupied China. On February 4th our 
missionaries in the Philippines were released when the American Army occupied 
Manila, and in May they returned safely to America. Our missionaries in Wu- 
chang, China (the Rev. H. M. Nesse and Miss Martha Kulberg), were released 
when Japan surrendered. Pastor Nesse went to Sinyang. Miss Kulberg was con- 
fined to a hospital in Wuchang due to illness, and just as this is written comes 
the sad news that she died in Wuchang January 25, 1946. We had hoped that she 
would soon come home on a much needed furlough, but God has instead called 
her to His rest above. 

After the many months when hardly any reenforcements could be sent to our 
fields it became possible to get passage for a few missionaries during 1945, al- 


though the shipping situation is still difficult. Especially is it difficult to get reser- 
vations for familes.

Survey of the Fields 
CHINA — 


During the first part of the past year most of our field in Honan was occupied 
by the Japanese. During the spring the Japanese marched against Fancheng, 
Siangyang and Laohokow in Northwestern Hupeh, and succeeded in capturing 
these towns, although they did not occupy that part of Hupeh long. Our mis- 
sionaries who had remained on the Western part of our field, when the Japanese 
occupied the Eastern part, had to leave. They were evacuated by American planes 
to West China. Those due on furlough proceeded to America via India, while the 
others remained in West China. The Lutheran Theological Seminary which was 
opened in Chungking in 1944 continued in that city during 1945. Dr. Peng Fu 
served as Principal of the School until the autumn of 1945 when, as President 
of the Lutheran Church of China, he started on a tour of visitation to the various 
synods which are members of that Church. There are now 12 synods (missions) 
cooperating in the Lutheran Church of China representing 7 countries, including 
China, and with a constituency of about 65,000. These synods work in twelve 
provinces with a total population of 289 million. 

The Lutheran Church of China will hold its General Convention at Shekow, 
Hupeh, next October. This will be the first General Convention since 1937 when 
the Convention was held in Loyang, Honan. 

West China—The Lutheran Board of Publication and the Lutheran Seminary 
continued in Chungking during 1945. Pastor Sven Wisløff Nilssen, who served 
as General Secretary during the L.B.P.’s first year in Chungking, left for Norway 
on furlough in the autumn, and Pastor Johann Hannesson, who is also teacher at 
the Lutheran Seminary, took over the secretaryship of the L.B.P. The plan is to 
move the Seminary back to Shekow and the L.B.P. to Hankow in 1946. The Rev. 
Harold Martinson, who arrived in Shanghai January 16, 1946, is going to Chung- 
king as our Mission’s representative on the Seminary faculty, while he also will 
devote some time to the work in the Lutheran Congregation in Chungking. This 
congregation consists mainly of Lutherans from Central China who found a 
refuge in Szechuan during the war. The Rev. Chu Hao-jan is the pastor of the 
congregation. é Å 

Dr. Daniel Nelson writes about the work in West China: 

“The Chungking Congregation is increasing in membership every Sunday. We 
have one of the largest congregations in Chungking and our leadership com- 
pares favorably with the best in this city. The congregation now raises about 
four fifths of the pastor’s salary, and we hope they can raise the whole amount 
in a few months.” (March 10, 1945). aug 

We had a very festive Christmas season here. The high light of the festivities ' 
was when Marshall Feng Yii-hsiang was admitted as a full member of the 
Chungking Lutheran Congregation ... The Christmas collection came to Chinese 
$90,000, which is not a poor collection even at home.” (January 3, 1946). 

Dr. Daniel Nelson as Field Director for China under the Lutheran World Con- 
vention has had his headquarters in Chungking. A Lutheran Service Center was 
opened in that city under Dr. Nelson’s direction. 1 i 

Superintendent Geo. O. Holm spent part of the year in Chungking and part 
in Ankang before leaving Chungking for Hankow after V-J Day. He was trying 
to reach the Western part of our field and approached Laohokow just as the 
Japanese attacked that city. Fortunately he was able to escape up the Han River 
and returned to Chungking. Since his arrival in Central China Rev. Holm visited 
Shekow. Then he went to Sinyang and made a trip to most of our stations in 
Honan. Dr. N. Fedde spent some months in Kweichow last year working ata 
Government Hospital. He returned to Chungking and in the autumn he left for 
Hankow and Honan. The Rev. Arne Sovik stayed in Chungking till the autumn. 
He was treasurer of our Mission and was also teaching at the Seminary. In 
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addition he devoted much of his time to work among students. He left for Honan 
together with Dr. Fedde and both are now in Kioshan. Miss Lydia Hanson suc- 
ceeded Miss Clara Jones in the work among students in Chengtu. Later she was 
appointed treasurer of the Mission when Rev. Arne Sovik left Chungking. Miss 
Hanson is still in Chungking, but will probably leave for Honan this summer. 

Damage done to Buildings on our Field 3 : . 

Superintendent Holm has sent a detailed report about his trip to our stations 
in Honan. He describes the damage done to buildings on our field. The situation 
may be summarized as follows: : . 

Lutheran Home & Agency Building, Hankow: Damage not as serious as at 
first feared. It is possible to use the building, but due to removal of pipes, radia- 
tors and a boiler by the Japanese, the building is without heat. There is"as yet 
no electric light, and at times no running water. 1 

The Seminary, Shekow: The buildings need a great deal of repairs, but they 
have not been wrecked by bombing. 5 

Kikungshan: Most of the houses seriously damaged. At the American School 
the new classroom building has been burned down. 

Our Field in Honan: Most stations seriously damaged. The destruction is 
worst at Junan where the mission station, church, chapel, etc. have been levelled 
with the ground. 

The cost of rebuilding is difficult to estimate. Superintendent Holm estimates 
that to put our stations and institutions into usable condition would cost at least 
U. S. $182,000.00. In addition the cost of repairing the American School Kikung- 
shan is estimated at U.S. $48,000.00. In these figures the cost of repairing the 
Seminary and the Lutheran Home & ‘Agency is not included. 

The Sinyang District Council held a meeting in January (1946). At that meeting 
a greeting to the Mission Board and Home Church was adopted and sent to the 
Home Board. ; 

-Reenforcements—The Revs. Thos. I. Lee and Harold Martinson who sailed 
for China towards the end of the year arrived in Shanghai in January. Pastor 
Lee is going to Honan, while Pastor Martinson is going to Chungking. The 
Rev. Edgar Sovik who has served under the Chinese Government will go to 
Honan when his contract with the Government expires. He is now in Peiping. 

In March (1946) the following missionaries arrived in China: Dr. Erik Sovik, 
Sister Thone Sandland, Miss Clara Peterson (returned), Miss Bernice Boyum, 
Miss Constance Twedt, Miss Nina Fosmark (new). The Rev. Olaf Hansen left 
New York for Shanghai March 15. At present (April 9), the following are on 
the west coast waiting for boats: the Rev. Edward Sovik, Mr. and Mrs. I. Ler- 
berg, Miss Arna Quello, Miss Aagoth Fosmark, Miss Olive Christensen. Many 
more both furloughed and new missionaries will be leaving for China when the 
shipping situation improves. 

New Missionaries—The following missionaries called in 1945 have accepted 
calls to China: Miss Constance Twedt, Miss Nina Fosmark, the Revs. Olaf Han- 
sen, Luthard Eid, Philip Hyland, Dr. Arthur Hall, Dr. Erling Hestenes, Dr. 
Chauncey Bly, Dr. Rudolph Skogerboe, Miss Marjorie Bly, Miss May Erickson, 
Miss Laila Froiland, Miss Lydia Dyrud. 

The doctors are either in the armed forces or are completing their studies 
under the army regulation, and it is not as yet certain when they can be released 
to go to the mission field. 

Of the four who studied Chinese at Berkeley, California, in 1944, Miss Bernice 
Boyum is now in China, the Revs. Omar Otterness and Rolf Borg-Breen will 
leave for China during the present year. The Rev. Orvis Hanson resigned to 
accept a call to Central Lutheran Church, Minneapolis, as Youth Pastor and 
is now teaching at Waldorf College. 

The following were interned in the Philippine Islands during the war: The 
Rev. and Mrs. C. L. Hinderlie and daughter, the Rev. and Mrs. H. A. Larsen 
the Rev. and Mrs. H. Loddigs, Mr. and Mrs. I.' Lerberg and son, Miss Ruth 
Gilbertson, Miss Esther Olson, Sister Gladys Anderson, Miss Judith Skogerboe 
Miss Ruth Jothen. They arrived in the U. S. in May. Miss Jothen and Miss 
Skogerboe have since married—Miss Jothen married Mr. Pearson and Miss Sko- 
gerboe married the Rev. Philip Hyland who has accepted a call to China. Rev. 
Hinderlie resigned to accept a call to Manitowoc, Wisconsin, 

What of the Future?—China is now considered one of the Big Five in the 
World Council. Extraterritoriality is gone. The nationalistic tendency is evident. 
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The Gospel does not rest on any special privilege accorded because of racial or 
national affinities. It is the power of God unto salvation for every one who be- 
lieves. Hachiro Yuasa says: “In this crucial hour of human history, Christians 
everywhere in the world are compelled to rescrutinize their basic faith and hope. 
Needless to say, God's truth, and God's truth alone, is sufficiently potent to guide 
baffled humanity through this period of titanic world transformation.” 

In the new China there will be wonderful opportunities for Christianity, but 
also tremendous tests. In the words of Dr. Chester Miao: “We need humility 
and wisdom, faith and courage, vision and cooperation.” 

“Missions have been, in the past, carried on very cheaply. Salaries have been 
low compared to those of other Europeans in the same area; equipment has often 
been on a niggardly basis; and native help has been inexpensive. Now all this 
is changed. Money has greatly lessened in purchasing power, and mission cost 
will rise proportionately. The giving of our people has not increased in the same 
ratio. Take the cost of travel for example. It is safe to say that this has increased 
threefold.” 

There will be many difficulties to cope with as we try to rebuild our stations 
and to start up the work again, but there will also be many opportunities. Time is 
however, valuable, and no one can tell how long the present opportunities will last. 

Legal Relations with the Government—Problems of taxation of Church and 
mission property have been causing uncertainty as to the exact terms of the land 
law. It is clear that schools and hospitals, if registered, may claim exemption, 
but not churches under the existing regulations. 

A further question is the future status of the Christian Church. In order to 
hold property, churches must be incorporated. But the only rules under which 
they may register at present give them the status of a social organization under 
the She Hui Pu. Special regulations for religious bodies are needed. 

Inflation—The inflation continues to cause much hardship. The cost of living 
has risen more than 2000 times above 1937. This tremendous rise in prices has a 
demoralizing influence. 

Our Program in Post-War China—The China missionaries on furlough had a 
Conference in Minneapolis in September at which time the program for our 
work in post-war China was discussed on the basis of information received from 
the field. The points around which most of the discussion centered were the 
evangelistic, the educational and the medical branches of the work. It was agreed 
that two fully staffed hospitals should be operated by the Mission, each with a 
staff of four American doctors and at least two American nurses. An important 
part of the medical work will be mobile units—at least one at each hospital. 

In the educational field it is felt that there should be at least one full High 
oe on our field and one Bible School on the East Field and one on the West 

ield, 

Literature—There will be an ever increasing demand for literature in China. In 
this field the Church has both a wonderful opportunity and a tremendous respon- 
sibility. 

The Lutheran Board of Publication has many manuscripts ready for the press, 
but much more must be done both in the line of translation and production of 
new books by Chinese Christian authors. 


MADAGASCAR 


Our field in Madagascar has not been occupied by the enemy as has most of 
our field in China, but indirectly the war has seriously hindered the work in that 
missionaries on furlough were not able to return to the field and new mission- 
aries could not be sent out. The situation became very serious, as most of the 
missionaries on the field had stayed long beyond their term and were seriously 
in need of furlough. The situation improved somewhat during the past year, and 
it was possible to return missionaries to the field for the first time since 1940. 
During the year the Rev. & Mrs. Wm. Trygstad, the Rev. & Mrs. S. Tverberg, 
the Rev. & Mrs. O. P. Stavaas and Miss Laura Olson returned to Madagascar, 
while the Rev. & Mrs. O. L. Hofstad and three daughters, the Rev. & Mrs. P. 
B. Stolee and three children arrived in this country from the field. 

In March (1946) the following missionaries arrived from Madagascar: the Rev. 
and Mrs. K. L. Norlie and two sons, the Rev. and Mrs. K. Monson and daughter, 
Sister Mette Hagen, Miss Mayme Stevenson, Miss May Rendahl, Miss Dora 
Gulbranson, also Carl and Folkvard Braaten. 
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The following are now ready to leave for the field: the Rev. Conrad Halvorson 
and family, the Rev. Gordon Ruud and family, Miss Evelyn Lovaas. and Sister 
Oline Egesdal. Miss Egesdal was in Norway during the war and arrived in this 
country in November. The Rev. C. Russell Johnson and family and the Rey. Alton 
Halverson and family will sail for Madagascar in June. 

The Rev. F. Birkeli has sent a letter suggesting a program for Lutheran Co- 
operation in Madagascar. This letter is being sent to the Board members and to 
the missionaries on the field and on furlough. | 

Perhaps in no other mission field is the situation of the Lutheran Church so 
favorable geographically as in Madagascar. The whole southern part of the 
island is a contiguous Lutheran field with a potentially strong indigenous Church. 
The time seems to be ripe for definite steps to consolidate the work of three 
Lutheran missions in Madagascar and for the formation of one Malagasy Luth- 
eran Church. 

The Rev. Wm. Trygstad was elected Superintendent to succeed the Rev. K 
Monson who is on his way home on furlough. The Rev. S. Tverberg succeeded 
the Rev. K. L. Norlie as treasurer of the Mission. The Rev. F. S. Hallanger be- 
came principal of.the Evangelist School in Fort Dauphin when the Rev. P. B. 
Stolee left on furlough. The Rev. T. F. Braaten succeeded Pastor Hallanger at 
Bekily. At present Manambaro and Antanimora are without missionaries, and 
Manafiafy, Manantenina, Ranomafana and Tsivory have no resident ordained 
missionary. 


SOUTH AFRICA 


South Africa experienced in 1945 one of the worst droughts in its history, and 
much suffering among the natives resulted. 

Our missionaries have in most cases stayed beyond their furloughs and are 
much in need of rest. We are deeply sorry that Mrs. J. F. Ylvisaker became so 
seriously ill that her life was despaired of, and it became imperative that the 
Ylvisakers leave for the Homeland. They had to travel via South America and 
did reach home in November. Mrs. Ylvisaker’s condition is still critical, but an 
improvement is noticeable. 

Our pioneer missionary, the Rev. Heinrich Otte, passed away at his station 
Tshaneni April 6th. He has worked in South Africa as missionary since 1896, 
first at Hlabisa, and since 1930 at Tshaneni. A long and blessed day of labor 
was granted him. 

Miss Agatha Otte who is a nurse was engaged as nurse at Tshaneni and to- 
gether with Mrs. Otte is responsible for the work at our northernmost station 
in Africa. 

The Rev. Hjalmar Astrup and family, Mr. John Nelson and family and Miss 
Emma Eide are ready to come home early in 1946. At the time of writing the 
Rev. & Mrs. Luther Reinertsen and child are waiting for boat to sail for Africa. 

Mr. John Nelson was seriously ill during the past year but is reported to be 
much better. 

From the Lutheran Theological Seminary at Oscarsberg, the Rev. J. E. Farup, 
Principal, nine candidates were graduated in December. Of these three were from 
cur mission, four from the Church of Sweden Mission and two from the Berlin 

ission. 

Due to lack of missionaries the Seminary is now closed. The Rev. Mr. Farup 
has taken over Hlabisa station succeeding the Rev. Hj. Astrup who is leaving 
on furlough. Rev. Farup will in addition supervise the Tshaneni district, and is 
also the treasurer of the Mission. 

The Rev. C. G. Lygre and family arrived in South Africa in June and were 
stationed at Luwamba when the Ylvisakers left for America. Later the Lygres 
moved to Untunjambili. The Rev. J. N. Otte supervises the Luwamba district 
in addition to the Entumeni district. 

Miss June Kjome was stationed at Luwamba upon her arrival on the field last 
summer. Of the two nurses sent to South Africa urider the Lutheran World Con- - 
vention to work on the field of the Norwegian Missionary Society, Miss Ruth 
Lovas was stationed at Ekombe and Sister Alene Smith at Umpumulo.

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LATIN AMERICA 


During 1945, our missionaries worked on the field of the Colombia Evangelical 
Lutheran Mission in South America (Celmosa) in the Province of Boyaca in 
Colombia. Rev. H. Thoreson was stationed in Soata. Rev. A. Morck in Duitama 
and Rev. H. Olson in Tunja. 

Negotiations were carried on with Celmosa as to the possibility of taking over 
that Mission’s field in Colombia by our Joint Board. However, these négotiations 
failed to bring about a definite result, and it was decided that our missionaries 
(Thoresen, Morck and Olson) visit other countries in South America to study 
the situation in the light of the post-war development. They brought their fami- 
lies to Bogota and started on the trip in February. 

The time is ripe for a great forward movement for Christ in Latin America. 
Nationalism is definitely in the ascendancy and as far as possible the evangelical 
message must be brought by Latin Americans. The missionaries must understand 
and sympathize with the national aspirations of the South American peoples; 
they must be of a sympathetic, kind, Christ-like disposition and must be quick 
to size up the local situation, ready to serve, and courageous in their proclamation 
of the Gospel of the Crucified and Risen Savior. 

Radio is more and more being used in the proclamation of the Gospel in Latin 
America. Plans are being made for extending this method of evangelism. The 
‘proclamation of the Gospel in South America, especially in the Andean countries, 
must go hand in hand with the practicat application of the Gospel in Christian 
benevolent, educational and medical work. The widest and ablest presentation 
of the Christian message and a vivid practical demonstration of what the Gospel 
of Christ means in truly Christian lives and homes are needed. 

Literature—The need for wholesome Christian literature in Latin America is 
very great. The need is for books—originals and translations—for Christian maga- 
zines, and newspapers, for good pictures and for hymn books. The magazine “La 
Nueva Democracia” ably edited by Mr. Alberto Rembao has temporarily ceased 
publication while Mr. Rembao visits various countries in Latin America during 
the winter and spring of 1946. Dr. Stanley Rycroft’s book “On This Foundation” 
has been translated into Spanish and published by Aurora, Buenos Aires. 

The Peruvian scholar Luis Alberto Sanchez writes: 

“Tf we lack anything in Latin America, it is an affirmative spiritual unity. 
Created in a dogmatic atmosphere of affirmations and negations, we have lacked 
the interior drive called faith. We have unity in skepticism, in negation, for we 
have always lived under the regime of monopoly, commercial, political, financial 
and clerical. Latin America, fundamentally believing, but temporarily skeptical 
and vacillating, needs to find its way by working out its own faith. Let people 
from every part of the world come to our land, each one bringing his truth, his 
culture, his language, his religion.” 


THE HOME BASE 


1945 was a very encouraging year as far as the work in the Homeland was 
concerned. Evidence of increasing mission interest was general. This growth 
of interest was especially manifested in the requests for missionaries to be as- 
signed to congregations or groups for support, and requests for special projects 
on the fields to be.assigned to Sunday Schools, Ladies Aids and individuals for 
direct support. i Å 

Literatute—The Year Book—Kumbulani—for 1943-1944, was published in July 
1945. Because of the centenary of our South Africa Mission in 1944 the Year 
Book last year was especially devoted to Africa. 2,000 copies were printed. 

Recreational Conference—During the war we did not have the Recreational 
Conference for Missionaries and Board Members, but the plan is to have the Con- 
ference again next summer, and the Committee recommends that it be held at 
Medicine Lake July 29-August 4. ue. 

Contributions—We are truly thankful to God for the increase in contributions 
to Foreign Missions, and we wish to record our gratitude to the many friends 
who under God dedicate a part of their substance to the extension of His king- 
dom in other lands. During the past year we again received several gifts from 
friends whom we no longer can reach with a written or spoken word of thanks, 
but who in their last wills and testaments remembered the work of Foreign 
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We record their names in grateful remembrance: Jacob Olson, Lars Steffenson, 
Knut L. Gaasedelen, Hannah Anderson, Ingeborg Klevberg, Thea J. Thompson, 
Knudt B. Skuldt, Jorgen Olson, Mary C. Knudtsen, Anna Olson, A: C. Thomp- 
son. 

Lutheran World Action—We are indeed happy that the past year saw the end 
of the war so that it became possible for the missions which had been cut off from 
their homelands to establish connection with their Home Boards again. During 
the years of occupation of Norway we have been in direct touch with the fields 
of the Norwegian Missions, and mainly through Lutheran World Action it has 
been possible to render financial aid to these missions so that the work could 
continue. We have received many expressions 'of thanks from the missionaries 
concerned and also from their Home Boards. “ I 

Due especially to difficulty with exchange it will be necessary to continue 
financial aid to these missions also in 1946, although it may be expected that 
during the present year these difficulties will be solved, so that the Home Boards 
in Norway and Denmark will be able to remit money direct to their fields. One 
field (Manchuria) is still isolated so that it has not been possible to send funds or 
even to get letters through to the missionaries there. The Danish Missionary 
Society and the Norwegian Lutheran China Missionary Association have work 
in Manchuria. 

The Committee for the Schreuder Mission in Norway—After almost four years 
without direct connection with Norway we have had the joy of receiving letters 
and papers from friends in that country. The Committee for the Schreuder Mis- 
sion has continued its work during these years. Mr. Chr. Dons is still the treasurer 
of the Committee, but Pastor Oswald Granborg has been elected $ecretary. Prof. 
Olaf Moe is chairman. Pastor Granborg has translated Rev. A. S. Burgess’ book, 
“Unkulunkulu in Zululand,” into Norwegian under the title "Zulufolket, Evan- 
geliet blandt zuluene.” We have received a shipment of the book in this country. 
The book may be obtained from our Mission Office or from Augsburg Publish- 
ing House. We wish to express our thanks to Pastor Granborg and to the Com- 
mittee in Norway for sending the books and we send fraternal greetings to the 
members of the Committee, 

Statistics—We have not as yet received the statistics for 1945 from the fields, 
but expect them in April or May. 

Conclusion—In viewing the past year in retrospect we see how God has led 
us by His Almighty hand, not always by what to us would seem the shortest 
route, but all the way His grace has been sufficient for us and His strength has 
been made perfect in weakness. We thank Him for His wonderful grace to us 
and we pray for His guidance and blessings in the New Year. 

We also wish to thank the many friends who faithfully support the mission 
work by their prayers and their gifts. May God richly bless each cheerful giver! 
We wish especially to thank the Young People’s Luther League, the Lutheran 
Students’ Union, the Women’s Missionary Federation, the Lutheran Daughters 
of the Reformation, as well as the congregations and Sunday Schools who loyally 
have supported the work. To the pastors in our Church we also extend our thanks 
for kind cooperation and support. We also wish to express our thanks to the 
missionaries on furlough and to the Field Men for their faithful work in present- 
ing the cause of Missions to the Church in the Homeland. And to the mission- 
aries on the fields and their national co-workers we send greetings and thanks. 
We pray for wisdom, grace and strength as we face the post-war era and pre- 
pare to expand the work in the various fields

Budget Disbursements 


The budget disbursements for 1944 were $141,742.89 and for 1945 $137,722.36. 
Proposed Budget for 1947 and 1948 

To meet the urgency of the need and to expand the services in keeping with 
the mandate of the Church, the Board of Charities requests the amount of 
$179,488.30 for each of the coming two years. 

Sunset Homes 

These have been good days for those in our Sunset Homes. The last year 
588 made use of the services that the Church rendered in these institutions. 

Now more than ever before there is the need for the care and services that 
these institutions render. As the war plants have shut down, many who 
though along in years had employment, now will not be able to find gainful 
employment in the reconversion era. Returning service men and women have 
the right to and will take their places in the geared-up production days ahead. 
The housing situation also creates a situation where many along in age seek 
entrance to our Sunset Homes and allow their apartments to be occupied by 
growing families. 

With the old age assistance that is now available in all states the income 

in most cases is sufficient to offset the costs at the institution. The initial 
investment in institutions, however, is a source for which we must look for 
help to the people of the Church. 
_ At this point we must also pause to recognize the men and women serving 
in our institutions in their various capacities. At a time when huge payrolls 
seemed to be the order of the day in private industry, when jobs went beg- 
ging for people to fill them we are mindful of those who stayed by to serve 
the pressing needs in our institutions, even though there could be no com- 
parison in salaries that were paid. 

It is to be hoped that in the years to come there will be more and more of 
our people who will feel the call and the urgency to minister in the various 
capacities in these homes. Homes of the Church, owned and operated by our 
church people, must render a spiritual service and we are looking for many 
ee their ee ee oct to labor in this field. 

e assets of the Homes for the Aged as of December 31, 1345, to 
$859,229.81. This includes cash on hand, on deposit with the Treasurer or 
Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, and War Savings Bonds of 
$170,931.90. The total debt on all institutions was $5,901.48. The combined 
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operating net gain for all the homes in 1945 was $68,096.53. The average cost 
per resident per day in 1945 was $1.14 as compared to the average total income’ 
of $1.65, resulting in a net gain of $0.51 per resident per day, 


The appropriations from the Church amounted to $22,250, donations 
$30,466.76; from estates and legacies $4,329.78, and support paid by counties 
or individuals $136,317.08. Other income $15,727.15. Total of $226,046 for the 
support of aged in our Homes.

The Home is an old frame building, and plans are now 
for an.ingathering of $100,000.00: throughout the Canada District for a new 
and modern building to be located at Saskatoon, Sask. Our Church in Canada 
has no other institution of charity. Total assets as of December 31, 1945, were 
$43,478.42 including cash and Canadian War Bonds of $28,378.42. 
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BETHESDA SUNSET HOME 
Beresford, S. Dak. 


The past year marked the twenty-fifth anniversary of the services of Mr. 
J. O. Johnson as the manager of our joint Bethesda Homes. Mr. Johnson and 
his wife have given a quarter of a century of service to both young and old at 
these institutions and we would take special cognizance of this labor in love at 
this time. 

The total assets of the Home are $143,784.59. Cash reserves total $20,280.10 
which amount is continually sought to increase for their building fund, as more 
room is needed for those who seek entrance to the Home.

The Rev. H. M. Mason is the superintendent of this Home which has a 
larger residence population than any other in our Church. As of December 
31, 1945, 68 aged made their home here. The property valuation of the institu- 
tion on the same date totaled $136,525.57. 


JOSEPHINE SUNSET HOME 
Stanwood, Washington 


This institution started in 1908 is now at a point where replacement of the 
old wooden frame building is necessary. Twenty-one aged have been served 
here during the year. Plans have been completed to put into operation an in- 
gathering of $100,000.00 in the North Puget Sound Circuit for a new and mod- 
ern building. As of December 31, 1945, $11,110 in cash and war bonds were 
listed in the assets of the institution. 


SKAALEN SUNSET HOME 
Stoughton, Wisconsin 


This Home dates back to the turn of the century, and has a long history of 
splendid performance by the 375 residents it has served during the years. Fifty 
were taken care of in 1945. Mr. J. Donald Larson is now the superintendent 
as he replaced Mr. Arthur Bragstad who had served since 1927. 

On the morning of Sunday, March 31, this home burned to the ground, 
and the building is a total loss. We are thankful to God that no lives were lost. 
Temporary arrangements have been made for all the residents of the Home. 

Plans are in progress to rebuild the home and to promote an ingathering 
throughout the Milwaukee, Madison and Mt. Horeb Circuits. 

It would be an appropriate gesture if the Church could see fit to give them 
an additional lift in this emergency. Cash on hand and bonds as of December 
31, 1945, totaled $20,905.38. 


‘STORY CITY SUNSET HOME 
Story City, Iowa 
The average number cared for here in 1945 was 42. The former hospital in 
connection ‘with this institution is now in the main used as the infirmary for 
the permanent residents of the Home. The total valuation on December 31, 


1945, was $115,554.53, including $51,119.53 in cash and War Savi

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RED WING SEMINARY MEMORIAL HOMES 
Red Wing, Minn. 


This Home is now in operation in what was at one time the president’s 
residence of the Red Wing Seminary. The only other building now on the 
grounds is the main Seminary building which has been checked as to the prac- 
ticability of using it for a residence for old people. There is no purpose in ex- 
pending great sums of money in this building and at best to get a plant that 
is far from practical for the aged. Total assets of the Home now amounts to 
$20,062.00, $10,000 of this is in buildings on the grounds. 


MADISON NORMAL MEMORIAL HOME 
r Madison, Minn. 


This Home under the direction of the Rev. R. R. Syrdal has made splendid 
gains. Fifty-eight aged are now in residence. The newer building in the Madi- 
son Normal School grounds has been put into good condition only to find 
that already there is lack of space for all who seek entrance. 

Plans are now in the making for an infirmary to be added to their build- 
ing to serve the increasing need in this area. 


KNUTE NELSON MEMORIAL HOME 
Alexandria, Minn. 


Through the will and legacy of the late Senator Knute Nelson the Church 
has received the homestead located at Alexandria, Minn. The will provides 
for a home for the aged to be established, which will be done as soon as build- 
ing conditions permit. The Glenwood Sunset Home will be united with this 
one to be called the Knute Nelson - Glenwood Memorial Homes. 


PLEASANT VIEW LUTHER HOME 
Ottawa, Illinois 


This Home conducted in the buildings of the former Pleasant View Luther 
Academy is under the supervision of the Rev. T. J. Knutson of Ottawa, Illi- 
nois. Fifty-eight were there in residence in 1945. The corporation is composed 
of members of our Church and the institution has an annual appropriation of 


$1,000.00. 


EGER OLD PEOPLE’S HOME 
New Dorp, S. I, N. Y. 


This Home is conducted by members of our-Church and receives an annual 
appropriation of $600.00 as an evidence of our interest and appreciation as 
they serve many of our aged in the Atlantic seaboard area. 


SOLHEIM LUTHERAN HOME FOR THE AGED 
Eagle Rock, Calif. 


This Home, located in one of the suburbs of Los Angeles, is conducted by 
members of our Church. The Rev. Olaf Eger serves as its rector and the Home 
is very efficiently operated. A new building has recently been added to their 
plant but is again too small for those who seek entrance. As an evidence of 
our appreciation of their efforts to serve our aged in the area, the Home re- 
ceives a modest appropriation from year to year. 


CHILDREN’S HOMES 


We believe that we are finally arriving at a very satisfactory plan to meet 
the needs of children that are entrusted to our care. pre 

There was the day when a child became dependent, or if in any way neglect- 
ed, it was at once brought to an orphanage, and here the child would invar- 
iably remain until the age of eighteen when it could be out “on its own. 

Even so it can never be charged against our Church that there existed a 
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condition as the “alms houses” in the early days of our land. Considering the 
fact that there was no foster home program in those days, our Church has a 
splendid record of serving the. needs of those children. . : ; 

There came the day when we recognized the advantage of placing children 
in foster homes, and this became the one great program of a decade or two 
with the philosophy that anything like a Children’s Home was an outmoded 
procedure to meet the needs of children. This resulted in some child placing 
agencies disposing of their institutions and adopting an all-out foster home 
placement program. Children’s Homes were a thing of the past and we were 
almost branded as cruel for operating them. å å 

Then the day came when child placing agencies went too far in this all- 
out foster home program with the result that they turned again to the remain- 
ing Children's Homes that they might solve the problems that required special 
care which could only be had in an institution. 

Then added to this we saw the day when altogether too many from one 
home went to work outside the home. Let us allow for the desperate day 
when we needed an all-out employment program to win, the war. The sad 
fact remains that many will not return to their homes and kitchens to re- 
establish tlie normal family living conditions, to say nothing about supporting 
a much needed foster home program. 

The Department of Charities will, however, at all times support a well con- 
ducted foster home program when there are proper investigations of the foster 
home and good child case work procedure. It will at all times call out the 
pee for more and better foster homes to meet the tremendous demands of 
the hour, 

At the same time we recognize the needs of those who need special care, 
there may be the instance of several children from a home that should not be 
separated, who need a temporary place to live until permanent placement 
plans can be completed. There are also the instances where the needs of a 
child can not be met in a foster home, for whom group living is the most 
desirable and beneficial. 

In the face of these continuing needs the Church has studied the demands 
and observed the trend. She must then seek to strengthen and ever improve 
her services to those who need institutional care. 

Inasmuch as these services will in the days to come involve more of a 
specialized planning and work with those who seek our help, all who expect to 
work in our institutional program will be expected to do specialized study. 

As of December 31, 1945, our Homes had current assets totaling $1,200,- 
639.71 including cash on hand, cash on deposit with the Treasurer of the Nor- 
wegian Lutheran Church of America and War Savings Bonds of $280,411.61. 
The Homes for 1945 showed operating net gains totaling $17,045.58. 

The average cost per child per day in 1945 was $1.62. The cost has natur- 
ally been increasing because of increased living costs. The total income per 
child per day in 1945 was $1.87, resulting in a net gain of $.25 per child per 
day. The Children’s Homes operated at a cost of $269,921.56 (farm and similar 
expenses are included in this figure), $18,922.89, or $.29 per child per day was 
appropriated from the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America. There were 
donations in the amount of $.20 per day; from farm and other income $.35 per 
day. During this year the sum of $40,871.03 was received from counties, par- 
ents or others for care of children placed with us, or $.59 per child per day.

BELOIT CHILDREN'S HOME 
h Ames, Iowa 


In view of the fact that buildings at the Beloit Children's Home at Beloit, 
Iowa, were in the main obsolete and inadequate, and that it seemed impracti- . 
cal to spend large sums of money for repair and improvements and because 
the location did not serve the Church to advantage, -resolutions were passed 
at the 1944 General Church Convention authorizing the respective boards to 
sell the property and re-locate the home. 

As of December 31, 1945, the current assets were listed at $94,896.26. These 
sums are now available for the rebuilding of the new Beloit Home to be located 
at Ames, Iowa. 

Much study has been put forth in the re-location decision, and the Board 
of Charities is pleased with the final conclusion of the Committee. 

Mr. Arthur Bragstad, who for 18 years was the superintendent of the Mar- 
tin Luther Children’s Home at Stoughton, Wisconsin, has been obtained to 
formulate the plans and direct the construction of the new institution. Lands 
have been purchased in a choice location at Ames. The architect has been 
obtained and the plans are progressing as rapidly as the circumstances allow. 

Let it be stated here that this new relocated home has the promise of be- 
coming one of the most modern institutions for child care in the land. 
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BETHESDA CHILDREN’S HOME 
Beresford, S. Dak. 


Thrills as come to few people was the happy lot of Mr. and Mrs. Ja. 
Johnson of the Bethesda Home at Beresford as a group of the children in the 
institution sang their praise to God and congratulated them upon their 25th 
anniversary of service at this place. ; 7 

The brick veneered building housing the children was erected in 1897, and 
it is only to be expected that it does not adequately meet the demands of the 
day 
"An impartial committee recently studying the situation there recommends 
that as soon as possible new quarters be obtained for the children. t 

The summary further recommends that when it is possible to rebuild, the 
Children’s Division be relocated preferably in Sioux Falls, South Dakota. The 
same board can still function for the children and aged if it is so desired. . 

Forty-seven children were cared for at Bethesda in 1945. The property is 
valued at $145,099.30 as of December 31, 1945. There was cash on hand of

HOMME CHILDREN’S HOME 
Wittenberg, Wisconsin 


The Homme Children’s Home served the needs of seventy children in 1945. 
At the time of the last convention, mention was made of an ingathering of 
funds that had been allowed for this institution throughout the state of Wis- 
consin and in certain parts of Michigan. A goal of $100,000 was set and 
$140,000 was reached. The Home has $157,000 in U. S. bonds, total liquid assets 
of $180,102.00 and endowment fund of $39,894.00. 

After a thorough study of the needs of children served by this institution 
by representatives of the State Department of Child Welfare of the state of 
Wisconsin, the Lutheran Welfare Society of the state of Wisconsin, the Board 
_ of Charities of the NLCA, and the local board of directors, it is now resolved 
in several different parts of the state that we proceed with plans as soon as 
' possible to open one or, two such cottages as the board deems advisable. 


LAKE PARK CHILDREN’S HOME 
Lake Park, Minn. 


This Home has now operated for fifty years. Most of the buildings, all of 
frame construction, are going the way of those in several other institutions in 
that they become antiquated and the State Department recommends that more 
modern quarters be obtained. 

_A study made several years ago recommended that this institution, together 
with the Wild Rice Children’s Home at Twin Valley be merged and relocated, 
possibly at Fargo, North Dakota. 

Since that study and recommendation was made, state laws have now taken 
such form that children can not be transferred from one state to another. 

The Church has also since that time become heir to the Svee property at 
Devils Lake, North Dakota, and we have also purchased a large residence 
here. The Lutheran Welfare of North Dakota serves the children and thus 
helps to fill the needs of that state. ’ 

The immediate recommendation of the Board of Charities, looking at the 
over-all picture of the needs of the Church is: 

1. That certain assets to the amount of $50,000.00 from the Wild Rice 
Children’s Home be set aside for a Home for the Aged to be located at Twin 
Valley, Minn. 

2. That the farm holdings at Twin Valley be retained for income and that 
summer cottages be established for the needs of various groups such as chil- 
dren from our institutions for a period during the summer, week-end outings 
for more under-privileged families, and as the personnel will be available, for 
a rehabilitation retreat for delinquent youth. 6 

3. That the Lake Park farm property be retained with a farm manager in 
charge to be used for producing income for the Children's Home, and for sum- 
mer home for children as the needs arise. 4 

4. That the Lake Park - Wild Rice Children's Home be merged and re- 
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located; such location to be left to the decision of the Board of Charities after 
a thorough study in cooperation with the State Department of Welfare of 
Minnesota and the Lutheran Welfare Department of the'State of Minnesota. 


MARTIN LUTHER CHILDREN'S HOME 
Stoughton, Wisconsin 


At this reporting, this Home has the best physical plant of any of our 
children’s institutions. Fireproof buildings were constructed in 1927 and in 
1936. The farm is jointly operated by the Children’s Home and the Skaalen 
Sunset Home. Mr. J. Donald Larson is the new superintendent of the Home. 
Fifty-nine children were cared for during 1945. The valuation of the institu- 
tion as of December 31, 1945, totaled $160,520.78 which includes cash and War 
Savings Bonds of $3,665.40. 


PARKLAND CHILDREN’S HOME 
Everett, Washington 

Although operated in a building erected for a church college, the institution 
conducts a splendid program of child care. The building is kept in constant 
good repair and improvements are in evidence. A case work program is now 
in operation. with the Associated Lutheran Welfare located at Seattle, Wash- 
ington. The Home is held in high esteem in the community and receives sup- 
port from the Everett Community Fund. 

A residence for the manager at the institution will be built as soon as 
building circumstances allow. This was the home of sixty-nine children in 
1945. The valuation of the property as of December 31, 1945, was $99,621.30. 


LUTHERAN WELFARE SOCIETIES 


During 1945, $29,198.17 was allocated to support the ever-enlarging services 
of Lutheran Welfare societies throughout the country. We have recently add- 
ed to our list of support the Welfare Societies located at Portland, Oregon, 
and Seattle, Washington, besides a subsidy to the Lutheran Charities, Inc., of 
Chicago, Illinois, 

The sum of $6,000.00 from our Church was a great encouragement to those 
in charge of the Lutheran Home Finding Society of Illinois. © 

A tremendous piece of work is being done by these Welfare and Home 
Finding Societies in the foster home and adoption programs in our Church.

DEACONESS HOME AND HOSPITAL 


These have been busy years in our Deaconess Hospitals in Chieago and 
Brooklyn, located as they are in these metropolitan centers. We praise God 
for faithful deaconesses who weary not in well doing. Rector, Rev. Martin 
Norstad, is in charge of the spirited program at the Chicago institution. Mr. 
E. E. Hanson continues in an efficient manner in the administration of the 
hospital. 

There were thirty-five active deaconesses and two pupils at the Home as of 
January 1, 1945. 7,498 patients were cared for in the Hospital last year. å 

In Brooklyn a varied and spirited hospital and welfare work is directed by 
the Rector, Dr. C. O. Pedersen. As indicated in the annual report much work 
is done for those who would have no means to get this service were it not 
for the free care that our institutions offer. 


SCHOLARSHIPS 


To meet the need for trained social workers and executives the Board of 
Charities has established a scholarship fund for graduate work in the field. 
Such work must be pursued in institutions recognized by the American Asso- 
ciated Schools of Social work. The fund is supplemented by subsidies from 
the Lutheran Daughters of the Reformation and the Women's Missionary 
Federation. The Executive Secretary, together with Dr. C. A. Melby of the 
Department of Sociology and Mr. Jarle Leirfallom, director of the Depart- 
ment of Welfare of the state of Minnesota, constitute the Scholarship Com- 
mittee. Since the project was put into effect graduate students have been en- 
rolled at the University of Minnesota, New York School of Social Work, 
Western Reserve in Cleveland, Ohio, and at the University of Chicago. 


ELECTIONS 


The terms of the following members of the Board of Charities expire in 
1946: Dr. C. C. Swain, North Dakota District, the Rev. R. A. Harrisville, 
North Dakota District. Member from Pacific District to complete unexpired 
term of Rev. A. K. Vinge (1950). 


REORGANIZATION 


It is now two years since the Church voted to call a full-time Executive 
Secretary for the Board of Charities. At the same convention there was dis- 
cussion of the surplus centennial funds and proper disposal of same. A rec- 
ommendation was brought in that there be considered a distribution as fol- 
lows: Foreign Missions, 25%; Home Missions, 25%; Education, 30%; Chari- 
ties, 15%, and a revolving fund of 5%. Because of the desperate challenge and 
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need in the Department of Charities I felt it deserved even greater considera- 
tion, but I went away feeling satisfied that at least there would be crumbs in 
the final distribution. 

_ Shortly after this authorization of the convention to call a full-time Execu- 
tive Secretary, the Board of Charities extended a call to me. I accepted the 
call to begin my work as of February 1, 1946. 

During August and September, 1944, I had a leave of absence from my con- 
gregation to direct the appeal for the rebuilding of the’ Homme Children’s 

ome. 

In the late fall I appeared before the planning commission and gave my 
report as to the response to this appeal, but did not present any program 
for the Department of Charities. I was not acquainted with the field and had 
as yet not assumed my official duties. ; 

During the year of the meeting of the planning commission I was absent 
for a period of study. 

Upon returning as of January 1, 1946, to enter my work and then shortly to 
receive the report of the planning commission, I discovered that not even the 
15% mentioned in the 1944 convention was considered; in fact to this depart- 
ment there is given no consideration at all. | 

I would be a poor apostle and representative of the condition of those 
whose hopes are waning, the unfortunate, the forsaken, those who are locked 
up in asylums, those who dwell in dark and unwholesome tenements, the 
friendless and the forgotten if I did not echo their condition and if in this year, 
your jubilee year, you would not recognize your debt to them. Their very 
condition in many cases can be charged to us for the fact that we have not been 
our brother’s keeper as we ought 

In these few weeks that I have been permitted to get a little closer view of 
the crying needs, I find conditions that have not been explored or even men- 
tioned. 

Not long ago I had the ‘privilege to visit a school for crippled children, 
where there are about two hundred in attendance. While busses take the chil- 
dren to and from school during the week, many of them have no opportunity 
to receive religious instruction because of lack of conveyance to churches and 
Sunday Schools. 

Cooperation has been assured from the principal that we may. obtain the 
names of the parents of the protestant children in order to make a survey to 
discover those who are interested in obtaining religious instruction by mail. 

We propose to conduct similar surveys in other institutions of this type 
where our Church is most numerically represented. 

In one penal institution that I visited where there are almost 4,000 prison- 
ers, my attention was called to the mission activity of a Church that sent to 
the institution about $250.00 worth of literature a month. While we have a 
chaplain who gives much time there, he mentioned the need of a more aggres- 
sive ministry through the written word. Here is an area where we must sup- 
ply our institutional chaplains with proper tools for their very best perform- 
ance. 

In a nationally known prison where we are assured of splendid cooperation 
by the chaplain, we propose to supply him regularly with assistants who will 
work under his direction. These may be internes from our Seminary or pas- 
tors who are interested in preparing for this particular field. 

In the large and scattered state of Montana where our Church has held 
forth so admirably during the years, I find that we have no institutional mis- 
sionary in any of the prisons or reformatories. 

Neither do we have a child placing agency that is serving our large Lu- 
theran constituency. We do not even have a temporary shelter or cottage for 
the orphans of the day. 

In a visit to Los Angeles, our Church out there pleaded that we do not 
forget them. Located as it is, 1,400 miles from our Parkland Children’s Home 
at Everett, Washington, they asked how long we are going to permit all our 
children to continue to be placed in non-protestant institutions. 

The San Francisco Poor House reports almost 200 Norwegians. A modest 
home for a few who are of our Church would make a different song for them 
in the evening of life than the one I heard as I visited this particular institu- 


tion. 
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Ye of the Church, do not misunderstand. Every designation that has been 
proposed for the surplus funds from the Centennial is just and most worthy. 
I am happy for all that have been remembered. I recognize that specific funds 
have been earmarked by the donors for Home Missions and Foreign Missions. 
Might I ask that out of the balance be designated 15% that in a measure we 
may begin to meet the need that cries for our mercy? å 

No funds from the Centennial Appeal income went toward any indebtedness 
in the Department of Charities. ! ‘ 

The Victory offerings that were taken up in our congregations in the fall 
of 1945 did not go to anything in this department of your great Church. This 
is a plea that we might remember the forgotten among us. We solicit your 
full and enlarged support that we may meet the increased opportunities to 
minister. to them. ' 


DR. H. B. KILDAHL 


Since we last met in convention, Dr. H. B. Kildahl, long-time Executive 
Secretary of the Department of Charities, has been called to his reward. The 
Church will ever be grateful for the long and faithful services that he ren- 
dered to his Church and her Lord. His was a special passion for those in need, 
the forgotten and the fatherless. We today thank God for his memory. As a 
special recognition of his services the Board of Charities has designated that 
‘one of the scholarships in social work awarded this year be named the H. B. 
Kildahl scholarship. 


DR. J. A. AASGAARD 


_ To Dr. J: A. Aasgaard at this time a special greeting and thanks for hold- 
ing forth in the capacity of leadership over this activity in the Church the last 
several years. His has been a special concern that has been trying in a man- 
ner only known to himself. At a time that the load became the heaviest he 
took over to spare the Church, and he carried it trusting in a higher power for 
strength until a brighter day dawned. May the Lord of the Church grant him 
many added years to labor with us that we may have the added inspiration 
of his valued counsel. 

_ With these remarks I shall close this my first message to the Church, as 
I join in your labors of love that the lost, the last and the least may know of 
His Salvation.

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Resolutions 


The Board of Charities submits the following resolutions to the General 
Convention of the Church: 


1. THANKS TO GOD 


We give thanks to the Triune God who has in this past biennium richly 
blessed the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America in its work of charity. To 
Him be all the praise and honor and glory when “the people have 'a mind to 
work” for it is "He that worketh in us to will and to work according to His 
good pleasure.” 


2. APPRECIATION 


The Church expresses sincere gratitude to the local boards, the manage- 
ment and the many workers in the institutions of mercy and welfare societies 
who have labored efficiently and sacrificially out of love to God for the unfor- 
tunate, forgotten and forsaken. Without their unselfish devotion to the task 
we should not be able to continue. 


3. BUDGET INCOME AND LEGACIES ; 


The income for the work of the Department of Charities for the past year 
was $377,650.07 from the general budget, and $24,502.90 in the form of gifts 
and legacies, making a total of $402,152.97. This is a large sum, and the Church 
is deeply grateful not only for the generosity of her people, but for their vision 
and understanding. We confidently expect that these gifts and contributions 
will increase as we come to a larger appreciation of the growing needs and 
responsibilities for service to mankind. 


4. THE BUDGET 


Large as our gifts are, especially the budget appropriation, they are, how- 
ever, not sufficient to meet the growing needs in this field, nor are they in pro- 
portion to other appropriations, and the total income of the Church. We, 
therefore, strongly recommend a re-examination of this budget with a view 
of increasing the total amounts. The expenses in the Department of Charities, 
as no other activity of the Church, reflects the increased cost of labor and 
materials, and the decreased purchasing power of the dollar. We feel there is 
not only ample justification for our request of $179,488.30 for each of the com- 
ing two years, but it reflects a genuine desire of our people that this work 
continue in keeping with present-day demands. We value the policy of bal- 
ancing the budget each year, and want to continue that practice, not only for 
our own budget, but for the several institutions as well. We have set our 
sight on a new goal for human welfare, demanded by the generation we are 
privileged to serve, and request the increased support necessary for the mini- 
mum duties we must meet. This is the time for a reappraisal of the Master’s 
call to service. It is the time we should marshal our spiritual resources and 
the material gain of our Church that increasing numbers may know God’s 
love and way of salvation. 


5. SUNSET HOMES 


A. The Church gives thanks to all the members of the personnel and 
Board members at each of our Sunset Homes. Few realize the individual 
effort and time given to maintain each Home. Our institutional workers and 
managers are on twenty-four hour call. They have labored assiduously in 
spite of labor shortages to make life pleasant and comfortable. They have 
supplied inspiration and joy of living in the sunset of life. We heartily com- 
mend them for faithful services rendered and for steady progress maintained. 
The financial status of our Homes is good. 
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B. Aase Haugen Home at Decorah, Iowa, is now under the direction of 
the Rev. T. Thompson. We wish him God's blessing in his new field of labor. 

C. A new Home at Saskatoon, Canada, is the project of the Canada Dis- 
trict. This will be the only institution of charities in our Church. They seek 
to raise $100,000. We hope and pray that every member of the Canada Dis- 
trict will give generously that the Home may be established. 

D. The Church congratulates Mr. J. O. Johnson, superintendent of the 
Bethesda Home in Beresford, South Dakota. He has completed twenty-five 
years of earnest consecrated service. 

E. Our Home at Coeur d'Alene, Idaho, the Rev. Chr. Thompson, superin- 
tendent, celebrates its twenty-fifth anniversary. The Church extends hearty 
congratulations. The Church calls attention to a new infirmary which will be 
built there to serve the Rocky Mountain District. May every member within 
the territory give their hearty support to this much-needed institution. 

F. The North Puget Sound Circuit is launching a campaign for a new 
building for the Josephine Home at Stanwood, Washington. The Church re- 
minds all members and pastors of the circuit to give their earnest support to 
this campaign for funds. 

G. The Skaalen Home at Stoughton, Wisconsin, J. Donald Larson, super- 
intendent, was destroyed by fire. We plead with the Milwaukee, Madison and 
Mt. Horeb circuits to bend every effort in rebuilding this Home. We are grate- 
ful to God that no lives were lost. ' 

H. Our Madison Memorial Home, the Rev. R. R. Syrdal, superintendent, 
is filled to capacity. The Church is happy in the fact that plans are being 
made for a new infirmary. 

I. The Church is anxious to open the Knute Nelson - Glenwood Memorial 
Home at Alexandria, Minnesota, as soon as conditions permit. 


6. CHILDREN’S HOMES 


A. In obedience to the mandate of the General Convention of the NLCA 
in 1944 the Board of Charities has taken steps to relocate the Beloit Children’s 
Home. After careful and prayerful consideration the city of Ames, Iowa, was 
chosen, believing that the advantages, facilities and location of that city out- 
weighed those of other proposed sites. Mr. Arthur Bragstad has headed the 
establishment of the Home and through his help a fine tract of land of about 
twenty-three acres, conveniently .located in respect to the public schools, 
church and the lowa State College, has been purchased. As soon as building 
operations can proceed the construction of a most modern and useable plant 
will go forward. This relocated home is commended to our people in general 
and to the congregations of the Iowa district in particular for their moral and 
material support. 

B. Beresford Children’s Home. The building that houses the Beresford 
Children’s Home has served well in the Kingdom of God for almost half a 
century. The Board of Charities is aware that it is outmoded and inadequate 
as a home for children in this day. Rebuilding this institution in the near fu- 
ture has been a foregone conclusion, if it is to continue to carry on an effec- 
tive and satisfying work. This home should be operated independently from 
the Home for the Aged because the special skills of a full-time executive is 
required in each field. It is generally recognized today by child welfare authori- 
ties that a children’s institution should be located near enough to town or city 
to give it easy access to community resources such as church, schools, library 
doctors, hospitals, special clinics and recreational facilities for children and 
staff. The Board of Charities, therefore, recommends that the Beresford Chil- 
dren’s Home be relocated in Sioux Falls and that a modern and up-to-date 
building be erected to house this venerable institution. This recommendation 
is made with full knowledge and deep gratitude for the fine support the Home 
has received from the Beresford community and the fine work it has done in 
spite of the handicaps because of lack of facilities and equipment. 

C. Homme Children’s Home. The Board of Directors of the Homme Chil- * 
dren’s Home, Wittenberg, Wisconsin, was authorized by the General Conven- 
tion in 1944, to solicit funds with which to rebuild the home. We congratulate 
the home upon the success of this venture and thank our people especially 
those of Wisconsin and Michigan, who contributed liberally to reach the sum 
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of $140,000.00. We commend the Rev. F. B. Anderson, superintendent, and the 
local board for the caution they exercise in the stewardship of these funds and 
the Church looks forward with anticipation to the opening of the cottages to 
be located in different strategic places in the state of Wisconsin. 

D. Lake Park Children's Home and Wild Rice Children's Home. The 
Church is mindful of changing conditions and circumstances. During the war 
a program of “hold everything” was the order of the day. The situation at 
the Lake Park Children's Home at Lake Park, Minnesota, Mr. Ingvald Lar- 
son, superintendent, has received careful study by the Board of Charities as 
well as have the other homes and institutions. In regard to the Lake Park 
Children's Home and the Wild Rice Children's Home at Twin Valley, Min- 
nesota, the Church recommends that the location and establishment be left 
with the Board of Charities with power to act. The Board cooperating with 
the State Department of Welfare of the state of Minnesota and the Lutheran 
Welfare Department of the state of Minnesota. 

E. Twin Valley Old People's Home. The Church is happy to re-establish 
its holdings according to the need of the times. The projected plan of erecting 
an Old People's Home at Twin Valley with the available funds be commended 
and that the sum of $50,000.00 be granted to build the new home. 

F. Martin Luther Children’s Home. Since the last General Convention, 
Mr. J. Donald Larson has become the superintendent of the Martin Luther 
Children's Home at Stoughton, Wisconsin. The Church is fortunate in hav- 
ing secured him for this position, extends to him a hearty welcome and prays 
God’s blessing upon him in this responsible and fruitful post, occupied for 
many years by Mr. Arthur Bragstad. The building that houses the children’s 
home is the best physical plant of any of our children’s homes, and will be - 
used effectively for years to come in our children’s program. 

G. Parkland Children’s Home. The Parkland Children’s Home, Everett, 
Washington, under the superintendency of Mr. Arthur Olson, is operated in 
such a manner as to enjoy the esteem of the community and to receive sup- 
port from the Everett Community Fund. Sincere congratulations are extended 
to the superintendent, the local board and the supporting church people of the 
West. A superintendent’s residence is a primary need at the present time and 
will be erected as soon as circumstances permit. : | 


7, LUTHERAN WELFARE SOCIETIES 


The Church has continued to support the constructive and far-reaching 
services of the Lutheran Welfare Societies throughout the country. We rec- 
ommend that our congregations and pastors investigate the assistance that 
these organizations are able to render and to avail themselves of their skills and 
services. We commend our people to continue their active interest and sup- 
port to this field of Kingdom service. 


8. RESCUE HOMES 


For a time some of our homes were not functioning at capacity due to the 
fact that more money was at hand and many unmarried mothers sought no aid. 
The pendulum is swinging back again. More than ever these homes are prov- 
ing real rescue homes for many unmarried mothers and their children. To 
bring these for whom Jesus had great mercy, to a happy and safely-regulated 
life under Christian guidance is our great mission. They have been snatched 
in pity from sin and a heartless world. Only the day of the Lord will reveal 
the sum of the work conducted by our self-sacrificing and understanding work- 
ers. Delinquent years bring delinquent generations. We must pray, and help 
these homes to carry on. The little children, often unwanted and spurned by 
unknown fathers and little-known mothers, must be placed in the arms of 
those who will give Christian care and love. The Church rejoices in this work, 
“for of such is the Kingdom of God.” 


9. RED WING STATE TRAINING SCHOOL 


Bad boys are not all bad! To bring out the good and restore the image of 
God in those who have been disobedient and wilful is a tremendous responsi- 
bility of the Church. Since our Church has carried on work at this school for 
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boys much fruit has been seen. Due to the war our worker there at full time 
was called to serve as a chaplain. In the meantime we have been continuing 
our program of Christian guidance with the help of internes. The Board of 
Charities has now called the Rev. C. E. Skoien to the chaplaincy of this insti- 
tution. We are grateful to the Rev. Theo. Heimarck as well as others who 
have made regular visits and contacted the boys as spiritual fathers and guides. 
To reclaim the boys for society is our aim. More do we reclaim them for God. 


10. CITY AND INSTITUTIONAL MISSIONS 


In hospitals, prisons and impoverished areas our city and institutional mis- 
sionaries are performing a valiant service. We are grateful to them for their 
devoted and consecrated efforts to bring the Light of Life to their contacts. 
As a Church we shall seek to encourage them in their work, and to make their 
work as effective as possible by directing to them those who will be blessed 
by their ministry. 


11. DEACONESS HOMES.AND HOSPITALS © 


The Church is appreciative of the splendid work that has been carried on 
by our Deaconess Homes and Hospitals in Brooklyn and Chicago. A special 
burden has been placed upon them during the war years when their service 
expanded and they have been compelled to work with a curtailed staff. Never- 
theless, they have been able to operate efficiently and to serve splendidly. The 
Church recognizes with gratitude the work of the Rev. Martin Norstad, Rec- 
tor, Mr. E. E: Hanson, superintendent, and Sister Superior Marie Rorem of 
our Chicago institution and Dr. C. O. Peterson, Rector of the Brooklyn insti- 
tution, as well as the self-sacrificing work of the deaconesses and workers of 
both. May God continue to bless and use them to His glory. 


12. SCHOLARSHIPS 


In order to keep pace with the expanding program of charities and meet the 
demands of the times for an improved technique, the Board of Charities has 
established a scholarship fund for graduate study in the field of social welfare. 
An annual appropriation of $8,000.00 is made by the Board, supplemented by: 
gifts from the young people to prepare themselves for specialized work in our 
charitable institutions and social welfare agencies of the Church. A committee 
consisting of the Rev. M. A. Dahlen, Executive Secretary of the Board of 
: Charities, Dr. C. A. Mellby, Department of Sociology, St. Olaf College, and 
Mr. Jarle Leirfallom, Director of the Department of Welfare of the state of 
Minnesota, pass on applications. Thus far a small number have made success- 
ful application for this scholarship, and are studying at accredited and recom- 
mended schools. Others have already finished and are rendering valuable ser- 
vice in the Church.

I. 


To The Norwegian Lutheran Church of America: 

Jesus said to His disciples, "Let us go into the next towns, that I may 
preach there also: for therefore came I forth.” Mark 1:38. 

Christ was filled with zeal for the progress of the kingdom. His followers 
were to go into all the world. He hada world vision. He went about all the 
cities and villages teaching in the synagogues and preaching the Gospel of the 
kingdom. 

“Let us go into the next towns.” What a challenge to our Church today! 
Opportunities present themselves as never before to broaden the frontiers. 

The example of the Master going into the next towns summons us today to 
intensify our efforts and redouble our exertions as the ambassadors of Christ 
a ele tated the message that God in Christ reconciles the world unto Him- 
self. 

Our Lord who on the day of creation beheld all that He had made and saw 
that it was very good, today sees a world in turmoil and confusion. Although 
the arms have been laid aside there are cities in ruins which must be rebuilt, 
there are homeless refugees that must be fed and clothed.

The confidence and faith shown by our Church in God and its people by 


voting a budget of over a million dollars for each year of the biennium and 
assuming additional large responsibilities has been justified. 


Again the people of our Church, under the able guidance of our Steward- 
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ship Secretary, have brought the ingathering for the regular budget to a success- 
ful completion. 


Not only the $1,005,000.00 voted for the past fiscal year but an amount of 
$375,244.74 above this was received, according to the treasurer’s report. This 
total of $1,380,244.74 is $121,502.34 greater than the amount received in the 
previous year and is the largest amount gathered for this purpose in the his- 
tory of our Church. 

The fine response given the call of the Church by the people in our congre- 
gations is a manifestation of their gratitude to God for spiritual and material 
blessings. To all who have had a part in this work, the Board of Trustees ex- 
presses sincere thanks. 

The Lutheran Brotherhood, the Women’s Missionary Federation, the Lu- 
theran Daughters of the Reformation, and the Young People’s Luther League 
have all maintained their fine record of loyal support to the Church and merit 
its commendation. 

The Board recognizes the fine cooperation of the district presidents and 

their concern that the largest possible amounts be raised for the Lord’s work 
in their respective districts. The Board realizes that the assistance given the 
stewardship secretary by the district and circuit financial secretaries and the 
financial secretaries of the congregations is of eminent value and they deserve 
the wholehearted gratitude of the Church. 
»+ The Board of Trustees recognizes the indefatigable efforts of the Steward- 
ship Secretary of our Church in promoting Christian benevolence and stew- 
ardship throughout our Church. The Board accords him its wholehearted sup- 
port and sincere gratitude. 


V. BEQUESTS AND LEGACIES 


During the past fiscal year our Church received bequests and legacies total- 
ing $151,046.40 and during the biennium $296,281.71 was received. 

This year we call particular attention to the bequest of $73,000.00 to our 
Church under the last will and testament of the late Dr. Hildus A. Nass, of 
Mabel, Minnesota. 

The names of the testators are, in reverence to their memory, entered in 
the records of our Church. The Board of Trustees recognizes with deep 
appreciation these many bequests. 

Since the heirs of the testators also have a part in these gifts, the Board 
of Trustees extends its gratitude to them. To all surviving relatives the Board 
extends its sincere sympathy. — 


VI. CONTRACT GIFTS 


During the past fiscal year $56,760.10 was received in contract gifts and 
$182,868.85 was received during the past biennium. 

“At the death of contract gift donors the original amount of the gift is trans- 
ferred from the contract gift account to the account for which it was desig- 
nated by the donor. 

While this is rather a recent project and a field that has not been cultivated 
to any. extent, the total amount of contract gifts held by the Church is 
$566,033.69. E 

Besides the contract gifts in cash and securities, two valuable Iowa farms, 
one of 270 acres and one of 240 acres, as well as some city property, are car- 
ried on the books of the treasurer at $1.00 each until liquidated. 

The income from the contract gifts at the close of the fiscal year exceeded 
the agreement payments by $205.00. 

This method of giving affords an opportunity for safe investment and a 
regular income for the donors during their lifetime, and is heartily recommend- 
ed by the Board of Trustees. 

To all who have made Contract Gifts to the Church, the Board of Trus- 
tees expresses sincere thanks. 


VII. ENDOWMENT FUNDS. 


The Board is pleased to report that the status of the endowment funds has 
gradually improved from year to year. They have been augmented by gifts 
and bequests, liquidation of real estate, and sale of stocks and bonds at a 
profit, and the funds reinvested. 
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Farms sold on contract for deed are being paid for, and loans of long stand- 
ing have been paid or renewed in reduced amounts. 7 f 4 

The Board is especially concerned that loans be made and funds main- 
tained in carefully selected high class securities strictly in keeping with the 
principles of our Church. ) 

While the funds are increasing, the question of investing in choice securi- 
ties or making real estate loans at the usual rate of interest is becoming in- 
creasingly difficult inasmuch as the competition from loaning agencies is be- 
coming more acute. 

In view of the attitude of the Board of Trustees to adhere strictly to the 
principle of conservative investments rather than a high rate of interest, the 
beneficiaries of the interest income must at least for the time being expect 
proportionately low returns from their funds. 

While the rate of interest has been on the downward trend, the farm in- 
come has materially increased. y

VIII. LUTHERAN WORLD ACTION ' 


The Board of Trustees is happy to report that during the past fiscal year 
our Church has forwarded to the Lutheran World Action headquarters 
Mer which is $3,516.58 more than the greater goal recommended to our 

urch. i 

Through Lutheran World Action, including as it does such activities as 
Church rehabilitation in Europe, orphaned missions, emergency welfare and 
refugee relief, and support of the American Bible Society, we are carrying out 
Christ’s command to go into the next towns. 
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The people of our Church* merit grateful recognition for making it possible 
not only to take our share in this necessary endeavor but also to contribute 
more than the amount apportioned. 

He who saw the coming plight of Jerusalem and wept over it sees today’ 
the ruination in the wake of the war; He will bless every one who has had a 
- part in this gift and will cause it to bring a multiplied blessing in the hands 
of those who are administering its use. 

To all contributors the Board accords sincere appreciation. 


IX. CENTENNIAL APPEAL 


_ Asa result of followup work in collecting old subscriptions as well as get- 
ting new contributions for the Centennial Appeal, an amount of $56,953.78 has | 
been received during the past year. 

With all items of indebtedness paid, $200,000 is being held for the library 
building at Luther Theological Seminary and has been invested in short term 
bonds. $200,000 has’ been transferred to the Pension Fund. The balancé on 
hand at the close of the year is $641,036.82. 

In the matter of distribution of a possible surplus we quote the following 
resolution adopted by the Church in General Convention assembled (see 1936 
Annual Report, page 340): ; 

“Resolved, That in case of a surplus after these three objectives have 
been paid for in full, the Commission shall bring in a recommendation to 
the General Convention as to the use of such surplus.” 

At the Convention in 1944 the Planning Commission was directed to recom- 
mend a division of the surplus funds of the Centennial Appeal. 

This being a supplementary action by the Church, the Centennial Commis- 
sion submits no recommendation as to the use of the surplus. 


X. VICTORY OFFERING 


The Board of Trustees approved the recommendation of the Planning 
Commission that a Victory Offering be lifted at the close of the war, under 
the direction of the stewardship secretary, Dr. A. J. Bergsaker. This offering 
was to serve as an evidence of the gratitude to God for Victory and Peace. 

Because a large number of pastors requested information as to the purpose 
for which this offering is tor be used, the Planning Commission together with 
the executive committee of the Board of Trustees decided that one-half of this 
offering should be used for rehabilitation of the China Mission of our Church 
and one-half for strengthening our Church Extension Fund. 

The surrender came sooner than anticipated and there was little or no time 
for preparation. The Board, however, is happy to report that a large number 
of our congregations took part in this offering and the total amount received 
for the Victory Offering was $105,081.23. 

To all contributors who took part in the Victory Offering the Board ex- 
presses sincere thanks. 


XI. KNUTE B. NORSWING GIFT 


The Norswing Committee consisting of J. A. Aasgaard, M. O. Grangaard, 
and C. F, Granrud, has now completed the matters in connection with the 
Norswing estate and submitted a full report which is included in the minutes 
of the Board of Trustees. , 

Settling the affairs of the late Mr. Norswing involved many seemingly 
insurmountable complications and the committee deserves the hearty recog- 
nition of the Church for bringing this matter to a successful consummation. 

Advances made to Mr. Norswing have been fully covered, subscriptions 
by Mr. Norswing to Luther College of $25,000 and to St. Olaf College of 
- $25,000 have been paid, and an additional obligation of $10,000 to St. Olaf 
College has also been paid. All of Mr. Norswing’s obligations have been 
cleared, leaving to our Church properties which if liquidated will net the 
Church values that cannot be estimated at this time. 

While the Board greatly appreciates the work of the committee in con- 
nection with this matter, special thanks is accorded Mr. Grangaard who has 
devoted much time to this cause, made several trips to the West Coast, carried 
on considerable correspondence, and rendered a valuable service in bringing 


this affair to completion.

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XII. COLONIZATION BUREAU 


At its meeting July 1, 1944, the Board of Trustees adopted the following 
resolution, thus establishing a Colonization Bureau: : 

“Whereas, all moneys and properties belonging to The Norwegian 
Lutheran Church of America are trust funds to be used to advance the cause 
of Christ, 

“Therefore Be It Resolved, That we as the Board of Trustees declare it 
to be our policy: 

1, To make loans to members of our Church with a view to establish- 
ing them in their own homes, or in their own business, or on their own 
farms, with preference to be shown to young married families, returning 
service men, and those who have tried but failed through no fault of their 
own, said loans to be made without risking ‘the loss thereof; 

“2. To sell Church owned real estate and property to our own members, 
unless such sales apparently cannot be made either because there are no 
buyers or because the security is lacking; 

“3. To consult with local pastors, business men, and farmers, who be- 
long to our Church regarding investments and sales in their localities; 

*4. That we authorize loans on parsonages owned by congregations 
belonging to The Norwegian Lutheran Church of America. 

“Whereas, it is essential for the future welfare of our Church that farms 
within our parishes be owned by members of our Church, and that farmers, 
business men, and professional men who are members of our Church be 
encouraged to locate within our parishes, 

“Therefore, Be It Resolved, That we request the Executive Secretary 
of our National Brotherhood to promote an educational program along these 
lines through the local Brotherhoods belonging to our Church.” 


XIII. PROPOSED OLD PEOPLE’S HOME AT TWIN VALLEY, 
MINNESOTA 


Pursuant to information that the Wild Rice Children’s Home Board of 
Directors favors the establishment of an old people’s home in Twin Valley, 
Minnesota, and that the funds on hand belonging, to the Wild Rice Children’s 
Home be used for this purpose, the Board of Trustees at its meeting October 
16, 1945, adopted the following resolution: 

“Upon motion duly made, seconded, and adopted, it was Resolved, That 
the Board of Trustees recommend to the General Convention in 1946 that 
an old people’s home be established in Twin Valley, Minnesota, and that 
the funds on hand belonging to the Wild Rice Children’s Home be used 
for this purpose.”

STEWARDSHIP SECRETARY 


To the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America: 

One more year has come to a close. Time is fast speeding on. "Our days are 
swifter than a weaver’s shuttle.” (Job 7:6) "We spend Gur years as a tale that 
is told.” (Ps. 90:9) As even the longest life means only a few fleeting years, it 
should be our single purpose to dedicate it to the glory of God and for the 
building of His Kingdom—to work “while it is day, the night cometh when no 
man can work.” (John 9:4) 

“We are laborers together with God.” (I Cor 3:9) This is a high honor and 
a great privilege. We have a great task before us. “Lift up your eyes and look on 
the fields, for they are white already unto harvest.” (John 4:35) The field is large. 
It begins in your own heart and at your own door, and extends to the uttermost 
part of the earth. Our Church is in the midst of this harvest work. Now is the 
time!

_ The income from the congregations for current operations has increased stead- 
ily these last years. It is interesting to note this growth. The sum of $983,590.16 
was raised in 1942; $1,120,162.65 in 1943; $1,258,742.20 in 1944, and $1 380,244.74 
in 1945. The 1945 ingathering exceeded the 1944 by $121,502.54. This is very en- 
couraging. We are very grateful to God and our people for the amount that 
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came in last year. Sometimes one gets the impression that a spirit of self-security 
and self-satisfaction prevails. There may be a danger now that such a spirit will 
become evident among many of our people because of the increase we have had 
in our budget ingathering. Let us remember, however, that the same hard and 
faithful work is needed for 1946 as for 1945 and the preceding years,—even 
harder and more faithful work in these sober and serious times. 

In nearly all cases we have met with fine response to the appeal for the mis- 
sions and activities of the Church. It is encouraging to note the deep interest 
and love for the work of our Church manifested in a large number of our con- 
gregations and among many of our pastors. It.seems to me that cheerful giving 
is much more in evidence now than a few years ago. Many congregations have 
done surprisingly well for the 1945 budget. They were very generous and seemed 
to enjoy adding voluntarily generous amounts to their apportionment. 

The Church expresses its gratitude and its deep appreciation for the help and 
cooperation given by pastors, congregations and organizations, circuit and dis- 
en Sjewardship Secretaries, and other faithful workers in raising $1,380,244.74 
in 1945. : 

This exceeds the voted budget by $375,244.74. We are very grateful to all who 
in the past year have been faithful in their stewardship and have made an effort 
for the support and the extension of the Kingdom of God. 

$1,375,000 is the amount we will need for 1946—the same as for 1945. 

$1,005,000 has been the voted and allocated budget of our Church for the last 
ten or fifteen years. This was, therefore, the amount also at the time we were 
in the midst of a depression, severe drought and many difficulties. At our general 
convention in 1944, it was realized that a larger amount would be needed for 
the work of our Church. Quite a number seemed then to be in favor of voting 
an increase to the budget of about $300,000 or $350,000, making it a total amount 
of $1,355,000. This would have increased the apportionment of each congregation 
from, 30 to 35 per cent. Another large number of the delegates thought that it 
would be better to keep the $1,005,000 as the basic minimum voted budget for 
the next two years and then ask each congregation to add voluntarily a generous 
amount to its apportionment. This latter plan was adopted by the Church. The 
result of our 1945 effort was $1,380,244.74, or 137.34%. 

We will need at least $1,375,000 for each of the years 1947 and 1948, an 
average of 137% of our present voted budget of $1,005,000. Probably we will need 
more. This added amount is indeed needed. First, its purpose will be to meet 
the emergency of higher cost of living which affects our missionaries at home 
and abroad, the teachers at our schools, our charitable institutions, and our pen- 
sions. Secondly, its purpose is to “lengthen the cords and strengthen the stakes” 
for the forward march of faith in our Church. Never before in the history of 
mankind has there been a more golden opportunity for the Church of God to be 
of lasting service to the children of men. A sin-sick and salvation-hungry world 
needs it. The cry comes from a bleeding and dying humanity, “Come over and 
help us.” The call comes to you and to me from the Lord Jesus Christ to rise 
up and meet this challenge. The urgency of the hour calls for aggressive action. 
Surely large sums are needed today for the cause of the Savior. 


THE WOMEN’S MISSIONARY FEDERATION

BUDGET 1947-1948 


$1,005,000 has been the voted budget for several years. A number of our people 
have emphasized that the convention should vote a higher budget for the next 
biennium—an increase of $350,000 to $400,000. A number (including a large ma- 
jority of the Circuit Stewardship Secretaries) are of the opinion that the best 
results will be attained in amount of income, and especially in evangelical spirit 
by letting the $1,005,000 stand as the basic minimum voted budget, and then ask 
each congregation to add voluntarily a generous margin to its apportionment. 
Another group is of the opinion that the present voted budget of $1,005,000 
should be increased by $100,000 to $200,000, and appeal to each congregation to 
add voluntarily a margin to its apportionment. 

After careful study and consideration of this problem, the Board of Trustees 
of our Church found it wise and best to recommend to this convention $1,005,000 
as the basic minimum voted budget for the biennium 1947-1948, and that each 
congregation be asked to add voluntarily a generous margin to its apportionment. 
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: ~ THE 1946 INGATHERING 
$1,375,000 will reach the treasury of our Church this year too, and the income 
for the Church will increase from year to year if the pastors and the entire mem- 
bership of the Church obtain 
a. A larger measure of spiritual power

b. A keener sense of responsibility and a deeper understanding of Christian 
Stewardship

c. A more thorough knowledge of the field 
“Lift up your eyes, and look on the fields; for they are white already to 
harvest.”

d. A clearer consciousness of the needs of the Church 
“The Lord hath need of them.” (Matt. 21:3) 
“The harvest truly is plenteous.” (Matt. 9:37) 
These spiritual objectives are the most important in the program of the Stew- 
ardship Department, and receive by far the greatest emphasis in our written and 
spoken word, in all our work and in every effort that we make. 


THE EVERY-MEMBER CANVASS AND THE WEEKLY GIVING 

Systematic giving is essential. Man is only a steward of what he possesses. God 
requires acknowledgment by cheerful, systematic, proportionate and sacrificial 
giving of one’s self, one’s service and one’s substance. 

When Paul directed the Christians, "Upon the first day of the week let each 
one of you lay by him in store as God hath prospered him,” (I Cor. 16:2) he 
not only inaugurated systematic and sacrificial giving, but emphasized giving 
as worship of God. Giving is truly an act of worship. 

Our people are improving in weekly and proportionate giving. It seems, how- 
ever, to require a lot of work and much time to induce many of our congregations 
to introduce the Every-Member Canvass and systematic giving. Our department 
is putting forth its best efforts for improvement along these lines. 


PUBLICITY 


The greatest cause in the world should be given wide and effective publicity. 
Go and tell what is happening, and how people can help. Information is of vital 
importance. The lack of interest and support is due far more to the general 
ignorance of the people concerning the Church and its activities than to deliber- 
ate opposition. Our best efforts are made to spread’ information by the written 
‘and the spoken word and in every way possible. The Stewardship Department 
has a period of 15 minutes a week on WCAL, for which we are very grateful to 


the station. 
THE PENNY-A-MEAL 


The Penny-a-Meal Plan seems to be getting more popular every year. The 
orders for material are coming every year in larger and larger numbers. These 
containers are exclusively in the service of Christian Education, Home and For- 
eign Missions, Charities and Pensions. A few this year have been using them 
for Lutheran World Action. We are stressing two pennies a meal this year 
during Lent, from Ash Wednesday to Easter Sunday—47 days. Two cents a 
meal means six cents a day for each member. This would mean $1,787,739.00.

In nearly all cases we met with fine response to our appeal for the 1945 Lu- 
theran World Action.

Only. three of the eight bodies associated 
with the National Lutheran Council reached or exceeded this greater goal: the 
American Lutheran Church, the United Evangelical Lutheran, and the Norwe- 
gian Lutheran.

$450,293.84 came in from February 1, 1945, to January 31, 1946—$201,235.03 
more than for the year 1944. 

Our best efforts were put forth for this cause during the fiscal year which 
just ended. I am certain that we all realize that a much greater effort must be 
made for Lutheran World Action for 1946 and 1947. A tremendous task lies 
ahead of us. Only by earnest prayer, by hard work and by very generous giving 
will we complete the task and make this project a success. 

$10,000,000 is the goal set by the National Lutheran Council for the coming 
two years. Our allotment is $1,791,316.73—180% of our present voted budget. . 
We are told that this is a minimum goal and should be the least that we do in 
behalf of this cause.

A good beginning has already been made for this great appeal. Rally meetings 
were held over the entire country, and reports came to us that they were well 
attended as a rule. Weather and roads were against us in many places. We ap- 
pealed to our Circuit Directors and local committee men to do all in their power 
that our pastors, officers of the congregations and of the organizations, and 
others, attend the rallies. The best speakers in the various church bodies were 
selected to do the speaking so we are certain that the causes were presented 
in a splendid way. 

The National Lutheran Council recommended that the month of May be set 
aside as Lutheran World Action month, and particularly the fourth Sunday after 
Easter, May 19. All the district and circuit meetings that we have attended, de- 
cided to follow this recommendation by the National Lutheran Council. These 
district and circuit meetings decided also to recommend to every parish that 
heroic efforts be made that the entire amount for the two year period be raised 
in 1946 

Some splendid publicity material has been prepared by the National Lutheran 
Council, and this material should be placed in every home of our Church. It is 
our hope that every pastor and every congregation will make diligent use of same. 

Because of the large number of vacancies in our Church, it will be difficult 
in many places. We are urging all those who may be serving temporarily in these 

vacancies to do all in their power that this appeal may be carried out efficiently. 
' We wish to emphasize the importance of the help and cooperation of the 
‘organizations. 

1. The W.M.F., L.D.R., Y.P.L.L., Brotherhood 

‘a. The officers, leaders and members are urged to assist in carrying out 
the appeal program.

The Lord has blessed our efforts and the efforts of our fathers. From the 
Atlantic to the Pacific, from the provinces of Canada to the Gulf of Mexico, and 
even to the uttermost part of the earth, our Church has been spreading the glad 
tidings of salvation. The words of the 126th Psalm are surely true: “The Lord 
hath done great things for us; whereof we are glad.” Gladsome thanks swelled 
the heart of the psalmist with admiration and devotion, and unsealed his lips 
to praise and thanksgiving. He could not look at the works of the Lord and 
remain unmoved. | 

So it is with us. One hundred years of blessings from God have moved our 
Church to gratitude. Our people have responded nobly to the Centennial Appeal. 
It is true that quite an amount remains unpaid in pledges. The picture would 
have been entirely different both as to amount pledged and cash, if it had not 
been for so many special appeals coming soon after the Centennial was started. 
Appeal upon appeal has been the order of the day, beginning in 1940. 

Included in the preparation for this appeal was the determining of a definite 
amount as our objectives. This subject was discussed carefully and prayerfully 
at several of the meetings of the Centennial Commission, separately, and also 
together with the Centennial Committee. These two committes invited also the 
District Presidents and the members of the General Workers” Committee that 
had been appointed, to take part in the discussion of the objectives. The members 
of the General Workers’ Committee were as follows: Dr. L. W. Boe, Dr. J. N. 
Brown, Dr. S. C. Eastvold, Dr. T. F. Gullixson, Rev. A. E. Hanson and Dr. J. E. 
Gronli. After several meetings and careful and prayerful consideration, all of 
these representatives came to the conclusion that under the circumstances, the 
objectives could not be set over $1,400,000.00: 

$965,000 Indebtedness 

200,000 Seminary Library 

200,000 Pension Fund 


and the remainder to serve as expenses for the campaign. In fact, because of the 
severe depression, drought, and other difficulties, a number of these men were 
in favor of setting the goal at $1,350,000, but finally agreed on the amount men- 
tioned above. The sum of $1,400,000.00 as a goal was, of course, too low. It should 
have been much higher. Later in the campaign nearly $100,000 was added to 
the indebtedness. The surplus from the Soldiers and Sailors Fund in 1917-18 
had been used to pay the indebtedness of the Seminary, thinking that there would 
be no more war in our lifetime anyway. The war came, and this amount had to 
be added as part of the direct indebtedness of the Church, and this money used 
for the purpose it was originally intended. In addition to this, another debt 
of ten or twelve thousand dollars was added to the original objectives, making 
the indebtedness nearly $1,100,000 plus $200,000 designated for the Pension Fund 
and $200,000 designated for the Library, making the objectives a total amount 
of nearly $1,500,000, to which, of course, must be added the expenses of the appeal. 

All expressed their satisfaction. with these objectives, hoping and praying that 
they might be realized. 

The last million in pledges has required a lot of hard work. The question was 
often asked, what will be done with the surpius, if there should be any? Th 
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answer given was that, as far as we could understand, it would be used for the 
benefit of Christian Education, Home and Foreign Missions, and Charities. The 
division of the surplus, if any, would be decided by the General Convention upon 
recommendation by the Centennial Commission. It is with this understanding 
that the contributions to the Centennial have been made. 

As we are approaching the close of the Centennial Appeal, it is our hope that 
those who so far have been unable to complete their pledges will make a real 
effort to do so now. 

A general celebration of the Centennial, by the Church as a whole, was post- 
poned because of war conditions, and because thousands of our young men and 
women in the service of our country could not attend. Now the war is over. 
It is hoped that the observance of the Centennial, Sunday afternoon, June 16, 
in the Minneapolis Auditorium, will be both inspiring and uplifting. 


VICTORY OFFERING 


The Planning Commission recommended most heartily a Victory Thankoffer- 
ing at the close of the war, under the direction of A. J. Bergsaker, the Steward- 
ship Secretary. This offering was authorized by the Board of Trustees of our 
Church, and an appeal was made by the written and spoken word to our pastors 
and congregations. The purpose of this offering was first, to serve as an 
evidence of our gratitude to God for Victory and Peace, and secondly, to reha- 
bilitate the China Mission field of our Church, and to strengthen our Church 
Extension Fund. 

Most of our stations in Central China were damaged or destroyed by the. 
war. Ruination is found along every line. A tremendous work of reconstruction 
should begin as soon as conditions permit. 

There is a crying need in the Church Extension Fund now. Sending the 
pastor into the Home Mission field is made possible by the gifts of our people 
through the church budget, but it takes Church Extension Fund money to pro- 
vide the necessary equipment. These two objectives sorely needed a lift at this 
time. 

It seemed very fitting that this Victory Offering should be used for these 
two very worthy causes. The surrender, however, came sooner than anticipated. 
There was little or no time for preparation. We are very happy, however, that a 
large number of congregations carried out this recommendation, and the’ total 
amount received for this Victory Offering as of January 31, 1946, was $105,- 
081.23, one-half of which is to be used to rehabilitate the China Mission field of 
our Church, and the other half to strengthen our Church Extension Fund. 


SPECIAL APPEALS 

In addition to the budget ingathering, the Centennial Appeal and the ingather- 
ing for Lutheran World Action, $2,803,053.25 has been gathered by special 
appeals for the following institutions: Augustana College Library Fund, Pacific 
Lutheran College Jubilee, Luther College Emergency Appeal, Luther College 
Ladies Dormitory, Concordia College Jubilee and Building Fund, St. Olaf Col- 
lege Library, St. Olaf College Boe Memorial Fund, Homme Children’s Home, 
Waldorf College Jubilee Fund, Camrose College, Clifton College, Victory Offer- 
ing and South American Mission. 

The foregoing items exclusive of the budget ingathering plus the cash received 
for the Centennial Thankoffering, $2,288,365.61, amounts to $5,091,418.86. 

In addition to these items, the amount received and paid in for the Lutheran 
World Action during this biennium is as follows: 

$249,058.81 


450,293.84 
$699,352.65 


This wakes a total ingathering of $5,790,771.51 for the work of the Church, 


outside of the regular budget. 
Several more items could be added to the above amount as having been gath- 
ered during the last two or three years outside of the budget, such as the annual 


appeals by the Lutheran Welfare and other organizations. 
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MEMBERSHIP 


According to the Parish Reports covering the year 1944, our Church had a 
membership of 633,950 baptized and 454,071 confirmed members,—a gain over 
the previous year of 26,082 souls and 23,167 confirmed. For the year 1943, the gain 
was 17,539 souls and 25,071 confirmed. All reports covering the period, January 
1 to December 31, 1945, did not reach our office in time to tabulate the member- 
ship or any other statistics as of 1945 at the time of printing this report. It is 
our hope, however, that the Parish Reports for 1945 will show that our Church 
is an ever-expanding and an ever-growing Church. By earnest prayer and hard 
work, we should, under God, soon be able to reach the million mark in our 
‘baptized membership. 

CONCLUSION 3 

In conclusion we want to express our sincere thanks to one and all, for whole- 
hearted and faithful cooperation in the work of our Stewardship Department. 
We have much work to do and the “harvest truly is plenteous.” Our energy 
and talents will be taxed to the limit, but let us not be discouraged. “Therefore, 
my beloved brethren, be ye steadfast, unmovable, always abounding in the work 
of the Lord, forasmuch as you know that your labor is not in vain in the Lord.”

ANNUAL REPORT 


From every point of view the Pension Plan has gained in strength during 
the past biennium. The annuity reserves have been growing steadily, the Con- 
tingent Fund has been able to increase supplemental aid to pensioners, and the 
number of pastors and congregations enrolled has showed substantial gains 
giving evidence of the confidence that the people of the Church have in the new 
plan which has now completed five years of operation. 

The financial statement of the Pension Plan is contained in the treasurer's 
report. Supplementing his statement is the following summary of the alloca- 
tion process for 1945 as completed after February 1, 1946: Congregations and 
salary-paying agencies of the Church paid premiums for 1945. totalling 
$115,246.31; of this amount $68,230.50 was allocated to the accounts of members; 
the Contingent Fund received the balance of $47,015.81. 

As of February 1, 1946, there were 1,005 pastors and Church workers and 
1,775 congregations in the Pension Plan. In 1945 the members received in 
salary, including the 15% addition to evaluate parsonages in terms of salary, 
the sum of $2,133,573.96. This is an average of $2,123.00 per member. The 
EE salary for 1944 was $1,973, indicating an average salary increase of 

Since the last general convention the basic minimum pension has been raised 
from $240.00 per year to $300.00. This increase was made possible by increased 
amounts received into the Contingent Fund from the Budget, a larger amount 
received from the profits of Augsburg Publishing House, and a greater income 
from premium payments by the enrollment of many more congregations in the 
Pension Plan. 5 

The basic minimum of $300.00 now being paid to old pensioners is far from 
adequate and something must be done to provide additional resources for an 
increase in the supplemental pensions. According to a survey made by our 
consulting actuary, Mr. George A. Huggins of Philadelphia, the sum of 
$1,145,000.00 should be added to the Contingent Fund to raise the basic mini- 
mum pension to $500.00 for present and prospective pensioners. The Board of 
Pensions has hoped that a considerable part of this additional income might 
come from the Centennial Thank-Offering according to the second objective 
which stated the pension. fund should receive from the Centennial offering a 
sum sufficient to pay the pensioners a reasonable and fair annuity. This objec- 
tive has not yet been fulfilled and careful consideration should be given by the 
convention to the claim of the old pensioners for a larger share ot the much 
debated “surplus” which actually does not exist if the original objectives of the 
Centennial are to be taken literally. - 
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Be: The task of building annuity reserves for the payment of adequate annuities 
is proceeding in a most encouraging fashion. Practically all of the members 
and sponsors are paying the required premiums in full annually and as a result 
the annuity reserves are mounting steadily. As of December 31, 1945, there 
was on deposit with Lutheran Brotherhood $728,477.09. These reserves are 
credited to the individual members of the Pension Plan and will assure each 
of a substantial annuity in proportion to the combined accumulation in his 
account at the time of retirement. 

The biennial convention of the Church in June, 1940, decided unanimously 
to adopt the Pension Plan and recommended that all congregations of the 
Church body approve it and that all pastors enroll. The response has been 
most gratifying. If your congregation is one of the minority that has neglected 
to take care of this matter, sce to that it is done at once. Further delay only 
handicaps the Church and decreases considerably the retirement benefits of the 
pastors involved. The trustees of the non-member congregations should con- 
sider the Pension Plan and recommend it for adoption at a business meeting 
of the congregation. Eventually, why not now!

PARISH EDUCATION REPORT 


Psalm 78:4— “We will not hide them from their children, shewing to 
the generation to come the praises of the Lord, and his strength, and his 
wonderful works that he hath done.” 


Parish education is primarily concerned with the future. It must always try 
to keep one generation ahead of the present. Its task is to influence the rising 
generation, if possible make the future better than the present. 

In order to accomplish something in this field, parish education concen- 
trates on influencing and giving direction to the lives that are in the making, 
that is, the lives of the children of today. 

To achieve this parish education centers its efforts on glorifying God in the 
minds of the rising generation and in making known to them His power and 
His wonderful works. In other words, parish education is engaged in the all 
important business of instilling into the hearts and minds of the children the 
knowledge of God and of our Savior Jesus Christ. : 

True knowledge of God means the power of God in the heart. That power 
is always on the side of the right and the good. 

Careful Christian indoctrination forms the ground work for sound Christian 
convictions. This gives direction to a person’s life. The direction is toward 
the things above—toward God. 


AIMS AND OBJECTIVES 


As special aims and objectives of the parish board throughout the past bien- 
nium should be mentioned a wider distribution and a more general use of the 
Small Catechism. 

A Catechism refresher course was launched when the teacher training 
course centered about*the Catechism. Its general distribution has been pushed 
with enterprise and vigor. “The Little Red Catechism” has become a very 
well known book throughout our church. For the years 1944 and 1945 Augs- 
burg Publishing House shows a distribution of 15,528 copies of this particular 
edition of Luther’s Small Catechism, the “Gem of the Reformation.” 

The second specific objective through 1945 and carrying over into 1946 is 
the extension and intensification of missionary instruction in the Sunday 
School. To attain this aim the Board sponsored the publication of the book 
In the Lands of Pagodas, Temples and Mosques by the Rev. Andrew Burgess. 
- This fascinating presentation of the great mission fields of the world, their 
history and progress, has greatly stimulated missionary interest, appreciation 
and understanding both in the Sunday schools and in the Church at large. The 
popularity of this book is well demonstrated by the fact that during the seven 
months since it came off the press 10,630. copies have been distributed. 

Another book published under the sponsorship of the Board of Parish Edu- 
cation is Strictly Confidential, by Miss Alice Hustad. This is nov a text book in 
' the ordinary sense. It is rather intended for personal reading 01 group discus- 
- sion. In a popular, forthright way it deals with the problems of high school 
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and college girls, always from the Christian point of view. The book is having 
a gratifying distribution far beyond our own Church and "other Lutheran 
groups. Since its publication in July, 1944, Augsburg Publishing House has 
distributed 18,301 copies of Strictly Confidential. 


THE WORK OF THE BOARD 


The work of the Board of Parish Education lies in two distinct but parallel 
fields: 

(a) Production of Christian education literature; i 

(b) The extension and promotion of our Christian education program. 

In the production of literature the Board works very closely with Augs- 
burg Publishing House and the Board of Publications. In this field there are 
several classifications: 

Text books from Pre-Kindergarten through the High School Bible Depart- 

ment 

Weekday Church School materials 

Vacation Church School courses 

Teacher training courses 

Occasional books for special group studies or supplementary reading 

The Lutheran Teacher 

Sunday School papers on several levels. 

In speaking of the work of the Board of Parish Education, particularly in 
the field of production of literature and materials of all kinds, the Church 
should be mindful of the unique service that Augsburg Publishing House is 
rendering the cause of parish education. It is not only that Augsburg Pub- 
lishing House has, at great expense, produced books that are substantial, 
beautiful and attractive. What is most significant is that throughout the diff- 
cult period of the war, the low prices which have always prevailed, have been 
maintained—and this in spite of the fact that the cost of labor and materials 
has gone up very substantially. Needless to say, a large number of Sunday 
Schools would have been deprived of the use of these beautiful and excellent 
books except for the fact that our Publishing House was willing and able to 
continue to sell them at the same low price. 


PARISH EDUCATION COURSES AND.MATERIALS 


Following is a complete tabulation of courses now available prepared for 
parish education under the auspices of the Board of Parish Education and 
published by Augsburg Publishing House. This list includes a very few 
courses issued by other publishers. Also presented is a summary of materials 
planned and in the process of preparation. No definite publication date has 
been fixed for any of the latter group. 

Attached to this presentation is a graph and a tabulation of the distribution 
of these materials. Perhaps these steadily rising distribution figures may be 
looked upon as a well deserved tribute to the quality of the courses and the 
excellency of the productions of our publishing house.

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Vacation Church School 


Marking a new milestone in parish education text books is the publication 
of the first series of courses for Vacation Church Schools by Mrs. O. G. Mal- 
min. These courses were planned and prepared in direct response to the needs 
and opinions expressed by a large majority of pastors who four years ago 
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made their requests known through a questionnaire sent to all pastors of our 
Church. - : 

The present series contains materials in four fields: Bible study, Catechism. 
instruction, Missionary information and hymnology material. The text books 
are prepared on three levels. Book I—Grades I, II, II]; Book II—Grades IV. 
V, VI; Book ITI—Grades VII, VIII. : 

A second and third series of three are in preparation and will be ready for 
use respectively in the summers 1947 and 1948. 


Teacher Training 


A significant step in the training of our Sunday school teachers was taken 
by the Board of Parish Education when it arranged for the writing and publi- 
cation of the text, In the Lands of Pagodas, Temples and Mosques by the Rev. 
Andrew Burgess. 

For a number of years people here and there throughout the whole of our 
Church have expressed the desire that such a course be prepared and offered 
to our Sunday School teachers. There has long existed a felt need for some 
help and suggestions as to practical methods of giving mission instruction to 
the children of the Sunday school. In some places one Sunday a month has 
been set aside for that purpose. This, however; has been found to disrupt the 
regular teaching of the graded lesson. 

In the course which was offered by our Parish Board last fall, materials 
have been supplied and methods suggested whereby missionary training may 
be correlated with the regular lessons as they come up in the various grades. 
This is most valuable training for our Sunday School teachers, for it not only 
enables them to give missionary instruction and so stimulate interest in the 
missions of the Church, but it helps them to grasp the wider scope and purpose 
of Christian instruction and of the whole Christian religion, namely, that of 
reaching out with the Word of God to all nations and bringing to the people 
Ee sit in darkness the salvation prepared by our Lord and Savior, Jesus 

rist. 

The response to this effort was outstanding. With the cooperation of 
Augsburg Publishing House and above all, with the constant help and guidance 
of the Reverend Burgess, it was possible not only to promote the distribution 
of the textbook itself, but also to set up an unusually interesting workbook for 
use by the Sunday school teachers, and, not least, the preparation of a set of 
two hundred and four two-by-two slides, most of them in color, illustrating the 
ten chapters of the book. Due credit should be given to Pastor Burgess for 
having spent so much time and energy in research work and in obtaining 
photographs and reproductions of the desired pictures from mission fields in 
all parts of the world. It will interest the readers of this report to know that 
‘one hundred sets of these slides were prepared. Practically all of them have 
been distributed. 

It is gratifying to observe that they are being used very generally through- 
out the Church also at this time, for they are acceptable not only as visual aids 
in the instruction of this particular course; they are also very desirable for use 
at conventions and conferences of the Women’s Missionary Federation, the 
Luther League, the Lutheran Daughters of the Reformation, and any other 
group which will interest itself in the work of foreign missions. 

The Board of Parish Education is very gratified to know that it has been 
able to make a substantial contribution towards the promotion of missionary 
interest throughout our Church. It hopes that-.the use of these slides and the 
study of the course will continue until it shall have reached into every con- 
gregation in our Church. 

Another outstanding book has been prepared for our teacher training series. 
The text, We Learn to Teach, by Mrs. A. O. Storvick, formerly Miss 
Hortense Hage of the Education office of our Church, deals in a most interest- 
ing and helpful way with the many problems which confront the conscientious 
teacher. The book will be stimulating and profitable reading for anyone con- 
cerned with the improvement of teaching in religious education. The text is 
enhanced by a series of pictures of actual situations as they may be observed 
in Sunday schools. ‘They present Sunday school class work at its normal best 
or as it ought not to be carried on. ~~ å 
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This course will be accompanied by a work book for use by those studying 
the course. A series of pertinent and instructive film strips and colored slides 
visualizing the course are available in the Christian Education office. The price 
of these will be announced in the Lutheran Herald and the Lutheran Teacher. 


Kingdom Extension 


One general purpose in parish education is to nurture the child's spiritual 
life through careful and continuous instruction in the Word of God. With this 
in view the courses of instruction are planned and prepared. To this end 
AER training courses and teacher institutes are being organized and con- 
ucted. 

The second general aim and purpose of parish education is to gather in 
those outside of the Church that they too may experience the love of God and 
salvation in Christ. This is Kingdom Extension work. Much attention and 
energy by the Board is directed toward this phase of the work. 

Perhaps the two objectives: may best be united in the words “intensification 
and extension.” Every congregation is in need of an intensified effort to im- 
prove the instruction of its children and youth in the Word of God and 
Lutheran doctrine. All agree that the instruction in many Sunday schools is 
very unsatisfactory and inadequate. It is superficial, hurried, lacking in under- 
standing. Only intensive application given to the whole program of instruc- 
tion can improve the situation in a given congregation. 

On the other hand every congregation will find in its own community 
opportunity for extension of the Kingdom through a vigorous program of 
parish education. Examples can easily be multiplied showing that the Sunday 
School, Vacation Church School and Week-day Church School are the con- 
gregation’s best missionary agencies. : 

Through these agencies many unchurched children are reached. When the 
children are reached, contact is made with the home, with the parents. In 
many instances the parents are eventually won for Christ because the Church 
has succeeded in gaining the love and active interest of the child. It has been 
frequently stated that in the Protestant churches of America sixty-five per cent 
of the accessions come into the Church by way of the Sunday school. 

The work of extending the Kingdom through parish education is the work 
of the local congregation, but the Board of Parish Education seeks to stimu- 
‘ late and promote this particular phase of missionary endeavor throughout our 
Church. 


The School Aid Fund 


The School Aid Fund continues to be of material assistance in many places 
where religious education is at a low ebb or where it has never been carried on 
During the most recent years it has been particularly helpful in establishing 
schools for the instruction of the children in vacation time in places where we 
have no congregations, where the pastors are beginning to preach, and where 
they are just in the first stages of laying the foundations for new congrega- 
tions. According to the reports of the pastors, the best approach to the situa- 
tion frequently seems to be through this type of religious instruction. )

Perhaps the general negative conclusion drawn from a hurried look at the 
totals at the bottom of the page is thi that we have not been growing the 
way we oaght to have done, [tis true that these twelve years register NN 
growth in the number of Sanday schools; an impressive growth in the Ran 
og Sunday school teachers, a very wholesome trend; a very marked growth in 
the enrollment of the Cradle Roll; but from there on the figures are not in the 
least encouraging. The enrollment in the Kindergarten through grade t 
shows a substantial drop. The drop has occurred particularly between the 
years 1942-44 Distinctly distressing is the decline im the number of Bible 
Classes, this in spite of the fact that a real effort has been made on the part of 
the parish education organmaton throughout our Church to develop the four 
year high school Bible department. In the number of vacation schools there 
has been a slight increase. However, there ought to be twice as many vacation 
schools in our Church as there are today, 

The efforts made within our Church to utilize the opportunity for week-day 
religious instruction on released time from public schools present a humiliatin 
$gure. All told in our Church there were reported, in 1944 two hundred an 
eighty-four such schools. By failing to seize the arr | to establish 
weekday Church schools, we are missing one of the most truitiu opportunities 
in the field of parish education. Not only does it offer an opportunity to 
instruct our own children, but in many instances it has proved peg vg most

School Bible Department, it is disturbing to find that there, nevertheless, has 
been such a loss. 7 ; 

In the opinion of the Board of Parish Education, one of the most challeng- 
ing fields for parish education lies in the High School Bible Department. It is 
during the high school years that so many of our boys and girls seem to drift 
away from the Church. They are absorbed with their high school work; they 
enter into a social whirl of the young people of their day and forget their 
Church and, we fear, very often forget their God. It should be the aim and 
purpose in every congregation, as far as possible, to organize a four-year High 
School Bible Department. Good texts are available for each of the four years. 
On the other hand, we know that in many small congregations it is not pos- 
sible to have four classes in the High School Bible Department. Conditions 
frequently require that the number be reduced to three or two, or as they do 
some places even into one class, revolving the courses year by year so that the 
pupil stays in the class four years and receives instruction in the entire course. 

The neglect in this field appears to the Board to be equivalent to passing 
up what may be termed “the last great opportunity to establish our youth in 
the faith.” 

The Parish Board is very grateful to the Luther League for the emphasis 
which it has, during the past years, been placing upon the slogan, “Every 
Leaguer a Member of a Bible Class.” ; 


The Commission on Parish Education 


Dr. O. G. Malmin is the representative of our Church on the Commission 
on Parish Education of the American Lutheran Conference. Dr. Malmin sub- 
mits the following report: ' 

The Commission on Parish Education of the American Lutheran Con- 
ference has met three times yearly during the past biennium, continuing its 
efforts at cooperation work. Joint meetings of the synodical boards. of 
Parish Education have been held in May of each year. The jointly pro- 
duced course of study for week-day religious instruction is nearing comple- 
tion. At present the commission is engaged in a study of Sunday school 


papers.

Election of Board Members 


According to the annual report of 1944, the terms of two Board members 
expire this year. These are the Reverends H. P. Grimsby and Constantine E. 
Nestande. The latter was elected to fill out the unexpired term of Dr. N. L. 
Field who became president of the Rocky Mountain District. 


An Expanded Program in Parish Education 


. The work of the Board of Parish Education has had a steady and encourag- 
ing growth. New opportunities have opened up. New fields of labor have 
presented themselves. The need for effective instruction in the principles of 
the Christian religion is recognized by people in all walks of life today. It is 
pointed to as the most effective means for combating juvenile delinquency. 
It is recognized as being essential in the program of any Church which desires 
to grow spiritually and to extend its borders. By most people it is considered 
essential to the development of the highest type of national culture. 

Today the Board finds that it is utterly unable to meet the challenge of the 
day and to accept the opportunities presenting themselves. The present 
excellent office force is inadequate, and the prevailing appropriation from the 
Church—fifteen thousand for 1946—is insufficient to provide the needed 
workers. The Board has carefully drawn up its plans for an expanded pro- 
gram. This has been presented to the Board of Trustees. This Board passed 
the following resolution approving the request for an increase in appropriation: 

Resolved, That the budget presented for parish education of $31,729.00 
be approved, provided the other boards give their consent to the increase. 


Complying with the instructions of the Board of Trustees, the Secretar 

: Å of 
the Board of Education has laid the matter before the representatives ped 
other Church boards. These, in turn, have agreed that the request for an in- 
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creased appropriation be granted, the various boards assuming their propor- 
tionate share of the increase. The proposed expansion of the work involves 
the calling of a full-time field worker, a director of Sunday School by Mail, and 
an editorial office worker. 

It need hardly be stated that the duties of these workers is not altogether 
new work. In fact, the Board and the Executive Office have for a long time 
been trying in a measure to carry on most of the activities. But hitherto it 
has been growth without expansion. Now it is fully recognized that if the 
work of the Board and the Executive Office is to accomplish what the Church 
expects and our congregations and pastors demand, more workers will have to 
be called into this fundamental service. This the Board plans to do as soon as 
the additional funds are made available. 

. Perhaps it ought to also be remarked that even with this expansion we are 
still unable to do anything about home and adult work. *

The leadership the past nine years has been in 
the hands of Pastor Christian S. Thompson. Thanks to him and an efficient 
and aggressive board, a fund is being gathered to add a modest building and 
a modicum of equipment. But if this is to come to fruition, it will be the duty 
of our entire district to back up our institution with something more substan- 
tial than good wishes, candidates for admission, and scattered gifts “in kind” 
(as they are listed). Let us open wide our parishes, our hearts, and our check 
books to this building campaign. It has dragged long enough.

THE MESSAGE OF THE PRESIDENT OF THE W.M.F. 
TO THE 1946 CONVENTION 


Christus Emptor. This is the theme for the 1946 W.M.F. convention. Every 
convention has an aim for which it plans. It is our aim that each woman attend- 
ing may during these days once more see the Christ as her Purchaser, and fur- 
ther, that the convention text may have new meaning for her. It is a startling 
text: “Ye are not your own... for ye are bought with a price; therefore glorify 
God in your body and in your spirit which are God's.” 

Christ the Buyer has taught the world what a human being is worth. But 
what a price the Buyer paid. He who is God's only begotten Son gave Himself 
in payment. What a mystery! “God so loved the world that He gave His Son.” 
During the convention the unfathomable love of Christ will be shown us re- 
peatedly. We will once more acknowledge that God has a right to every human 
soul. The almighty Father created him, the Son bought him, the Holy Spirit 
sanctifies him. Humbly, knowing that there is no worthiness in us, we repent 
of our sins and let the Holy Spirit make of our hearts a temple of God. What 
may we do to prove our love and gratitude to the divine Purchaser? Our text 
answers: “therefore glorify God in your body and in your spirit which are 
God’s” (1 Cor. 6:20), 

This message will seek to show how the W.M.F. as an auxiliary of the church 
strives to glorify God through its service. å 

First let us remind ourselves of our place in God's plan. “Thine O Lord is 
the greatness and the power and the glory and the victory and the majesty, for 
all that is in the heaven and in the earth is thine; thine is the kingdom 
Lord, and Thou art exalted as head above all... Both riches and honor come of 
Thee and in thine hand it is to give strength unto all... But who am I, and 
what is my people, that we should be able to offer so willingly after this sort? 
For all things come of thee, and of thine own have we given thee” 1 Chr, 29. 
All is of God, then, and as worthy servants, giving acceptable service, we must 
begin every task in His name, re-consecrating and re-dedicating ourselves daily 
to the work we seek to do for Him. 
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During this past biennium emphasis has again been made upon faithful 
reading and study of the Bible, family devotions, the nine o'clock prayer hour 
and the need for constantly appealing for God's blessing and guidance upon 
each project we undertake. For the next biennium we would encourage a re- 
consecration which shall reach into every society and to every member. 

What may each of us do to glorify Christus Emptor? He answers: “Herein 
is my Father glorified, that ye bear much fruit” (Jn. 15:8). And again, “Let your 
light so shine before men that they may see your good works and glorify your 
Father which is in heaven, Matt. 5:16. The fruit bearing of the women is 
brought to our attention through the reports of department secretaries and 
district presidents found in the convention book. Financial reports tell the story 
of contributions made. We give God the glory for having moved our women to 
invest riches received from Him in generous gifts to His Kingdom. A total 
of $323,229.54 has been contributed during 1945. This is a gain of $33,541.31 
over 1944. Contributions for the biennium are $612,917.77. 

Already the threshold into a new world order has been crossed. It has turned 
out to be a more difficult time than we anticipated. There is more of chaos 
than of peace, tranquility and progress. We still see the promise of a better 
day looming up in the future if those opportunities and that challenge for which 
we planned during the war years are heeded. Our western hemisphere has suf- 
fered so little compared with the almost unbelievable destruction of the eastern 
hemisphere. How strange that Europe, the home of our mother-church, today 
stands in need of spiritual re-birth. Speedy help is needed that both physical and 
spiritual hunger may be satisfied. Reports show $24,051.70 was gathered by the 
W. M. F.'for Lutheran World Action. Let us really sacrifice and do it quickly. 
How commendable, if in all our giving we were to give as an act of worship, 
through which we glorified God. How gratifying if our giving need not be 
brought about by pleading, coaxing and sentimental appeals. Believing that 
neither we ourselves nor our possessions are our own but belong to God there 
should be no feeling that gifts to God’s kingdom are sacrifices which merit 
praise. "We give thee but thine own, whate’er the gift may be.” 

Gifts to Lutheran World Action enable us to make a plus-gift to our Mission 
department with its divisions: Home and Foreign. There has been increased 
interest in Home Missions as we begin to fully realize the worth of the souls in 
our own land who are unchurched. Christ the Buyer paid for their souls too. 
In order that men and women might go into highways and hedges in search of 
them and also carry on the expanded Home Mission program of our church 
the W. M. F. gathered $72,816.67 during 1945. The women have in some measure 
seen their responsibility toward neighbors and fellow citizens and are inviting 
to Aid meetings, to church services and Sunday schools, strangers and un- 
churched. That they may glorify God in a still greater degree through such 
service is the aim of this department. : 

We are appalled when we begin to study the needs of the Foreign Mission 
department. The sum of $73,725.56 gathered in 1945 seems small when we see 
what needs to be done. What a mighty shout would rise to heaven if all the 
people of all the untouched fields should at this moment call to us: “Come over 
and help us.” 60 million are still un-evangelized in Latin America; 50 to 70 
million in Africa; 400 million or more in China. There are 150 million non- 
Christians in Europe. The heathen population is still increasing far faster than 
the Christian. All of these are blood-bought souls. How God may be glorified, 
if the Christian church accepts the challenge of our times. Two resources are 
needed: thousands of new missionaries and millions of new missionary dollars. 
How many of these dollars will the women of the church provide? How many 
new missionaries will they support? The bringing of the Gospel to all peoples 
is the only solution for the troubles of today’s world. The coming of the atomic. 
bomb makes us wonder: how much time have we in which to bring the soul- 
saving message to those who have still not heard that Christ has bought them? 
Surely this is a time when we must act quickly. 

As we become more and more aware of our tremendous responsibility over 
against our fellow men we are proportionately grateful for Christian Education 
among us. The enrolment dollars of 25,802 babies have supported mission work 
among Eskimos at Igloo and Teller and also aided in the work of the new con-

gregation at Fairbanks, Alaska. Of great importance is the teaching of the 
blessings of Baptism and the joy of doing mission work which the Cradle Roll 
certificate urges upon parents and sponsors. 

The Christian Nurture division has provided much literature and helps for 
Christian child nurture. It has been instrumental in organizing Mother's Clubs, 
in combating the liquor evil, in sponsoring the L.C.R. and encouraging family 
devotions, attendance at Sunday school and church services, etc. During 1945 
the W.M.F. has gathered $58,953.56 for Education. The women have also raised 
large sums for church colleges. Figures are not available. Christian Education 
has such far reaching effects. Not only may we have the joy of seeing our college 
youth established in Christian faith, but we may see Christian leaders trained 
for work in the church. We need thousands to go out to bring the Gospel message 
everywhere, The world needs missionaries, pastors, Christian teachers, lawyers, 
doctors, nurses, social workers, parish workers, Christians in every walk of 
life. Let mothers not only fill their Thankoffering envelopes, but also send their 
sons and daughters to our colleges that this may come to pass. 

The Charity department has been active reminding of the privilege that is 
ours to serve Christ the Buyer, through those in our charitable institutions. Box 
Work has received special emphasis. The estimated evaluation of boxes sent 
directly to institutions for 1945 was $63,051.32. 

The W.M.F. has experienced much joy through the’ growth of the Life Mem- 
bership and In Memoriam department. Each year sees more worthy projects 
added, all of which give additional support to some department of the church. 
God has so richly blessed this department that we had $13,000, instead of the 
$3,000 we hoped for, to give to medical missions in China. From this sum we 
have been granted permission to set aside sufficient to purchase a medical mobile 
unit for China. If this convention so decides we plan to provide at least one 
more mobile unit next biennium. Other projects we hope to undertake are: 
providing Christian literature for the foreign mission fields of our church, a 
dispensary for South Africa, a model home for the Girl’s school in Madagascar. 
It is indeed thrilling to contemplate all the possibilities that present themselves 
whereby work in the Kingdom may be furthered through this fund. 

The promotion department made up of the literature committee, the editors 
of our publications, the radio committee and the historians has been of real 
service to our organization. It has provided much valuable publicity and co- 
ordinated the work of the various departments. 

This in brief is a part of what the W.M.F. has tried to do in the past and 
what she hopes to do in the next two years. That God may be glorified is our 
sincere prayer, otherwise our striving is in vain. Humbly our thanks are given 
to Christ; who bought us, for all His mercy to us. 

Thanks is given to every woman in the W.M.F. who in her own sphere has 
endeavored to glorify Him through service in the W.M.F. 

To the executive board which has in such a consecrated spirit counseled, 
planned and toiled for the good of the Federation, and to the General board 
for the competent way in which the cause has been furthered—my deepest 
gratitude. For all the prayers in my behalf, and for the sustaining kindness of all 
of you—a warm thank you. 


May the W.M.F. ever devoutly bow the knee before Christus Emptor.

REPORT OF LDR PRESIDENT 


The past several years have found us praying for the time that war would cease 
and that the Doors of the World would be opened to Christ. The Lutheran Daughters 
of the Reformation have planned, prayed and prepared. Now the time has come. The 
doors are open. Christ stands in the doorway with the test question, "Lovest Thou 
Me?” Plans, prayers, and preparedness are not enough to satisfy Him. We must be 
willing to prove our love for Him by entering every door He opens to us. 

The theme for our 9th biennial convention is "Lovest Thou Me?” May we be given 
the grace to reply, "Lord, Thou knowest all things. Thou knowest that I love Thee”—' 
then to go forth to feed Christ's lambs, tend His sheep, and feed them on the Word of 
God. Christ-centered programs setting forth the need of Bible study and Mission study 
have been available for all local LDR’s. Avenues of service have been encouraged. 
Some young women have accepted the call to the foreign and home mission fields. Oth- 
ers have through their gifts made it possible to advance the kingdom in other ways. 

During 1945—the contributions sent through the LDR office totaled $44,058.60; for 
the biennium, 1944-45, $80,984.95 or an increase of $25,871.59 over the biennium, 1942- 
1943. We rejoice in the growth and pray that the next biennium will find us making 
greater contributions. Many of our organizations have not yet discovered the joy of 
sharing perhaps because they have not yet seen the need. Our hope and prayer is that 
through the emphasis on the Word and the world’s need of Christ that stewardship 
consciousness may continue to grow among us. The LDR has been privileged this year 
to direct some of its funds into worthy channels not definitely set up as projects. We 
gave $2,000.00 to the Lutheran Literature Society for China to help meet the tremen- 
dous demand for Christian literature in China. We were able to give $7,000.00 to 
Home Missions from Treasure Chests and other funds. 

In addition to supporting two missionaries among the Jews during 1946 the support 
of the Zion Hour over Radio station WDGY was assumed. This program is sponsored 
by the Zion Society for Israel and is prepared to be especially helpful to Jewish people. 

As a thank offering to God for His boundless love and to manifest our love for the 
work of Christ’s Kingdom we aim to bring the price of a Mobile Hospital Unit for 
China as our Convention Offering this year. We pray we may not disappoint our Mas- 
ter in achieving this goal. 
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Lord teach us to love all men everywhere. Give us the Spirit of self-forgetfulness, 
that we may be inspired with the power of love. Teach us to lose self-will, that we 
may be strengthened by a higher will. May our enthusiasm of self-forgetfulness be the 
greatness of our power. When we fee! that we have nothing. we shall indeed possess 
all things. When we are least conscious of ourselves we shall be strongest of all. Teach 
us, Lord, to feed Thy lambs, tend Thy sheep, and feed them at home and abroad.

All the work of the Luther League in 1945 centered around the theme, CHRIST 
IS THE ANSWER. God used that theme mightily in rallies, conferences, conven- 
tions, and the program of local Luther Leagues to grip thousands of young people. 
We give God the glory for a blessed year crowned with much blessing. In 1946 our 
program to hold and win young people for Christ is focused in the mighty theme, 
CHRIST WANTS YOU! 

Ever since its beginning, the financial program of the Luther League has been sup- 
ported entirely by gifts and contributions to the “Youth for Christ” offering by local 
Luther Leagues. First of all, our program has sought to lead all our young people 
to know the Christ of their baptism as personal Savior and Lord and to serve Him 
wholeheartedly in the work of their local congregation and the church at large. It has 
always been the prayerful purpose of the Luther League that because our young 
people have been loyal to Christ in their Luther League they will be more consecrated 
and zealous members of His church, 

Missions 

The crusade of evangelism in each local Luther League has aimed to arouse all 
our Christian young people to a prayerful active concern for all unsaved, unchurched 
young people in the community. As.a part of this program of parish evangelism, 
every League has been encouraged to conduct a youth survey in every community 
and to contact prayerfully and persistently all prospects by cards, letters, telephone 
calls, and personal visits. ' 

We thank God that our Luther League evangelist, Pastor Sigvald D. Fauske, has 
been conducting spiritual life conferences all year throughout our church. Called by 
the Home Mission Board of our church, our evangelist is supported entirely by the 
“Youth for Christ” offering of the Y.P.L.L., and his program is directed by the 
Y.P.L.L. Board. God has richly blessed this forward step in evangelism for the 
youth of our church. 

Our Y.P.L.L. contributed $1,000 again in 1945 to the support of the School for the 
Blind and Crippled at Taohwalun, China. In cooperation with the Board of Foreign 
Missions of our church, the Y.P.L.L. Board has also decided to support a native 
pastor as director of all youth work on each of our mission fields in China, Mada- 
gascar, and Africa and to help supply literature and materials essential to a dynamic 
youth program in these places. 
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The Y.P.L.L. has continued to sponsor with a fine response the subscription drive 
for "The Missionary” magazine in local Leagues. More mission zeal, prayer, and 
interest will be found if this magazine can be placed in every home. 

Leaguers are urged to do their part in raising the missionary budget in every local ° 
congregation. Special discussions on Christian stewardship have been held as a part 
of the program for local Leagues. å 


å Workers’ Conferences 
During the month of October last year, local League officers, pastors, advisers, and 
Leaguers were. gathered in each circuit for a workers’ conference to discuss the whole 
program of work of the local League. A guest speaker accompanied each district 
president in this church-wide crusade which made a great impact on the youth of 
our church. God willing, these will be held again in all our circuits in October, 1946. 


Our Literature 

Eternity alone will reveal the full fruit of the power of the printed word in the 
hand of God. Again there has been a great demand for Christian tracts and pam- 
phlets. During 1945 we printed 1,320,150 pieces of literature in our Luther League 
office. Tracts and pamphlets for $1,000 were distributed free to our armed forces. 
In 1945, 31,462 packages and 24,916 letters were mailed out from our Luther League 
office. Thrilling replies have been received from many countries of the world. 

About 3,699 more Leaguers joined the Pocket Testament Movement this past year. 
Since we began this program, 49,425 in our church have pledged themselves to read 
a portion of God’s Word daily and to carry their Testament with them. 

"Every Leaguer in Sunday School on Sunday morning” has been one of our 
slogans for the year. 

Conclusion 

The reserve fund for 1945 will be prayerfully distributed by the Board of Directors 
of the Luther League at its next annual meeting. Some of it will be used to inaugurate 
our program of a youth director on each of our mission fields in China, Madagascar, 
and Africa. 

Returned veterans are putting new life into many Senior Leagues. We are so thank- 
ful for the increased emphasis on Bible reading and Bible study in our local Leagues. 

Over 15,200 young people attended our 91 Bible Camps last summer. Our conven- 
tions and rallies have been the largest in history. Yet, the most significant part of 
our youth work is the aggressive program for Christ carried on from week to week 
in the local churches. We thank God for the large number of young people who are 
not ashamed of Christ.

During the past two years the program of the Brotherhood has been greatly 
enlarged. New ventures have been launched and other activities have been ex- 
panded. This expansion of the program coupled with the stimulus brought about 
by the return to the home congregations of many service men and war workers 
has resulted in a revival of Brotherhood work throughout the church. Local 
units have become more active, circuit and district organizations have made 
significant advances and the whole Brotherhood movement has gone forward. 

The biggest development of the past biennium was the calling of the Rev. 
C. E. Johnson to become Boys Work Director. He has recently assumed his 
responsibilities and the results of his valuable services have already become 
evident. His task is to arouse our men to a greater sense of responsibility toward 
the boys of our congregations and the communities served by our church, to 
promote organized boys work such as Scouting, 4-H, older boy conferences and 
other youth activities and to encourage more personal work among boys. In 
collaboration with the Luther League and the departments of parish education 
it is his purpose to make effective an activities program that will hold more 
of our boys after confirmation and be a medium for attracting unchurched 
youth to the church. 

A new venture of the Brotherhood that promises to pay big dividends in 
terms of service to the church is the Colonization Bureau. Briefly summarized, 
its purpose is to place Lutheran people in Lutheran communities. It functions 
chiefly as a clearing house of information concerning farms for sale or rent, 
business and professional opportunities and other available employment. Prin- 
cipal medium for publicity is “Lutheran Herald” and the “Brotherhood Bulle- 
tin”; other channels for making contacts with prospective clients are also being 
utilized. Some success in placement has already been attained and the agency 
is rapidly expanding as the value of its service is being recognized. All congre- 
gations of the synod should organize locally to promote this venture which 
can contribute much to the strengthening of the constituency of local parishes 
and is a welcome aid to those who desire assistance in locating within reach of 
the ministry of our churches, 

Under the title “Brotherhood Builders” a campaign is in progress to enroll 
every local Brotherhood man in the national organization. The purpose of this 
roll call is primarily educational so that every member may become acquainted 
with the program of the Brotherhood. Each man is asked to take out a member- 
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ship card at one dollar per year which places him on the mailing list for the 
“Brotherhood: Bulletin” and other materials released by the national office. 

As a result of the Brotherhood Builders Campaign the Brotherhood now has 
the funds available for offering one or two scholarships for postgraduate study 
to graduates of Luther Theological Seminary. Selection of the scholarship win- 
ners will be made by a committee under the direction of Dr. T. F. Gullixson. 
This encouragement to post-gradute study is timely as there is a need for men 
highly trained for specialized service in the church. 

As always the Brotherhood is giving support to the major activities of the 
church body, especially in the field of stewardship, doing everything possible 
by means -of education, information and inspiration to encourage the men of 
the Church to give more liberally of time, talent, experience and money to the 
work of the Church. This activity has been reflected in the local congregations 
where the Brotherhood has been instrumental in recruiting more laymen for 
Christian service and is also evident in the larger units where tangible assistance 
has been given in promoting various campaigns for the welfare of the Church.

ANNUAL REPORT 
February 1, 1945 - January 31, 1946 
To the Board of Book Mission: 


Almighty God, Thy Word is cast 
Like seed into the ground; 

Now let the dew of Heaven descend, 
And righteous fruits abound. 

Oft as the precious seed is sown, 
Thy quickening grace bestow, 

That all whose souls the truth receive 
Its saving power may know. 


This has ever been the prayer of the Christian Church. 

This is the prayer of the Book Mission that the precious seed—the Word 
or dn printed form—may take root and grow into rich fruitage to the glory 
of God. 

This must surely have been the fervent prayer of the early Christians as 
they went forth unafraid despite persecution to sow the Good Seed. The 
Apostolic church has always been held forth as worthy of emulation. Aside 
from that key-verse in Acts 2:42 where we read of the four-fold cord—the 
apostles’ doctrine, the fellowship, the breaking of bread and prayer—we have 
other glimpses into the life of the early church. In Acts 8:4 we read this sig- 
nificant statement, “They went everywhere preaching the Word.” Driven by 
persecution from Jerusalem the believers were scattered and everywhere they 
went they preached the Word. These fugitives were not preachers, they were 
not officially commissioned to preach. They were ordinary believers in the 
crucified Savior and they could not keep to themselves the faith they held dear. 
This urge to tell the story of God’s saving love should be instinctive in every 
believer also today. But too many Christians regard the Gospel as a treasure 
to be carefully guarded, but not necessarily to be shared. This cannot be done. 
Such selfish withholding from others that to which all human beings have a 
God-given right inevitably results in loss. We do believe that most Christians 
now and then feel constrained to tell the old, old story but they hesitate be- 
cause words do not come easily. Few have received training and encourage- 
ment to speak to others about spiritual matters.

The Book Mission secks to overcome this difficulty by making available 
in printed form Gospel messages that may readily be passed on from one to 
another. We are encouraged by the many indications that by this means more 
and more Christians are becoming sowers of the Good Seed. | 

Before going into the statistical report I should like to share with you a 
few excerpts from letters which will show how the field is widening and the 
seed taking root. ; 

During the last year we have had many orders from The Lutheran Hour 
in St. Louis. They write: "We are grateful to you for the supply of fine tracts. 
They are very helpful to us in our correspondence with Lutheran Hour listen- 
ers who write us about their difficulties and their problems. I am sure that 
much good is being done through these tracts and we deeply appreciate your 
cooperation in supplying us.” Their special representative for Spanish-speaking 
peoples writes: "Through the Lutheran Hour I have become acquainted with 
your tracts. I cannot tell you how fine I think they are. May many draw 
deepening faith and increasing power from the wonderful treasures contained 
in your tracts. I shall pray more for the Book Mission as I see God at work 
through the printed messages which you distribute. In view of the great need 
for the Word of God in South American countries it is a precious thought 
that the Book Mission is one of God's agencies for meeting it.” They have 
asked permission to print our booklet, "Divine Consolation,” and at least one 
of our tracts in the Spanish language. 

A U. L. C. pastor in Nebraska asked for samples for himself and for his 
brother who is a missionary in, British Guiana. He writes: “I want to assure 
you of my pleasure in reading your most excellent tracts. You are surely do- 
ing a blessed work. It is just recently that I became “awake” to the value of 
using tracts. We include them tn our monthly paper which goes to more 
families who do not belong to church than to church families.” The mission- 
ary in British Guiana writes: “While this method of spreading the Gospel is 
very new here, we believe that it will be of great help.” 

The editor of “The Christian Digest” requested permission to make use of 
some of our material in that periodical. You may recall that the Methodist 
organ “Tidings” made a similar request a year ago. These requests were of 
course granted. i 

One more quotation: A seaman in Norway writes in his quaint language: 
“T am all out of the very good tracts. Here in Norway I can get some, I sup- 
pose, but not that good as the ones I used to give out in the U.S.A. Please 
send some as fast as possible, and I know you will have the blessing from 
Jesus, our Savior.” ,
